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NUMBER of chemists in recent weeks have had 
l the unenviable experience of being called before 
Committees of Inquiry established under the 
National Health Act to give information on matters 
arising from the dispensing of Pharmaceutical Benefits 
or Pensioner Benefits. To be so called is naturally 
distasteful to the chemist because of the inference that 
some error, fault or misconduct in connection with the 
service he has rendered is alleged against him. 


As it may be the fate of any approved chemist to be 
called before a Committee of Inquiry, it should be of 
interest to consider the constitution and the functions 
of these Committees. 

The National Service Act provides that in each State 
the Minister (of Health) may establish a Pharmaceu- 
tical Services Committee of Inquiry which shall consist 
of the Deputy Director. in the State and four pharma- 
ceutical chemists appointed by the Minister. The 
Deputy Director may appoint an officer of the National 
Health Department who is a pharmaceutical chemist 
to be a member of the Committee in his stead. 


The function of a State Committee of Inquiry as 
stated in the Act is to inquire into and report to the 
Minister or Director General on any matter referred to 
it by the Minister or the Director General in respect 
of or arising out of the service or conduct of approved 
pharmaceutical chemists in connection with the supply 
of Pharmaceutical Benefits or the provision of Pensioner 
Benefits under Commonwealth legislation. In serious 
cases the Minister may proceed without reference to 
the Committee. 


It is clear that a Committee of Inquiry is not intended 
to be a- tribunal or an instrument of discipline. Its 
function is not to determine guilt, to condemn or punish, 
admonish or exonerate. 


These Committees are expected to bring their specia- 
lised knowledge to the cases referred to them so that 
the best advice may be tendered to the Minister or 
other responsible officials with whom further action 
may rest. 

Committees of Inquiry are not trammelled by having 
to abide by legal rules of evidence—this is specifically 
stated in the Act, and these circumstances alone remove 
them entirely from the ambit of judicial bodies. 


It is not part of the duty of a Committee of Inquiry 
to shelter a chemist called before it from further action, 
or to urge that penal action be taken, although such 
Committees are entitled to submit certain recommen- 
dations to the Minister.

Committees of Inquiry 


All proceedings of Committees of Inquiry must be 
held in private. 

Committees of Inquiry functioning properly can be 
of inestimable value to the Government and of benefit 
to pharmaceutical chemists generally. In a sense, they 
are panels of experts who are fully informed and 
experienced in the complexities of pharmaceutical 
practice, and so are competent to give reliable infor- 
mation and advice on these matters. 


Without a knowledge of the technicalities and special 
circumstances of pharmaceutical practice, first-hand in- 
formation as to permissible variations or margins of 
tolerance in pharmaceutical prescriptions, etc., even 
the most skilled analyst is liable to reach a false con- 
clusion in respect of the accuracy or otherwise of a 
preparation dispensed under everyday or average cir- 
cumstances in a pharmacy, and departmental officers 
may themselves be led into error as to the seriousness 
of a particular report. 


A Committee of Inquiry primarily is a fact-finding 
body with special qualifications for applying to its 
problems the specialised knowledge of its members to 
individual cases. It could guard chemists against 


frivolous or petty charges. 


Certain facts, however, must be realised. Under any 
large-scale service such as the National Medical and 
Pharmaceutical Sckieme abuses will occur, This is a 
regrettable but undeniable fact. This being so, pre- 
cautions must be taken by the authorities to prevent 
or limit wrong or irregular practice. The course of 
action rests finally with the Minister, and the phar- 
maceutical profession should find satisfaction in the 
fact that Committees of Inquiry, comprised of registered 
pharmaceutical chemists, have been incorporated in the 
general system of control. 


It is the duty of every pharmaceutical chemist par- 
ticipating in the National Service to apply to each and 
every prescription he dispenses for a Pharmaceutical 
Benefit or Pensioner Benefit the same care and attention 
that he gives to a private prescription for his most 
valued customer. 


If a pharmaceutical chemist scrupulously carries out 
his obligations, then he has nothing to fear from a 
Committee of Inquiry set up and functioning under the 
present system; but those guilty of neglect of their 
professional obligations or of misconduct cannot look 
for nor expect to be shielded from punishment for 
their misdeeds.

DANGEROUS DRUGS IN THE POST 


Medical practitioners have expressed grave concern 
at the practice of some drug manufacturers sending 
samples of Dangerous Drugs in the post. 


This is an exceedingly dangerous practice which 
could have very serious results. The fact that a doctor 
has reported that on one day his three-year-old boy 
went to the letter box and brought in eight sample 
packages labelled poisons and containing 64 tablets, sug- 
gests that the authorities responsible for the adminis- 
tration of the Poisons and Dangerous Drugs laws should 
take urgent notice of the plea that the medical pro- 
fession should be given relief from the flood of useless 
literature from manufacturing drug firms, eulogising 
their preparations. 


It is probable that a critical exarnination of what is 
going on would reveal breaches of postal regulations, 
as well as State laws dealing with Poisons and Dan- 


gerous Drugs. 


RETAIL SALES IN AUSTRALIA 
Increase Maintained. 


The most recent quarterly statement from the Com- 
monwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics relating to 
retail sales of goods in Australia discloses that in the 
quarter ended December 31, 1953, figures were ahead 
of those for the corresponding quarter in 1952. 


The figure given for that period in 1952 was 448.5 
million pounds and for 1953 485.4 million pounds, an 
increase of 8.2 per cent. These are estimates only, but 
are derived from reports submitted by a representative 
sample of retail traders throughout the Commonwealth. 


A census of retail establishments is being conducted 
for the year ended June 30, 1953, but the results will 
not be available until later this year. 


PHARMACISTS’ MEASURES 


The Standards Association of Australia announces the 
submission for public comment of a proposal to endorse, 
as Australian standards, two British standards for phar- 
macists’ dispensing measures. These are B.S. 1921 and 
1922-1953, Dispensing Measures for Pharmaceutical 
Purposes (Imperial Units and Metric Units, respec- 
tively). 

Work on Australian specifications for pharmacists’ 


measures was begun in 1946, and drafts were prepared. 
The British Standards Institution then took up similar 
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work, and the Australian committees have since limited 
their activity to review of the drafts and final standards 
from B.S.I1, which are now judged suitable for Aus- 
tralian endorsement with only minor amendments. 


In most States of the Commonwealth pharmacists’ 
measures used for the dispensing of prescriptions are 
the subject of statutory regulations covering, among 
other things, the accuracy of graduation, and providing 
that only measures which have been verified and 
stamped by the local weights and measures authorities 
may be used. The purpose of these proposed Australian 
standards is to provide suitable specifications on which 
the several statutory authorities may base the tech- 
nical provisions of their regulations, thus attaining 
Australia-wide uniformity in this respect. In recom- 
mending the endorsement of the British standards, the 
Association’s committees subscribe to the objectives of 
the British Committee, as set down in the foreword, 
that is, the provision of convenient measures manu- 
factured and graduated to the degree of accuracy re- 
quired for pharmaceutical work without being unneces- 
sarily costly. 


There has been a need for these standards for a 
considerable time. They should be of material assistance 
in promoting the orderly development of pharmaceu- 
tical glassware. Committee members here stressed the 
importance of B.S. 1922 which provides for measures 
graduated in Metric system. It was recommended that 
immediate steps be taken to legalise the use of Metric 
measures.

CLEANLINESS 


It is a regrettable thing that any pharmaceutical 
chemist should ever face a charge of practising his 
profession in dirty prerrises; yet a report of such pro- 
ceedings was recently published in this Journal. 


Purveyors of food and medicine should, above all 
others, be scrupulously clean in their personal habits, 
and should ensure that all their work is done under 
conditions which ensure, as far as possible, freedom 
from contamination by dirt. 


In the Health Acts in nearly all of the States there 
are elaborate rules relating to cleanliness of shops and 
premises, but it would seem that only rarely are these 
strictly enforced. 


“Cleanliness is next to Godliness” is a saying fre- 
quently quoted. It is certainly a virtue which one 
should cultivate if one is to maintain a worthwhile 
professional reputation. Reducing it to its lowest level, 
it pays to be clean, for instinctively people are attracted 
to those things and surroundings which are wholesome.

THE SYNTHESIS OF A SERIES OF IMIDES AND 
PHARMACOLOGICAL EXPERIENCE WITH ONE OF 
THE MEMBERS 


N. Cass, E. R. Nelson and F. H. Shaw. 
(Abstract. ) 


Pharmacological Testing. 

The property possessed by the methyl ethyl imide of 
glutaric acid (NP13) of antagonising barbiturate hypno- 
sis was discovered by accident. In the process of 
testing this compound for analgesic activity we had 
devised a method whereby the rats were sedated by 
veronal before the painful stimulus was applied. By 
this means the animals were quietened and the testing 
speeded up. The barbiturate itself did not influence 
the effect of the various analgesics tested. When, how- 
ever, we came to test NP13 the animals were aroused 
from the veronal sleep by the injecting of NP13. This 
led us to try other species of animals and other barbitu- 
rates. In all cases the analeptic action was most 
marked. 

A most successful experiment was carried out with 
rabbits and thiopentone. NP13 administered to rab- 
bits prevented the action of thiopentone and given after 
oe A thiopentone NP13 reduced the sleeping time by 
half. 

The direct action of NP13 on the central nervous 
system was shown in the following manner. Six elec- 
trodes were implanted in the skull of a dog; from these 
one could obtain an_  electrocephalogram (“brain 
waves”) of a normal dog, then the change in pattern 
as the barbiturate (pentobarbital) was injected and 
finally the return of the pattern to normal on adminis- 
tration of NP13. 

Recently we have been able to test the analeptic 
action clinically in six cases of barbiturate overdosage. 
In all cases there was an immediate marked arousal 
of the patients from a state of deep narcosis to one 
of sub-consciousness. 

Finally we have found that 2-4 diamino 5 phenyl 
thiazole synergises with NP13. This has been used 
clinically in one case in which consciousness returned 
to a barbiturate poisoned patient. 

It is hoped that the use of these two compounds 
will extend beyond the resuscitation of accidental or 
intentional cases of poisoning to employment in anaes- 
thesia, especially that of thiopentone.

Drug Gontrol and Its Administration 


THE RESTRICTION OF SALE OF PHARMACO- 
DYNAMIC SUBSTANCES 


N C. Manning. 


The following points have arisen recently during the 
deliberations of the Pharmacy Board of Victoria and 
its sub-committees—particularly the Poisons Advisory 
Panel. 

1. The Title “Poisons Act” 

The limitations of such a title, in common law, have 
already been referred to in Section “O” meetings. It 
has been suggested that the title “Poisons Act” should 
be substituted by the title “Poisons and Restricted Sub- 
stances Act.” Another alternative title would be 
“Pharmacodynamic Substances Act,” which would also 
provide for the scheduling of substances of low toxicity 
which, nevertheless, possess pharmacodynamic pro- 
perties (e.g., Penicillin). Of the two titles we prefer 
the former. 

2. Flexibility of Schedules. 

Some schedules (e.g., the Sixth Schedule to the 
Victorian Poisons Act) have been made deliberately 
inflexible by the legislators. In consequence it is 
extremely difficult to remove a drug promptly and 
without technical legal difficulty from such a schedule. 
It is admitted that at the time there was considerable 
justification for such inflexibility. But times have 
changed and extreme flexibility has become a necessary 
principle of drug control for the following reasons:— 

(i) ee following initial stringent con- 

trol. 

(ii) Regrouping. during the periodically necessary 

“Tidying up” of the schedules. 
3. Pharmacological Group Classifications. 

The number of drugs and the complexity of detailed 
chemical definition of drugs are making schedules dif- 
ficult of interpretation, unless some form of classifica- 
tion convenient to prescriber and pharmacist is devised 
as a principle by drug control authorities.

It is maintained that in practice today, both medical 
man and pharmacist are in the mental habit of classi- 
fying a new product as “a new antibiotic” or “a new 
antihistaminic” or “a new curare substitute,” etc. 

It is also maintained that, whereas this current men- 
tal attitude of both professions to drugs is increasingly 
pharmacological (but not exclusively so) it is sometimes 
chemical. And so we get the pharmacists examining a 
product and saying to himself, “a new sulphonamide” 
or “a new acridine.” There is, therefore, no intention 
of recommending a solely pharmacological classification 
—but a combination of both chemical and pharmaco- 
logical forms. 

One example—perhaps our most colourful—but which 
is perhaps the forerunner of a great number in Vic- 
toria, concerns the bringing together of many “curare 
substitute” compounds. Our projected scheduling runs 
as follows:— 

Curarising and ganglionic paralysing substances, 
which are quaternary ammonium compounds, such as 
Curare, d’tubocurarine chloride, hexamethonium com- 
pounds, decamethonium compounds, pentamethonium 
compounds, gallamine triethiodide (flaxedil), tetraethy! 
ammonium compounds and their derivatives, com- 
pounds, preparations and admixtures by whatever 
name such compounds are described and for whatever 
therapeutic purpose they are intended. 

It is suggested that the three points referred to above 
(i.e., the renaming of Poisons Acts, the necessary flexi- 
bility within the schedules, and the use of pharmaco- 
logical group classifications) could be dealt with by 
amending legislation as follows: 

An amending Act known as the “Poisons and Re- 
stricted Substances Act” to supersede and over-ride the 
existing Act and to provide at least three points— 

(i) That any substance of low toxicity, but which is 
pharmacodynamically active in any way, falls 
specifically within the meaning of this Act, and is 
thereby subject to like controls as those which 
exist for poisonous substances. 

(ii) That the Governor-in-Council, acting on advice, 
may permit the immediate and prompt addition, 
deletion or transposition of substances included 
within the schedules to the main Act. 

(iii) That substances may be grouped where appro- 
priate under sundry pharmacological groups for 
the purpose of rendering the schedules to the Act 
the more intelligible, and that additions, dele- 
tions and transpositions to such pharmacological 
groups may be made at any time by the Gover- 
nor-in-Council. 

Co-operation of Manufacturers. 

There is one additional point, perhaps not warrant- 
ing legislative action, but, nevertheless, of very great 
importance. This is the question of manufacturers 
labelling their products in compliance with the law. 

Some manufacturers have made remarkable attempts 
at compliance with regulations and have even gone 
beyond their basic legal obligations. One firm has pre- 
sented all its products which contain scheduled poisons 
in a red bakelite capped container; all products for 
external use (e.g., liniments) in a green bakelite capped 
container and all products not containing scheduled 
substances in blue bakelite capped containers. The 
colour scheme has been extended to the printing on 
the label. All this in addition to a meticulous compli- 
ance with regard to the wording of the regulations. 

There are other firms—and many of them large and 
reputable ones—which make no serious attempt at 
compliance. 

We are very conscious of the manufacturers’ difficul- 
ties in the form of varying State labelling require- 
ments. But we in the profession know that in many 
eases a much more informed outlook on forensic mat- 
ters could be adopted. Our prognosis is that products 
will be appraised favourably by the profession in the 
future where manufacturers face up to their responsi- 
bilities forensically as well as in other directions. 
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CONTROL OF DRUGS IN AUSTRALIA 


Paper by Mr. F. C. Kent 


Uniformity of drug control in Australia has been a 
matter of discussion for a quarter of a century or more, 
without any very positive result. 

Premier’s conferences, conferences of Health Minis- 
ters and department officials have recorded on _ in- 
numerable occasions the desirability of uniformity of 
scheduling, packaging and labelling requirements, but 
no consistent or effective measures have been adopted 
to bring decisions and recommendations of such con- 
ferences to fruition. 

This failure to achieve desirable reform is due pos- 
sibly to two principle causes: (a) a disinclination of 
State authorities to depart from customary practices; 
and (b) lack of a co-ordinator to follow up recommen- 
dations and establish collaboration between the States 
to ensure action. 

The difficulty is, undoubtedly, intensified by diversity 
of control and administration. The Poisons and Dan- 
gerous Drug control is exercised in Western Australia, 
Victoria and Tasmania by Pharmacy Boards, in New 
South Wales the Poisons Acts are administered by the 
Pharmacy Board. 

Administration of the Poisons Acts and Regulations 
in South Australia and Queensland is in the hands of 
the responsible Health Departments. The control of 
Dangerous Drugs is a function of the Police Depart- 
ment in New South Wales. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties, the frame work on 
which to build a series of regulations and schedules, 
almost identical in all States, now exists. 

Prior to the passing in recent years of the Pharmacy 
and Poisons Act of Western Australia, and the Poisons 
Act of New South Wales (1952), it would not have been 
possible to bring the requirements relating to poisons 
and restricted drugs into line in all States. 

Fortunately, dangerous drug control does not differ 
so very widely among the States. Basic principles of 
this law and the substances which should be brought 
within its control have emanated from the appropriate 
committee of the League of Nations, and later The 
World Health Organisations, and have been incorpora- 
ted into the laws of all the consenting nations. 

Within Australia the one glaring anomaly is the 
scheduling of the barbiturates as dangerous drugs. This, 
of course, was an expedient to give what was con- 
sidered adequate control of a dangerous substance 
when no machinery was available otherwise to limit 
supply to medical prescriptions, such as was done in 
other States in respect to “restricted” or “specified” 
drugs. That barrier to control was removed with the 
passing of the Amending Poisons Act in 1952. 

Amendments to the poisons law and to the schedules 
are in a sense now made haphazardly. There is no 
real conference or inquiry between States with the 
object of joint and simultaneous action as between 
them. This, of course, should be capable of rectifica- 
tion. 

Those mostly concerned with the troublesome varia- 
tions in these laws possibly are manufacturers and dis- 
tributors. 

To provide different packaging complying with the 
laws of all States of the Commonwealth requires con- 
sistent vigilance and close scrutiny of all the legisla- 
tion, and is costly. The additional cost in turn in- 
creases the prices of some medicines to the consumers 
and that especially is an undesirable feature. 

The confusion that exists because of differing require- 
ments in relation to drugs and poisons is also a bad 
feature of our present system and tends to break down 
effective policing. 

One needs only to cite, for example, the free sale 
(until recently) of sulphonamides, antibiotics, anti- 
histamines, etc., on one side of the Murray River and 
rigid control on the other side, to demonstrate the 
farcical situation which can arise. 
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But in the past five years there has been a noticeable 
trend towards consultation and collaboration between 
authorities concerned in this problem; a freer exchange 
of information concerning changes and_ projected 
changes in the law, a greater readiness between State 
authorities to confer and, when possible, act con- 
jointly in these matters. 

If a permanent and effective liaison could be estab- 
lished between responsible representatives of all the 
bodies concerned with the framing and administration 
of these laws, I venture to suggest that within five 
years the objective of uniformity would be reached. 


SOME OBSERVATIONS ON THE EFFECT OF 

DIFFERENT DRYING METHODS ON THE 

GLYCOSIDE CONTENT OF THE LEAVES OF 
DIGITALIS LANATA 


R. M. Dash and M. L. Frith. 


A batch of leaves of Digitalis lanata was collected 
in the early morning. Drying of the leaves was com- 
menced on the same day, using the following methods: 

1. Freeze-drying 

2. Sun-drying 

3. Hot air-oven at 100°C. 
4. Hot air-oven at 70°C. 
5. Hot air-oven at 50°C. 


The leaf was extracted and the glycoside content was 
determined, using paper chromatography and fluores- 
cence photography. The genuine glycosides only were 
investigated, i.e., digilanids A, B, and C. 

The method of Freeze-drying preserved the digilanids 
better than any other method of drying. Of the three 
glycosides, Digilanid A was the least stable, being 
almost completely decomposed by oven-drying at 
100°C., and also decomposed to a considerable extent 
by sun-drying. Digilanid B was considerably decom- 
posed by all methods of drying other than freeze- 
drying. Oven-drying at 50°C. resulted in slightly less 
decomposition than oven-drying at 70°C. and 100°C. 
Sun-drying resulted in slightly more decomposition 
than any of the other methods. Digilanid C was the 
most stable and was apparently unaffected by sun- 
drying, although oven-drying resulted in some decom- 
position. 

Details of this work are being published elsewhere.

EXTRACTION OF CARDIAC GLYCOSIDES 


B. T. Brown and T. R. Watson. 


When the cardiac glycosides, digitoxin, gitoxin, and 
digoxin from D. lanata had been isolated (ca. 1930), it 
was found that these pure glycosides did not have the 
same activity as preparations prepared from carefully 
dried and stored digitalis leaves. This loss of activity 
on the part of the pure glycosides was for a long time 
ascribed to the presence of inactive impurities, and it 
was not until Perrot and his associates (1931-32) pointed 
out the possibility of a definite chemical discrepancy 
between the known cardiac glycosides and the genuine 
compounds initially present in the drug, that a solution 
to this problem was found. 

Stoll and his co-workers showed that the difference 
between the genuine glycosides and those which had 
at that time been isolated was in the sugar residue of 
the molecule. The genuine glycosides contain addi- 
tional acetyl and glucose units which are readily 
hydrolysed by the enzyme present in the fresh plant. 
By using an extraction method in which the first step 
was to inhibit the action of the enzyme they were able 
to isolate the digilanids. 

The fresh leaves are ground at low temperatures with 


the addition of neutral salts (e.g., (NH.): SO,), when 
the glycosides are precipitated together with the in- 
activated glycoside splitting enzymes. Thus the mash 
can be pressed out without further injuring the glyco- 
sides. The residue is then exhaustively extracted with 
ethylacetate—and lately by use of solvents such as 
butyl alcohol, methylethylketone, tetrahydrofuran and 
methyl isobutylketone. The a-butanol is about the best 
of these. Since the glycosides, originally present as 
tannoids, are only sparingly soluble in ether, they can 
be readily separated from chlorophyll, carotenoids, etc., 
by ether extraction. From the tannoid fraction the 
tannins are precipitated with Pb(OH). or basic lead 
acetate, from its aqueous alcoholic solution. The re- 
maining glycoside solution yields, on evaporation, a 
mixture of the crystalline digilanids A, B, and C. This 
mixture could not be separated by fractional crystal- 
lisation, and Kries working with Stoll eventually 
separated the three digilanids by distribution between 
aqueous methanol and chloroform. 

It may be pointed out at this stage that the glycosides 
usually obtained in a preliminary investigation of a 
plant are not the “primary” glycosides but rather, the 
“secondary” and also the “tertiary” glycosides. This 
is due to the fact that to obtain primary glycosides the 
plant material must be freshly cut, or carefully dried 
and the enzyme inactivated before such hydrolysis can 
take place. 

The method of Stoll is probably the classic one for 
the extraction of the cardiac glycosides. It has been 
modified in many ways by other workers but the basic 
principles of inactivation of the enzyme and destruc- 
tion of the tarnin complexes by Pb(OH). cr Pb(OAc): 
Pb(OH)., have been followed fairly closely. 

For extracting glycosides from locally grown plants 
we have used a process which although not aiming at 
extracting the primary glycosides is different from 
most of the others by the fact that the Pb(OH). step 
has been omitted in favour of a solvent extraction, the 
details of which will be published elsewhere. We 
found that the basic lead acetate removed appreciable 
quantities of the cardiac glycoside during the vrecipita- 
tion and it often took a tedious process to remove the 
excess Pb with phosphate. 


Frequently the extraction of cardiac glycosides is 
relatively simple. Such is the case when isolating the 
compounds from the kernels of the nuts of the Cerbera 
species. In this case the kernels are extracted with 
petroleum ether and then with absolute alcohol. The 
cardiac glycosides are obtained on evaporation of the 
alcohol in from 7-10% yield. This mixture consists of 
two main fractions, one of which is CHCl. soluble. 
Hence it is a simple matter to isolate these two. This 
process is applicable to most “seed” or “kernel” extrac- 
tions. 

The cardiac glycosides, particularly those which have 
a 2-desoxy sugar attached to the steroid nucleus, are 
very sensitive to the effects of temperature and low 
pH. Hydrolysis occurs readily at temperatures about 
60-70° and pH 3-4 (especially if the extraction process 
involves long, continuous extraction). 

The ~ 8 unsaturated lactone ring is another point of 
weakness in the molecule as it is readily converted to 
the iso-lactone and then to the corresponding salt, by 
the action of alkalis. Consequently during extraction 
processes (particularly those of the Soxhlet type) must 
be carefully controlled for temperature and pH. 


Separation of Glycosides. 

Recrystallisation is not sufficient for the separation 
of cardiac glycosides, as they invariably form mixed 
crystals which cannot be resolved by simple crystal- 
lisation. Also, melting points are not reliable as the 
compounds melt over a range of temperature and the 
fusion point depends on the rate of heating, etc. 

Consequently the most common means of separating 
cardiac glycosides is by the use of Alumina columns. 
The columns must be neutral and usually of activity II 
and III (on the Brockman test). Alkaline or highly 
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active columns cause the formation of iso-lactones and 
consequent heavy loss of the cardiac glycosides. 

Alumina chromatography, however, does not always 
effect a separation of cardiac glycosides. Lately, 
Reischstein has been reverting to the use of partition 
columns, which are simply a more convenient applica- 
tion of Stoll and Kreis’ method of separating the digi- 
lanids. In this case the packing material is an inert 
substance like kieselghur or cellulose, saturated with 
the organic phase. The only disadvantages of this 
method are the extremely large quantities of solvent 
required (ca. 30 1. for 2 gm. substance) and the tim: 
involved (usually 48-60 hours). 

Summary. 

In these few remarks, we have not attempted to cove! 
the whole field of cardiac glycoside separation, but 
rather to indicate the more usual techniques and some 
of the difficulties involved. 

At present it is a relatively simple matter to obtain 
the cardiac glycosides in a state reasonably free 
from natural contaminants such as chlorophyll and 
pigments. It is not a simple matter, however, to 
separate the individual constituents of a mixture of 
glycosides, and future work in this field could possibly 
be carried out in this direction. 

The alumina chromatography is a tried and proven 
method, but the number of occasions on which it is 
insufficient makes it imperative that other techniques 
such as the partition chromatography be investigated 
more fully.

METABOLIC STUDIES OF CARDIAC 
GLYCOSIDES 


E. E. Shepheard and S. E. Wright. 
(Abstract.) 


By the use of paper chromatography and the embryo 
nic chick heart method of assaying cardiac proomcees, 
the fate of digoxin, digitoxin and lanatoside C has been 
studied in the rat. 

After the administration of digoxin, the total amount 
of cardio-active substances (calculated as digoxin) 
excreted in the urine of the rat represents about 10% 
of the dose administered and this is excreted almost 
entirely in the first 24 hours. Of this, about 6% has 
been shown by paper chromatography and biological 
assay to consist of free digoxin. The remaining cardio- 
active material appears to be a metabolite of digoxin 
giving the typical Raymond reaction but which was 
show. to differ from digoxigenin in biological activity 
and in its behaviour on chromatograms. 

The excretion of digitoxin by the rats has also been 
studied qualitatively. Experiments with digitoxin 
indicate that some cardio-active metabolite as well as 
unchanged digitoxin appears in the urine, but unlike 
digoxin, the metabolite of digitoxin appears to pre- 
dominate, the amount of unchanged digitoxin appearing 
small in comparison. This result differs from the work 
of Friedman, Bine and Byers!, who found that negli- 
gible amounts of cardio-active material appeared in the 
urine of rats. It also indicates that the assumption of 
Fischer, Sjoerdsma and Johnson? that only unchanged 
digitoxin is excreted after the administration of radio- 
active digitoxin is not correct. 

Lanatoside C also undergoes change in the rat, giving 
an active metabolite, which is not digoxin, as well as 
unchanged lanatoside C in the urine. Preliminary 
experiments indicate about 12 per cent. recovery of 
cardio-active materials. This work will be published in 


full elsewhere.

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CARDIOTGNIC AND CARDIOTOXIC PROPERTIES 
IN THE NATURALLY OCCURRING CARDIAC 
GLYCOSIDES 
M. J. Rand. 


Members of the large family of cardiac glycosides 
have been known since antiquity. In many parts of 
the world these drugs were obtained from their various 
sources by the hunter for use as poisons and by the 
healers for their medicinal properties. The medical 
lore of many peoples contained knowledge of drugs 
beneficial in dropsy. The active principles of such 
gp toe are now known to be cardiac glycosides. 
‘or example, there is digitoxin and digoxin from 
digitalis in England; scillaren and _ scilliroside in 
squill from the Mediterranean area; convallaria from 
lily-of-the-valley in Russia; and bufagin and related 
substances from toad poison in China and the Balkans. 

In the last 50 years the beneficial effects of the cardiac 
glycosides in heart failure have been ascribed to a num- 
ber of mechanisms. Bradycardia, increased refractory 
period of the muscle, increased cardiac tone, increased 
force of contraction, diuresis and decreased venous 
pressure, have all been seized on as the important 
primary action. 

Experiments designed to throw light on one or the 
other of the mechanisms did not give rise to a reason- 
able hypothesis until Cattell and Gold published their 
work on the isolated papillary muscle of the mammalian 
heart. This preparation of typical cardiac muscle— 
stimulated at a constant rate and independent of blood 
supply and circulatory dynamics made possible an 
examination of the heart muscle itself. 

This work established that cardiac glycosides in very 
low concentration, corresponding to the dose used 
clinically, increased the systolic force of the heart 
muscle without affecting in any way the response to 
stimulation or the resting length of the muscle. On 
the basis of the response of the isolated papillary 
muscle to.cardiac glycosides, Cattell and Gold proposed 
that the increased systolic force could itself explain 
many of the clinical observations. For example, the 
decreased heart size, the fall in venous pressure and 
the increased cardiac output follow from the more 
efficient cardiac emptying. The diuresis was _ attri- 
butable to the improved peripheral circulation. The 
decreased rate was due to removal of the stimuli operat- 
ing to increase the heart rate, such as the high 
venous pressure. The improvement seen with cardiac 
glycosides in cases of rhythm disturbance, such as in 
auricular fibrillation, was said to be due to the longer 
refractory period following the stronger beat, the ven- 
tricle being no longer able to respond to the erratic 
stimuli. 

The toxic actions of the cardiac glycosides appear to 
be of two types. Firstly there are the cardiac actions— 
the toxic effects on the heart itself consist of dropped 
beats coupled beats and other such irregularities fol- 
lowed by auricular-ventricular dissociation, ventricular 
fibrillation and finally cardiac standstill. These effects 
appear to be due to changes in conduction time and 
exitability. 


The second type of toxic action brought about by 
the cardiac glycosides is associated with effects in the 
central nervous system. In man this is an emetic action 
which is commonly used as a sign of overdigitalization. 
A further toxic action of the cardiac glycosides on the 
central nervous system is seen in the rat. In this 
species cardiac glycosides bring about a convulsive 
death in high doses. The convulsant action of the 
cardiac glycosides is sometimes seen in other species 
and can be abolished by anaesthesia. 

The toxic action of cardiac glycosides on the heart 
has been intensively studied since it formed the basis 
of assay procedures for therapeutic preparations of the 
cardiac — until quite recently when suitable 
chemically pure cardiac glycosides became generally 
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available. The lethal dose for the cat under certain 
defined conditions is usually determined for each new 
glycoside and forms part of the characterising in- 
formation for that substance. The frog is frequently 
used for toxicity studies of cardiac glycosides and for 
many years served as an assay procedure. A method 
using only small amounts of drug is also available fo1 
toxicity studies—this is the toxic action of the isolated 
heart of the chick embryo which undergoes heart block 
or complete standstill in a time proportional to the 
concentration of cardiac glycosides. The toxic action on 
the central nervous system has also been utilised as 
an assay procedure in the pigeon emetic method. 


Leaving on one side for the moment the actions on 
the centrai nervous system, let us consider the tonic 
and the toxic actions of the cardiac glycosides on the 
heart itself; the relationship between these two aspects 
of cardiac glycoside pharmacology is an important 
problem in. elucidating their mode of action and also 
has obvious importance in therapeutics. 


The first point to be made is of course that the toxic 
and tonic actions are dependent on dose. In common 
experience a certain maximum dose is required for a 
therapeutic eliect, a larger dose is accompanied by toxic 
effects. Using a technique such as that of Cattell and 
Gold, we have observed in this laboratory that the time 
for maximum toxic action to occur and the onset of 
toxic effects is dependent on the dose used. In this 
situation we have found that the toxic signs occur 
sometimes even before the increase of systolic tension 
reaches a maximum. This appears to indicate that 
the toxic action of the cardiac glycosides bears some 
relationship to the tonic action perhaps by some exten- 
sion of the mechanisms involved in the cardiotonic 
action. 

At this stage there appears a quantitative difference 
between the cardiotonic and the cardiotoxic actions. 
This arises from the well known fact that cardiac glyco- 
sides only exhibit their characteristic action of increas- 
ing systolic forcee—which we may take as the primary 
beneficial effect—when the heart muscle is rendered 
hypodynamic. For example, in healthy men cardiac 
glycosides do not increase the cardiac output, even 
though the myocardium is not functioning at peak 
levels. In isolated heart preparations it is necessary 
to allow the activity to become depressed by using a 
slightly injurious nutrient solution, or by leaving the 
muscle exposed or overloaded for a more or less pro- 
longed period or by the action of thiopentone. Under 
these conditions the increased systolic tension under the 
influence of the cardiac glycosides is much more pro- 
nounced. 


The final factor for consideration is the relationship 
between the chemical structure of the cardiac glyco- 
sides and their actions. Firstly the sugars must be 
considered. Complete loss of the sugars, leaving the 
genin, always involves a loss in activity. A long sugar 
chain also brings about a decrease in activity. On the 
basis of published toxicity figures it appears that the 
nature of the sugar is also important, the most intense 
activity is usually associated with rhamnose, whereas 
glucose occurs in the less active glycosides, even when 
the genins are identical. A fairly obvious explanation 
may lie in the transport of the drug. On the central 
nervous system digitoxigenin is said to bring about 
convulsions in the cat and the frog, an action rarely 
seen with digitoxin. Perhaps the sugar is connected 
with central nervous system action. 


Another chemical feature of the cardiac glycosides 
is the unsaturated lactone ring. This ring can be eithe1 
5 or 6 membered. It is possible that the size of this 
ring may play some part in the properties of the drug 
since the squill glycosides containing a 6 membered 
ring have a more intense action in bringing about 
convulsions in rats than have glycosides with a 5 
membered ring. The steroid nucleus itself gives a more 
complicated story; it appears that hydroxy groups on 
C 14 and C 3 are essential to activity. There also 
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appear to be certain restrictions on the stereoisomerism 
of the structure 

Apart from the chemical difficulties encountered in 
manipulating the structure of the cardiac glycosides 
there is another obstacle in relating chemical structure 
and pharmacological activity—that is that the procedure 
formerly adopted for testing for cardiac activity was 
usually some technique which utilised a toxic reaction, 
for example systolic standstill in frogs’ hearts or death 
following ventricular fibrillation in cats. Screening pro- 
cedures which demonstrate a tonic action are difficult 
to put on a quantitative basis. 

Examining the data broadly it appears that the 
cardiotoxic and cardiotonic actions are necessarily both 
present together, implying that the mechanisms 
involved are identical or closely related.

ASPECTS OF THE MODE OF ACTION OF THE 
CARDIAC GLYCGSIDES

Pharmacological experiments since the turn of this 
century have demonstrated a potent and direct action 
of cardiac glycosides on the ventricular muscle of the 
frog’s heart and on the mammalian heart. It is a 
matter of greater difficulty to prove that the beneficial 
effect of digitalis in therapy is the result of its action 
on the human myocardium. Clinical cbservations as 
well as experiments in the laboratory with other mam- 
malian heart muscles do suggest that the positive 
inotropic action of digitalis is probably the main factor 
recommending its widespread use. 

Satisfactory methods of determining the cardiotonic 
action of digitalis in intact animals have not yet been 
developed. The main problem to be overcome is the 
production of experimental heart failure, as it has been 
known for a long time that the cardiac glycosides are 
without effect on the strength of contraction of a nor- 
mally beating heart. Barbiturates have been used for 
this purpose, but the exact way in which they impair 
the heart is not known, although it has been shown 
that the cardiac glycosides do counteract this inhibition. 
It is therefore quite likely that both these groups of 
drugs may act on the same part of the cellular meta- 
bolism. 


It is much easier to demonstrate the positive inotropic 
action of digitalis on the isolated heart. Hearts removed 
from animals will continue to beat for hours, provided 
that conditions for maintaining sufficient energy sup- 
plies are regulated, and they have enough work to do. 
The strength of contraction of these hearts can be 
reduced either by the addition of one of the barbiturates, 
or just by allowing them to beat for several hours. The 
two preparations used for this test are the Langendorff 
heart, through which Ringer’s solution is perfused at a 
constant pressure, or the Starling heart lung prepara- 
tion, where the effects of some of the circulatory 
changes complicate the final picture. In both these 
preparations, the strength of contraction is increased 
by minute concentrations of the cardiac glycosides. 


The best method for demonstrating the musculotropic 
action of digitalis is the papillary muscle preparation 
of Cattell and Gold. The isometric tension developed 
by isolated papillary muscles or ventricle strips is 
recorded, and it can be shown that the cardiac glyco- 
sides increase the tension developed when the muscle 
contracts, without any effect on the resting tension of 
the muscle. 

The idea that digitalis does have a positive inotropic 
action on the muscle of the heart suggests that cardiac 
glycosides may influence the behaviour of isolated 
muscle protein preparations. When this was tested, it 
was found that the rate of polymerization of actin, the 
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protein which constitutes one-quarter of the contractile 
tissue, is increased in the presence of minute concen- 
trations of cardiac glycosides. As it is generally 
believed that these preparations of actin are devoid of 
enzymic activity, it follows that the action of the drug 
in this case is directly on the muscle protein. There 
has, however, been an isolated report that cardiac 
glycosides prevent the destruction of adenosine tri- 
phosphate which supplies the energy for polymerization 
by inhibiting an ATP-deaminase which is present in 
actin prepared from heart muscle. This observation 
may explain the fact that cardiac glycosides increase 
the rate of polymerization only of heart actin, and 
are without effect on skeletal actin, as no enzymic 
activity has been reported in preparations of skeletal 
actin. Work is at present being undertaken to quantify 
the responses, as it is hoped that this action may be 
developed into a method of assay, or into a screening 
test for new drugs. As the relationship between the 
rate of polymerization of actin and the extent of mus- 
cular contraction still remains rather obscure, results 
obtained by studying the action of digitalis on the 
behaviour of actomyosin threads should be of greater 
significance. These threads shorten on the addition of 
ATP, and hence their connection with the processes 
of muscular contraction is more easily seen. In the 
presence of digoxin the rate of shortening is increased, 
and spiralling of the threads becomes more pronounced. 
Since no carbohydrate metabolism is known to take 
lace in actomyosin threads, digoxin’ probably produces 
its effect by altering the contractile proteins or the 
union between ATP and myosin. There is doubt as to 
the specificity of this reaction as the glycosides had 
just as much effect on skeletal as on cardiac acto- 
myosin. Ouabain has also been shown to have an 
effect on the 8 pee of actomyosin solutions from 
both skeletal and cardiac muscle to the addition of 
ATP and calcium chloride. It is a problem to decide 
whether these effects are related to the effects of the 
cardiac glycosides on the failing heart. It is also not 
known whether the effects of these drugs on actin poly- 
merization and on actomyosin are connected with the 
same basic phenomena. As there have been reports 
recently that the action of strophanthoside on ischemic 
skeletal muscle is of the same nature as that of digitalis 
a on the heart muscle, the specificity of the 
eart muscle response to this group of drugs may not 
rest in the different organisation of the constituent 
av. but in the different metabolism of the cardiac 
muscle. 


Though the cardiac glycosides do not appreciably 
increase the work of the heart in normal physiological 
condition, they do alter its meabolism. Though this 
may seem unexpected, it must be realised that the 
correlation of the metabolic processes with the mecha- 
nical functions of the heart constitutes a major problem. 
Some of the enzyme systems that are highly active in 
cardiac extracts of homogenates or even in heart slices 
play but little part in the beating of the heart. The 
reverse is also true, that the organisation of vital 
enzyme systems may be destroyed or altered by damage 
to the myocardium. 


There is therefore no real reason to suggest that the 
changes in metabolic reactions brought about in slices 
from normally beating hearts are unrelated to the 
beneficial effects of the cardiac glycosides in the failing 
heart. It has been established by numerous workers 
that various heart drugs, in concentrations of about 
one in ten million, cause an increase in the rate of 
oxygen consumption of the order of 100%. This in- 
crease in oxygen consumption is not seen in homo- 
genates of heart muscle, so it is concluded that the 

resence of intact cells is required for this action. 
From these observations it seems that glycosides have 
no direct effect on the catalytic activity of the oxidative 
enzymes. This reaction is also specific to heart muscle 
as the respiration of slices of skeletal muscle is not 
affected by the cardiac glycosides. 
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On the basis of experiments on the increased utilisa- 
tion of radioactive glucose and of added but not endo- 
genous lactate, it was considered that the increased 
respiration was due to an increased permeability to 
exogenous oxidisable substrates, but this hypothesis 
leaves many observations unexplained. 


It is not believed that this increase in oxygen uptake 
is responsible for the increased contractility of the 
muscle in the way that it could furnish extra energy 
for contraction, as this could not be reconciled with the 
finding that the cardiac glycosides are fully effective in 
eases of heart failure in which metabolic energy pro- 
duction is perfectly adequate for keeping the muscle 
plentifully supplied with the high energy reserves, 
creatine phosphate and adenosine triphosphate. 


As digitalis has no effect on the respiratory enzymes 
it is logical to determine whether any other enzyme 
systems are influenced by this drug. There is conflict- 
ing evidence regarding the effect of the cardiac glyco- 
sides on the glycogen content of the heart. Both 
increases and decreases have been reported, but it 
seems that any change is not significant. Ouabain 
causes a marked reduction of glycosides and glucose 
consumption in heart slices from the dog. These effects, 
which are probably interdependent, would contribute 
significantly towards the economy of cellular metabol- 
ism. Cardiac glycosides have no effect on lactic de- 
hydrogenase, but results suggest that the oxidation of 
reduced DPN is facilitated, hence pyruvate unable to 
compete with oxygen for the reduced coenzyme, is 
immediately oxidatively decarboxylated. 


The only other enzyme which has been positively 
shown to be affected by digitalis is myosin adenosine- 
triphosphatase which is slightly activated. Significant 
changes in the ATP and PC content of the normal heart 
are not produced by therapeutic doses of cardiac glyco- 
sides, whether the heart is in the intact circulation, the 
heart-lung preparation, or in the isolated Langendorff 
preparation. In experimental heart failure induced by 
anaesthetics, the energy rich phosphate content of the 
heart is normal and under these conditions, non-toxic 
doses of glycoside again have no effect on the energy 
supplies. This fact is the basis of the generalisation 
that the ey action of the cardiac glycosides is 
concerned with the utilisation but not with the genera- 
tion of phosphate bond energy. By estimating the 
phosphagen content of hypodynamic papillary muscles, 
it has been shown that even when supplies of phospho- 
creatine are high, the muscle is not contracting nor- 
mally. This has been shown to be caused by low ATP 
supplies, because the adenylic acid is d:aminated so 
rapidly in the hypodynamic muscle that insufficient 
remains to serve as a phosphate acceptor. As far as 
we know now, ATP is the only form in which energy 
is available for muscular contraction, hence the impor- 
tance of inhibiting deamination is obvious. Ouabain 
has been shown to inhibit this deamination. 


This observation raises the possibility that cardiac 
glycosides may also inhibit the deamination of other 
adenyl compounds by plasma deaminases. Considera- 
tion of the adenyl compounds is an important aspect of 
any investigation of cardiac physiology. The adenyl 
compounds are intimately linked with the contractile 
processes of heart muscle and the cardiovascular system 
generally. It has been shown that therapeutic doses 
of ouabain, inactive in the normal animal, greatly 
potentiate the action of adenosine on the guinea pig 
heart. Though this work has only just been com- 
menced, the results indicate that ouabain may inhibit 
the normal mechanism by which adenosine is destroyed 
—that is by deamination. It therefore seems possible 
that there may be a profound link between the mode of 
action of the cardiac glycosides and the normal and 
Se physiology of the adenyl compounds.

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MEDICAL RESEARCH COUNCIL 


Progress Report, 1951-52. 
(Reprinted from The Pharmaceutical Journal, 
July 25, 1953.) 


The report of the Medical Research Council, the 
chairman of which is the Earl of Limerick, for the 
period October 1, 1951, to September 30, 1952, has now 
been issued (Stationery Office, 6/6). In form it follows 
the pattern of the last two reports. A summarised 
account is given of the work of the separate research 
establishments, and there is a full classified list of the 
numerous scientific publications of the individual 
workers. The main part of the report includes discus- 
sion of general trends in medical research, with parti- 
cular reference to clinical research. 


Planned Investigation of Illness. 

During the present century, says the report, progress 
in medical research has been more rapid than at any 
other time in history. In the last two or three decades, 
however, scientific progress in the clinical field has been 
gathering momentum; it is now generally extending 
beyond the stage of observation and description of 
syndromes, so fruitfully practised by the great clini- 
cians of the nineteenth century, into a stage charac- 
terised by planned investigations of illness. The direct 
investigation of disease is today becoming increasingly 
feasible and it may be expected to yield as rich a 
harvest as investigations of the normal have yielded in 
the past. Methods of clinical research have been 
elaborated and these developments have been reflected 
in the policy of the Council. By 1939 they had estab- 
lished three clinical research units; in 1948 they had 
eighteen. At present they are spending over £400,000 
a year on investigations directly concerned with 
patients; an amount which excludes support given to 
such closely related subjects as: pathology, bacteriology, 
epidemiology, medical statistics and social medicine. 


Originally the Government Health Departments had 
no direct concern with hospitals and general practice. 
Arrangements for research which required access to 
these needed to be made directly by separate agree- 
ments, which in the case of hospitals, were with the 
governing body of the voluntary hospital or the muni- 
cipal authority providing hospital services. After the 
passage of the National Health Service Acts such piece- 
meal arrangements were no longer suitable. Virtually, 
all clinical facilities then passed into the charge of the 
Health Departments, and, further, the medical staff 
serving them all became members of a mnified service. 
As the result of this the Council was invited by the 
Standing Advisory Committee of the Ministry of Health 
to enter into discussions with them to consider what 
new arrangements were required. A joint committee, 
under Sir Henry Cohen, was set up. Similar discus- 
sions were carried on in Scotland. By 1952 complete 
agreement was reached and certain recommendations 
were made. These recommendations have been 
accepted. 


Chromatography. 


Great advances have been made in the study of 
chromatographic methods. Until recently, says the re- 
port, the problem of protein structure was completely 
beyond the scope of available experimental techniques, 
but by using chromatographic methods Dr. F. Sanger, 
of the Council’s staff, has recently been able to deter- 
mine the complete amino acid sequence in the peptide 
chains of insulin. This investigation opens one way to 
a vast unexplored field, the structure and biosynthesis 
of proteins. A further important extension of the 
chromatographic method has recently been made by 
Dr. Martin, namely, liquid gas partition chromatogra- 
phy. It seems likely that this new method will be of 
great value in the analysis of mixtures of volatile mole- 
cules of low molecular weight, such as occur in 
petroleum and similar products. 


The 
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The field is still expanding, and there seems no doubt 
that chromatography in all its aspects is likely for 
many years to be a most potent force in speeding pro- 
gress both in general and in medical research. The 
award of a Nobel Prize to Dr. Martin and Dr. Synge 
was a fitting recognition of the fundamental importance 
of their work and of the value of chromatography, a 
technique comparable in scope with the classical 
methods of crystallisation and distillation. 


Glandular Function. 

Further work has been carried out by the Cambridge 
group on the control of corticotrophin (A.C.T.H.) secre- 
tion in the anterior pituitary gland. This hormone, 
which is of such clinical importance, is normally 
secreted in increased amounts if an animal is emotion- 
ally excited. It was found that this increased secretion 
was prevented by damage to various parts of the 
hypothalamus or by damage to the blood vessels of the 
pituitary stalk. These results have recently been con- 
firmed by Dr. R. W. Porter, working in the University 
of California. 

There are indications that adrenaline or some similar 
substance is concerned in the regulation of anterior 
pituitary activity, possibly as the hypothetical substance 
carried to the gland in the blood vessels of the stalk. 
Dr. Marthe Vogt, working with a grant from the 
Council, found that injection of adrenaline increased 
the activity of the adrenal cortex, and it is now estab- 
lished that this action of adrenaline is due to excitation 
of the anterior pituitary gland. Dr. J. E. Markee and 
his collaborators, in North Carolina, have produced 
evidence that some adrenaline-like substance is con- 
cerned in controlling the secretion of the gonadotrophic 
hormone from the anterior pituitary gland, and have 
suggested that a substance of this nature may be 
liberated by nerve fibres of the hypothalamus into the 
blood vessels of the pituitary stalk. An investigation 
of the chemical excitants that may possibly be carried 
by these vessels has been planned by Dr., now Profes- 
sor, Harris and his collaborators at the Maudsley Hos- 
pital, London. 


Drug Resistance by Bacteria. 


In spite of the vast amount of information on the 
extent of bacterial resistance to various antibiotics, 
very little is known about the underlying basis of the 
process. One of the clearest needs is for more funda- 
mental knowledge of bacterial metabolism, and it is 
partly for this reason that the Council have always 
attached so much importance to research on chemical 
microbiology, which is now being carried out in no 
fewer than five of their establishments. 

Broadly speaking, two main theories have been put 
forward to explain the ability of bacteria to acquire this 
property of resistance. According to the first, the 
change te increased resistance is by one or a few suc- 
cessive steps that take place suddenly and spontane- 
ously in single cells, which then pass on the character 
to daughter cells. The second theory maintains that 
the transformation to resistance is often too gradual 
and continuous a process to be explained by sudden 
mutations; it pes pooner appears to involve all the cells 
in a culture, and seems to be due to a specific action 
of the drug by which the pattern of the cell’s meta- 
bolism is gradually remoulded over a number of gene- 
rations. One example of such an “adaptation” is the 
response of bacteria to the presence of a drug by the 
rapid formation of a specific enzyme to destroy it; the 
effect of penicillin in stimulating penicillinase produc- 
tion by some bacteria is typical. It might be thought 
that it should be easy to decide between these two 
main hypotheses, but, largely owing to the difficulty of 
studying single bacterial cells, the opposing ideas have 
led to a major scientific controversy. 

Fundamental to both is the need to understand how 
the new cell character of drug-resistance, whatever its 
origin, is inherited from cell to cell through many gene- 
rations. It is known that a population of pathogenic 
bacteria in contact with a drug, either in a test-tube or 
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in the living body, may easily grow into a population 
resistant to the drug, and it is essential to try to prevent 
this change-or to reverse it as soon as possible. Reverse 
“mutations” from pencillin-resistance back to the nor- 
mal penicillin-sensitive state are known to occur spon- 
taneously in staphylococci, but only seldom. If it were 
possible to produce or to accelerate such reversions 
artificially the problem might be solved, and there are 
already some reports suggesting that chloramphenicol 
may be useful in combating infection with penicillin- 
resistant staphylococci, largely by helping to transform 
the bacteria back to pencillin sensitivity. The most 
striking and encouraging results so far are, however, 
those illustrated by the clinical trials on the treatment 
of tuberculosis with streptomycin in combination with 
p-aminosalicylic acid (P.A.S.), which were organised 
during the last two years by the Council’s Tuberculosis 
Research Unit under the direction of the Antibiotics 
Clinical Trials (Tuberculosis) Committee. The com- 
bination of these two drugs was shown to be more effec- 
tive than either alone, and the action of P.A.S. was 
found to be largely due to its ability to suppress the 
development of streptomycin-resistance in the tubercle 
bacilli. After six months’ treatment, only one out of 
every five strains of tubercle bacillus isolated from 
patients treated with streptomycin alone were stil! 
sensitive to streptomycin, compared with nine out of 
every ten strains from those who had received both 
streptomycin and P.A.S. This success suggests that the 
value of many future anti-bacterial drugs will be 
judged in terms of their ability to prevent the develop- 
ment of resistance to other drugs. 


The Thyroid Gland. 


Although thyroxine was known to produce the same 
physiological effects as whole thyroid gland, there re- 
mained an element of doubt whether the thyroid hor- 
mone circulating in the body was thyroxine itself or a 
complex or derivative of it; this question continued to 
provoke thought for many years, until cumulative 
evidence, particularly the demonstration by Chaikoff 
and his colleagues that most of the organic iodine of 
the blood is present as thyroxine, appeared to establish 
with certainty that thyroxine was indeed the circulating 
hormone. Within the last year, however, the discovery, 
in Great Britain, of another iodine-containing amino 
acid in the thyroid gland and in the blood plasma has 
reopened the question. Dr. J. Gross and Mrs. Pitt- 
Rivers, working at the National Institute, have estab- 
lished that this new amino acid, which is present in the 
body in only minute amounts, is triiodothyronine, that 
is, thyroxine in which one iodine atom has been re- 
placed by hydrogen. Triiodothyronine possesses greater 
activity than thyroxine in preventing the hypothyroid 
symptoms normally induced in rats by antithyroid 
drugs. Moreover, preliminary clinical trials, made in 
collaboration with Dr. W. R. Trotter at University Col- 
lege Hospital, have shown that it is also highly active 
in the treatment of myxoedema, the form of hypothy- 
roid disease found in adult human beings. These and 
other results suggest that triiodothyronine itself may be 
the active principle of the thyroid gland and that thy- 
roxine is its precursor, but not enough is known at 
present to establish this point with certainty. 

American experience with radio-iodine as a thera- 
peutic agent, both for hyperthyroidism and for cancer 
of the thyroid, has been repeated in several centres in 
this country, without, so far, the addition of any essen- 
tially new knowledge. It is clear enough that this type 
of irradiation can always be made effective in the 
hyperthyroid patients, and that some thyroid cancers 
will also show a response. It is not, however, always 
the treatment of choice; detailed knowledge of the 
factors making for success or failure is still lacking, 
and is being sought by workers at a number of centres, 
including two of the Council’s Units, the Department 
of Clinical Research at University College Hospita! 
Medical School and the Radiotherapeutic Research Unit 
at Hammersmith Hospital.

A number of newer substances in the hynan- 
toin group have proved sufficiently toxic to discourage 
widespread use and phenobarbitone has the obvious 
disadvantage of its hypnotic properties Boon et al 
synthesised a derivative of barbituric acid in which 
the oxygen of the urea group is replaced by two 
hydrogen atoms. This is now marketed by Imperial 
Chemical (Pharmaceuticals) Ltd., under the name 
Mysoline. Bogue and Carrington have now described 
the methods used in the evaluation of this substance 
as an anticonvulsant before its clinical trials were 
commenced by Handley and Stewart. Seizures in- 
duced by electrical shock in rats were used, and the 
energy noted which was required to produce a tonic 
extensior effect. This threshold was determined for 
each animal which then acted as its own control for 
further threshold shocks induced under the protection 
of the drug administered at different dosages. In a 
further set of experiments, convulsions were induced 
by the administration of leptazol. Two effects of the 
anticonvulsant were recorded: first, the effect on the 
threshold energy required to induce a seizure and 
second, the time for which protection was conferred 
for a given threshold shock by different doses of the 
drug. These records are given as graphs and histo- 
grams. Acute and chronic toxicity tests were carried 
out on rats and monkeys. From these experiments it 
appears that the anticonvulsant activity of Mysoline 
compares favourably with that of phenobarbitone and 
diphenylhydantoin. The effective dose required to pro- 
tect 50 per cent. of rats in the electrical test is 5 
mgm./Kg. and the LD 50 is 1.5 to 2.0 gm./Kg., giving 
a therapeutic ratio of between 300 to 400: 1. By relat- 
ing the effective dose to the chronic dose required to 
produce neurotoxicity over a period of two months, the 
therapeutic ratio is 50: 1. In monkeys the side reaction 
of ataxia sometimes encountered with large doses sub- 
sided after repeated doses. This is corroborated by 
the clinical findings of Handley and Stewart in humans. 
During two years’ trials in epilepsy of the grand ma! 
type no blood dyscrasias or other abnormality attribut- 
able to the drug has been encountered.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROBLEMS OF HOSPITAL 
PHARMACY 


By J. W. Hadgraft and R. G. Heppell. 
(Royal Free Hospital, London.) 


(Substance of a paper read at the Paris Meeting of the 
International Pharmaceutical Federation, September, 
1953.) 


Although the introduction of the National Health 
Service in Britain in 1948 solved many of the out- 
standing difficulties which were besetting the old 
voluntary and local authority hospitals, it created new 
problems which are emerging now that the Service 
has been in existence for some years. Many of these 
problems are related to hospital administration, and 
it is the purpose of this paper to raise a number of 
these problems for discussion. Although the National 
Health Service is a distinctively British institution, it 
is most probable that the aspects of hospital administra- 
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tion as they affect the hospital pharmacist will not be 
vastly different in the other countries represented at 
this conference. 


The hospital administrator is unfortunately too often 
regarded as the “enfant terrible” whose sole function 
is to control spending and enforce economies. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth, and sympathetic under- 
standing between the administrator and pharmacist is 
essential to the efficient functioning of the pharma- 
ceutical department. The ultimate welfare of the 
patient is, of course, the basis for co-operation, and, 
provided both the pharmacist and the administrator 
keep this in mind, there are few problems of adminis- 
tration which cannot be readily solved. 


Both the administrator and the hospital pharmacist 
are relatively new specialised branches of hospital 
organisation, For, although pharmacy has been prac- 
tised for centuries, it did not become clearly defined 
as a profession until the 19th century, when advances 
in chemistry and the biological sciences made necessary 
the separation of medical practice from the preparation 
of drugs and medicines. Initially, the hospital phar- 
macist occupied only a minor role in the profession, 
but with the passage of years he has come to occupy 
a position of key importance for the future develop- 
ment of pharmacy. 

Similarly, the hospital administrator began to emerge 
during and after the Industrial Revolution, when towns 
grew up around industrial centres, and with the transfer 
of population from the countryside it was necessary 
to found hospitals in these towns. The 1914-1918 war 
gave a further impetus to this development, and the 
hospital administrator began to be recognised as-such. 
By 1939 hospital administration had become a specia- 
lised profession, whereas previously the administrator 
combined administration with the organisation of 
appeals and fund raising. The emergence of State 
medicine in England and other parts of the world has 
further underlined the need for specialised training in 
hospital administration. 


Relations Between Administrator and Pharmacist. 

As the chief executive officer of the governing body, 
the administrator is responsible for ensuring the policy 
of the Board or Committee of Management is carried 
out in the hospital as a whole. He must, therefore, 
accept responsibility for that part of the work of the 
pharmacist which is concerned with the translation of 
official policy into practice. The pharmacist, however, 
has a professional responsibility in ensuring that the 
pharmaceutical work is carried out satisfactorily and 
that adequate facilities are available. The professional 
responsibilities of the pharmacist can only be accepted 
by him on the basis of his training and knowledge, 
but his work will be made the easier if he has won the 
confidence and co-operation of the administrator. 


In addition to accepting administrative responsibility, 
therefore, the hospital administrator acts as a liaison 
officer between the staff and the governing body. With 
this in mind, he must always be prepared to encourage 
any developments suggested, and bring them forward 
to the governing body for approval. This is of great 
importance to the pharmacist in ensuring that adequate 
facilities are granted to him for the conduct of hijs 
work. 

Pharmaceutical Departments. 

Before discussing the size and type of pharmaceu- 
tical departments desirable, it is necessary to consider 
another question which is again intimately concerned 
with hospital administration as a whole, namely the 
size of the hospital. Although from the standpoint of 
economies it may be desirable to have hospitals with 
up to 2000 beds, there are other reasons why such 
large units are undesirable. Firstly, there is a tendency 
in such large units for the patient to become submerged 
in an impersonal machine, and although his medical 
treatment may be excellently and efficiently conducted, 
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the loss of personal attention becomes a factor which 
may retard his progress or render his stay in hospital 
less pleasant. Secondly, the large unit, creating a 
demand for large staff, increases the difficulties of 
administration and abolishes the possibility of a close 
personal relationship between the administrator and his 
staff. The work of a hospital is intensely affected by 
human factors, and efficiency, desirable and necessary 
though it is, must not be achieved at the expense of 
the personal element, 


At the other extreme, the hospital with onlv 100 
beds would be too uneconomical to allow the building 
up of all the facilities necessary for the scientific 
practice of medicine today. Probably the optimal size 
of a hospital should be about 500 beds, and certainly 
not more than 1000 beds in a single unit. 


Under the National Health Service in Britain, small 
hospitals have been grouped together either around a 
teaching hospital or on a geographical basis under 
hospital management committees. The grouping of 
hospitals in this way has enabled the development of 
pharmaceutical facilities, but has brought with it new 
problems which will be discussed later. 


With a reasonably-sized unit under their control, the 
pharmacist and hospital administrator must together 
consider the needs of the hospital, and decide on the 
scope of the activity of the pharmaceutical department. 
In Britain, where there is a highly developed pharma- 
ceutical industry supplying galenicals and official pre- 
parations, this is a greater problem than in other 
countries of Europe where the activities of the phar- 
maceutical industries are confined to the production of 
medical specialities and official preparations are still 
largely prepared in hospitals or private pharmacies. 


There is little doubt, however, that many injection 
solutions, ointments and tablets can be manufactured 
economically within the hospital. It should be stressed 
again, however, that economy cannot be the onl 
criterion on which a decision should be made. Researe 
is an important feature of the work of hospital phar- 
macy both from the point of view of advancing the 
sciences on which pharmacy is based, and also from 
the broader aspect of enabling the pharmacist to co- 
operate with the doctor in the development of new 
methods of treatment. Pharmaceutical research in 
hospitals is free from commercial influence, and the 
conditions for co-operation with the medical profession 
exist to a greater extent in hospitals than elsewhere. 


Furthermore, in teaching hospitals it should be 
possible to demonstrate practically to students some 
of the more advanced methods of pharmaceutical pro- 
duction in order that they shall have a proper under- 
standing of the remedies they will later be called upon 
to prescribe. 


In defining the spheres of activity of the pharma- 
ceutical department and securing its optimal develop- 
ment to answer these needs, consultation and co- 
operation between the pharmacist and administrator 
will ensure that the governing body is made fully 
aware of the requirements of the hospital. 


Finance. 


The administrator is responsible for financial control 
of the hospital, and therefore has to keep in mind the 
financial allocation made to the pharmacist. By 
periodic discussions the pharmacist and administrator 
can plan future budgets and ensure that the money 
allocated is spent so as to secure the maximal benefit 
of the patient. 


The advent of expensive preparations such as the 
antibiotics has considerably inflated the expenditure on 
drugs in hospitals. These account for a considerable 
percentage of the total annual expenditure, but it 
would be folly, indeed eriminal, to attempt to limit 
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their use solely on grounds of economy. By introducing 
methods of stock control, the pharmacist can keep the 
administrator advised of suddenly increased demands 
for expensive preparations so that uneconomical or 
wasteful prescribing can be checked. In this connection 
close consultation between the pharmacist and senior 
medical staff is essential. Such consultation is ensured 
in many British hospitals by the existence of com- 
mittees on which the pharmacist is represented together 
with the representatives of the medical staff. 


In fact, the economic running of the hospital from 
a pharmaceutical standpoint depends ultimately on a 
harmonious relationship being developed between the 
administrator, the pharmacist and the medical and 
nursing staff. Attempts to apply business costing 
methods to hospitals, although they may produce some 
interesting figures, will not obviate the necessity of 
this relationship. It is doubtful whether business 
methods do give a clear picture, since they are not 
related to other factors which are essential if a true 
assessment of the economy of a hospital is to be made. 
For example, the cost of an expensive form of treatment 
may be offset by the fact that the patient is returned 
to productive employment sooner than might otherwise 
be the case. Medical statistics on a much larger scale 
need to be accumulated before an answer can be given 
to many of these questions. Moreover, the cost of 
instituting a costing unit may well be greater than the 
economies which can be effected. It would be foolish 
to advocate unlicensed freedom in expenditure in hos- 
pitals, but, on the other hand, business methods should 
not be applied on the assumption that, because they 
are business methods, they are necessarily economical. 


Consultation between the pharmacist and adminis- 
trator can determine how far business methods such 
as costing and stock control should be applied in order 
to make for efficiency. 


Hospital Groups. 


As mentioned previously, the National Health Service 
in Britain effected a grouping of hospitals either under 
hospital management committees or, in the case of 
teaching hospitals, under Boards of Governors. The 
management committees were co-ordinated on a higher 
level through Regional Hospital Boards. Such a group- 
ing of hospitals has distinct advantages in enabling 
the centralised purchase of drugs and dressings, and 
centralised production of pharmaceutical preparations. 


The various hospital groups, however, differ con- 
siderably in their nature and in the geographical aveas 
covered. Many of them are spread over such wide 
areas that transport difficulties are too great to enable 
the full development of centralised production. In 
some groups, one hospital predominates in size, whereas 
in others a number of hospitals of equal size and 
status are grouped together. The co-ordination of the 
pharmaceutical services within such hospital groups is 
a problem which, at present, remains unsolved. There 
is little doubt, however, that the future development 
of hospital pharmacy will depend upon a satisfactory 
solution to this trend towards centralisation. Pharma- 
ceutical production in Britain has passed out of the 
small scale stage, and if the hospital pharmacist is to 
retain a place in actual production, centralisation into 
large units is an economic necessity. 


The building up of a central department, however, 
must not be carried through at the expense of the 
ee gga in the smaller hospitals within a group. 

irstly, nothing should be done to undermine the status 
of the pharmacist within his own hospital, in which 
he should have full professional control. Secondly, 
there should be adequate consultation between all the 
chief pharmacists within a group to ensure the har- 
monious development of the pharmaceutical services 
in an orderly and uniform manner. 
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Future Developments. 


Advances in curative medicine and the improvement 
of social conditions have produced a new challenge 
to all those concerned with the health of the people. 
Diseases which formerly caused premature death in 
large numbers of people have either been eliminated or 
considerably reduced. The result has been to increase the 
expectancy of life in the advanced areas of the world 
and to throw into relief diseases affecting old age and 
the need for preventive medicine. Whilst the advances 
have been considerable, it must be remembered that 
over vast territories of the world the health. services 
still fall appallingly short of the bare minimum 
necessary. 

Hospital pharmacists, therefore, are likely to meet 
new kinds of administrative problems in the future. 
How are they to integrate themselves into the new 
conditions in which preventive medicine will play an 
increasingly important part? This is undoubtedly a 
perspective for the future, but it is to be hoped that 
both the administrator and the pharmacist will meet 
the challenge and play a full part in building a world 
in which ill health is not cured but prevented. 


Summary. 


Since the introduction of the National Health Service 
in Britain administrative problems have emerged which 
have affected hospital pharmacy. In the solution of 
these problems co-operation between the administrator 
and hospital pharmacist is necessary. 

The administrator is responsible for ensuring that 
the policy of the Board or Committee of Management 
is carried out, but the pharmacist must accept full 
professional responsibility for the work of his Depart- 
ment. 

Whilst, from economic considerations, large hospitals 
may be desirable, other considerations limit their size 
and consequently the scope of the Pharmaceutical De- 
partments within them. Teaching and research should 
be important factors determining the pharmaceutical 
facilities available. 

Economic functioning can best be achieved by co- 
operation between the pharmacist, administrator and 
medical and nursing staff, and cannot be achieved solely 
by the application of business costing methods. 

The grouping of hospitals in Britain has created con- 
ditions for centralised purchase and manufacture, but 
has brought new problems, on the solution of which 
the future of hospital pharmacy may well depend. 
There should be close consultation between the Chief 
Pharmacists within a hosital group, and nothing should 
be done to undermine the professional position of the 
pharmacists in the individual hospitals. 

With the growing emphasis on preventive medicine, 
hospital pharmacists in the future are likely to meet 
new problems, and must play a full part in preventive 
as well as curative medicine. 


THE SCIENCE OF PHARMACOLOGY 
By Prof. J. H. Gaddum, F.R.S. 


Summary of an address given to the American 
Society of Pharmacology and Experimental Thera- 
peutics. Reprinted from Nature, January 2, 1954. 


The science of pharmacology was started at about 
the beginning of this century in order to apply physio- 
logical results and physiological techniques to the 
reform of therapeutics. In more recent years we have 
come to realise that the science of pharmacology also 
uses techniques which we share with biochemistry, 
microbiology, pathology, and even mathematics. The 
applications of pharmacology include not only human 
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therapeutics, but also veterinary therapeutics, toxi 
cology, pest control and chemical warfare (which, as 
Sir Henry Dale has pointed out, may be regarded as 
a special kind of pest control). Our results may be 
applied not only to cure, but also to kill, and not only 
to man but also to other animals. 


During the past 50 years there has been a revolution 
in medicine, and the most important part of this revo- 
lution has been the rise of therapeutics. Fifty years 
ago medical men were interested in diagnosis and in 
post-mortems; but when they were honest with them- 
selves, they realised that there was very little they 
could do to cure their patients. The position is very 
different today, when it may be said that therapeutics 
is the most important part of medicine. 


The first task of the young science of pharmacology 
was to purge the pharmacopoeia by casting out useless 
drugs. Hundreds of drugs were removed from the 
gene Bae because no one knew how they acted. 

would be surprising if we did not lose some valuable 
drugs in the process. 

The second task of pharmacology was to discove! 
new remedies. Those of us who are responsible fo: 
teaching medical students sometimes feel that our 
science has been almost too successful in this direction. 
The burden on the students diminished when the phar- 
macopoeia was purged, but it is now increasing again. 
This new knowledge has been acquired mainly by the 
process of trial and error. Simple screening tests are 
devised and used in a more-or-less blind search for 
active drugs. This process has led to the most spec- 
tacular contributions of our science to _ practical 
medicine. The actual work is, however, essentially 
dull—or perhaps I should say it is not the kind of 
work that attracts the academic type of mind; and it 
is not the kind of work that is easily done in academic 
laboratories. The academic pharmacologist is in an 
exceptionally strong position to know what drugs are 
required and to devise screening tests for them. Phar- 
macologists who work for the great commercial firms 
have also been responsible for some of the screening 
tests in use, and these firms have been mainly respon- 
sible for turning good ideas into practical achievements. 
This can only be done by organising research on a large 
scale. 

The great value of organised projects was trium 
phantly demonstrated during the Second World War, 
and some people think that more organisation now is 
desirable; but those who are so organised are less 
likely to make unexpected discoveries than those who 
indulge in random research. An organised project is 
like mechanical transportation: it provides a quick way 
of reaching a foreseen objective, but it does not provide 
a good method of exploring the country. A botanist 
who studied the flora of a railroad embankment from 
a train would no doubt get his work done quickly, 
but he would not be likely to discover any new species 
of plant. 

Pharmacology has, of course, many other tasks. There 
is much to be done in the study of the absorption, 
metabolism and excretion of drugs. This branch of 
pharmacology is particularly dependent on contact with 
biochemistry, since it uses biochemical techniques. 

There is a gre: deal to be done, too, in connection 
with the toxic effects on man of the substances used for 
killing insects, and of the substaces used to “improve” 
foods. The drugs used in therapeutics undoubtedly 
also have many toxic effects still to be discovered 
The methods available for detecting such toxic effects 
are not very satisfactory. It is particularly important 
that someone should improve the methods available for 
proving that drugs will not have toxic effects when 
given over long periods. 

Another task for pharmacologists is to collaborate on 
the clinical trial of new remedies. During the past few 


years there has been much advance in this field. Most 
of careful design in 


people now realise the importance 
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therapeutic experiments and of the need for controls. 
Well-designed experiments have been carried out on 
diuretics, on the drugs used in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, common colds, motion sickness and headaches, 
and of many other such conditions. The techniques 
used are essentially similar to those used in bioassay, 
and it is good to see that pharmacologists are taking 
an active part in this work. 

Pharmacology, however, is not only the handmaid 
of therapeutics; it is a science in its own right, and 
hes many other tasks to perform. The most important 
one is to find out how drugs act. This probably involves 
finding out how living tissues act. Pharmacologists 
have contributed much to this. At the recent inter- 
national meeting of pharmacologists in Montreal there 
was a discussion about autonomic ganglia, and a dis- 
cussion about renal transport mechanisms. In both 
these fields pharmacologists have contributed much to 
physiology. 

Many pharmacologists also use biochemical tech 
niques, but it would be a mistake to suppose that 
pharmacology will ever become entirely dependent on 
biochemical techniques. Some biochemists have become 
successful pharmacologists, but the transformation 
cannot take place very rapidly; it is often more satis- 
factory when a man who starts as a pharmacologist 
acquires biochemical techniques in order to solve phar- 
macological problems. Pharmacology also depends on 
the techniques which are used in microbiology for the 
study of bacteria and protozoa; these play an important 
part in that branch of pharmacology which 1s also 
called chemotherapy. A pharmacologist must also be 
prepared to use the techniques of pathology and 
statistics when his problems require it. 


Pharmacologists have contacts with many othe: 
sciences. They can develop in many different directions 
and are particularly well placed for getting new ideas. 
Some of their new ideas have a very stimulating effect 
on allied sciences. The physiological importance of 
acetylcholine, of the enzymes which destroy it, and 
the drugs which inhibit these enzymes were discovered 
by pharmacologists, but have provided a stimulus for 
the biochemists. The sulphonamides were a pharma- 
cological discovery, but they have provided work fo: 
the bacteriologists. 


The main contribution of pharmacology to funda 
mental knowledge has come from the development of 
the techniques of bioassay. The application of such 
techniques to the estimation of hormones in blood and 
urine 1s playing an important part in clinical endo- 
crinology, and pharmacologists have much to do in this 
field. That branch of knowledge which is called auto- 
pharmacology has, however, yielded more important 
results. All our knowledge of the physiology of hista- 
mine, acetylcholine, epinephrine and norephinephrine 
depends upon bioassay. The methods used are founded 
upon the work of Dr. J. J. Abel, Dr. Otto Loewi and 
Su Henry Dale, and this branch of knowledge is still 
growing. Some people do not realise how precise some 
of these methods are. In recent years it has been 
found that propionylcholine is present in animal tissues 
as well as acetylcholine. It is a comfort to reflect that 
the pharmacological methods which were used 20 years 
ago to study the substances released in the superio: 
cervical ganglion of a cat and in some other tissues 
were specific enough to distinguish between these two 
esters. We can, therefore, rest assured that the main 
substance released in this ganglion is not propiony]- 
choline; there is still no reason for doubting that it is 
acetylcholine. 

Eventually these pharmacological methods will be 
replaced by chemical methods; but I hope that this 
process will not take place too quickly, since new 
pharmacologically-active substances are still being dis- 
covered in the study of methods of estimating the old 
ones. When we have chemical methods this process 
will be inhibited. 
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DISPENSING PROBLEMS 


Base for Aureomycin Ointment. 


The 3 oz. tube pack containing 3% 
Aureomycin is unavailable at pre- 
sent, and for a recent prescription 
Aureomycin was incorporated in an 
emulsifying wax base similar to 
C.C.S. of the A.P.F. The addition of 
the Aureomycin caused separation 
of the base and no addition would 
reconstitute the base. Using a non- 
ionic base prepared with 10% Pola- 
wax a uniform product was obtained. 
Probably this is an example of an 
ionic incompatibility. 

Subsequently the following for- 
mula taken from a journal published 
in Great Britain was suggested as a 
suitable base for this ointment, viz.: 


Aureomycin .. .. 

Anhydrous Wool Fat .. 

Paraffin .. 90.33 

White Soft Paraffin. .. .. 62% 
—R.W. (Vic.). 


The presentation of anti-biotics in a water-free oint- 
ment base in preference to a hydrophilic cream base 
is tn line with the B.P. choice of base in Penicillin 
Ointment. Other anti-biotic ointments seen in practice 
are also presented in this type of base. Although de- 
livery of the medicament to the tissues may be slower, 
the life of the preparation is considerably longer.

We understand that Sod. Bicarb. and Sod. Pheno- 
barb. should not be dispensed together because of the 
likelihood of precipitation of Phenobarbital due to 
liberation of Carbon Dioxide and the formation of 
Carbonic Acid. We thought it best to use Phenobarbi- 
tal and Mucilage of Tragacanth in the above mixture 
and ask for your comment.

Precipitation from interaction of the above substances 
is most likely when both solutions are near saturation 
point. The above mixture, after standing for 3 weeks, 
shows no sign of a precipitate. We are informed that 
unless the Bicarbonate is ordered in the proportion of 
15 to 20 grains per tablespoonful dose no precipitate 
will result. Precipitation is extremely rare.

The quantity of Alcohol is not quite sufficient to dis- 
solve the Phenobarbitone. The solubility in Alcohol is 
1-15, so that theoretically at least, 16.5 minims of 
Alcohol will be required. We are informed that when 
sufficient Alcohol, e.g., 10 minims per dose, is used 
the Phenobarbitone remuins in solution in this mixture. 


Eye Drops of Cocaine Hydrochloride 
with Sodium Sulphacetamide. 


G.M.O. has asked whether the 
addition of Boric Acid 4% has any 
advantage over the use of Gifford 
Ophthalmic Buffer Solution in the 
following prescription which ap- 
peared in the column, November 30, 
1953.

Cocaine Hydrochloride .. 2 grs. 
Sulphacetamide .. .. .. .. 10% 
Distilled Water ad 240 minims 
Make buffered eye drops. 


The A.P.F. recommends the use 
of Gifford Ophthalmic Buffer at 
pH6 for solutions of alkaloidal salts 
for use as Eye Drops. The reaction 
of such a solution will not be 
altered by the addition of the 
slightly acid Cocaine Hydrochloride. 
The addition of a strongly alkaline 
solution, such as Soluble Sulpha- 
cetamide Solution, particularly 
when ordered in higher concentra- 

tions, might well be expected to swamp the Buffer 
Solution and precipitate the alkaloid. In such circum- 
stances the extemporaneous preparation of a Sodium 
Borate: Boric Acid Buffer which utilises Sodium Ions 
from the Sodium Sulphacetamide would be preferable 
to the Gifford Buffer which requires Sodium Carbonate 
as the source of Sodium Ions. The amount of Boracic 
Acid required may vary with the sample of soluble 
Sulphacetamide used as some manufacturers provide 
an adjusted salt. It can also be mentioned that 
Hughes (Office Management of Ocular Diseases) re- 
commends pH5 as a good compromise reaction for 
Cocaine salts in eye drops. (See Hind, H. W., and 
Goyan, F. M.—J. Am. Pharm. Ass., 36, 33, 1947.) 


Constitution of Vitaminised Oil. 


Vitaminised Oil is an ingredient in an ointment in 
the A.P.F., and a correspondent enquires where its 
composition is described. Vitaminised Oil was a war- 
time substitute for Cod Liver Oil, and is described in 
the notes at the commencement of the Australian War 
Pharmacoepia (page 10). Vitaminised Oil was also 
included in the second addendum to the B.P. 1932 
(page 9).

Ephedrine Alkaloid is soluble 1-20 in water, so that 
any alkaloid formed in this mixture is well within its 
solubility.. Ephedrine is sometimes prescribed in 
aqueous vehicles to avoid possible incompatibilities of 
its salts, e.g., with silver salts for nasal solutions. The 
general rule is based on the low solubility of many 
alkaloids. e.g., Strychnine sol. 1-7000.

Inspiring Address by Dame Enid Lyons 


_ The inauguration of the 1954 session of the Victorian 
College of Pharmacy took place on March 3, at 11.30 a.m. 

The large Lecture Room was filled to capacity with 
students, parents and visitors, the visitors including 
representatives of various organisations, members of 
the Council, donors of scholarships and prizes, and 
staff members. 

Mr. Ivan J. Thompson, President of the Society, 
presided and extended a welcome to all. At the outset 
he wished to congratu- 
late parents as well as 
the students on their 
achievement during 
the past year, and to 
those about to com- 
mence he_ extended 
the best wishes of the 
Society for a happy 
College year. He urged 
all students to give 
support to their lectu- 
rers, to the Society, 
and to the Victorian 
Pharmacy Students’ 
Association, all of 
whom were keenly in- 
terested in their wel- 
fare and advancement 
as students. 

Mr. Thompson then 
introduced Dame Enid 
Lyons to the audience. 
He said Dame Enid 
had graciously con- 
sented to deliver the 
inaugural address and 
to present the prizes 
to the successful stu- 
dents of the 1953 ses- 
sion. 

It was a_ great 
honour to the College 
that Dame Enid Lyons 
should come and ad- 
dress them. 

Dame Enid’s mag- 
nificent career was 
known to every indi- 
vidual in the Com- 
monwealth, and her 
fame had spread to 
all parts of the Com- 
monwealth of Nations. 
Dame Enid had a long 
list of records to her 
name, and this morn- 
ing they were going to 
add another in that 
this was the first oc- 
casion upon which a 
woman had delivered 
the inaugural address. 

Dame Enid was the first woman to hold Cabinet 
rank in Australia, and had occupied the position of 
Vice-President of the Executive Council of the Federal 
Parliament. 

She had been voted by American women as “The 
First Mother of Australia.” 

Dame Enid then rose to address the gathering, and 
was given a most enthusiastic reception.

ADDRESS BY DAME ENID LYONS. 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen 

One record your President forgot—the record late 
arrival, but unfortunately that was something I could 
not control because my plane was late. 

First I would like to express my thanks for the 
very great honour that has been ‘done me. by the 
Council in inviting me to be present here today. It 
is a very great honour 
indeed for more than 
one reason to me per- 
sonally, as the Presi- 
dent has told you, 
because I happen to 
be the first woman to 
be here, but also 
because I have and 
always have had a 
tremendously | sincere 
and deep interest in 
the work of pharma- 
cists. It is a strange 
thing that the less 
claim we have to any 
honour the greater do 
we appreciate it, and 
to open an academic 
year is, to a non-aca- 
demic person, some- 
thing very precious 
indeed. But I begin 
by telling you that I 
am anything but an 
academic person, and 
my interest in the 
work of this College is 
the interest that is 
shared by people 
everywhere who 
benefit as time goes on 
by all that takes place 
within this College, 
through those who 
pass through it and 
carry out the. learning 
that they acquired. 

Now a chemist to- 
day is a very different 
person from the phar- 
macist of a century or 
two ago. He is not to- 
day merely a dispen- 
ser of medicines; he is 
—The Argus” Photograph. not merely a _ pur- 
veyor of all those 
assorted articles in 
his premises; he has to 
be very much more. 
He must first of all be a psychologist because he must 
be a salesman, but he must be a psychologist for other 
reasons too. He must be a clerk of no mean order— 
a filler-out of copious forms. Even on occasion, a 
negotiator with Governments, and in all of this I see 
not only a great expansion in the work of the phar- 
macist, but a few dangers that threaten him. 

When I was young, and it’s not so very long ago 
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really except when I stop to count the years, a chemist 
in the country towns served a purpose which today, 
I think, is hardly understood. He did so many things 
for everybody that his word was almost law. But it 
is very true to say that the pharmacist of a generation 
back, particularly in small towns, did certain things 
which today he is not called upon so readily to do. 
The point I want to put to you is this—that I hope 
he never quite loses his continuity with that form of 
work. The health of a nation today is something 
which has become not merely the concern of Govern- 
ments and of the medical profession, but of the whole 
community, and every person who contributes in any 
way to that organisation of health is of the greatest 
importance. Today, because of the decline in religious 
practice, it is probable that the doctor, the medical 
man, exercises the greatest influence within the com- 
munity outside, of course, the Government. And 
because the chemist occupies the relative position to 
the doctor that he does, he in my view shares that 
responsibility and shares the honour that the doctor has 


I think that he must be so much more than a mere 
dispenser of doctors’ prescriptions, a mere seller of 
goods—he must be able to be the adviser, often the 
comforter of those who come to him because for some 
reason they don’t approach the medical authority. 
There is that danger to the pharmacist of today that 
he may by the pressure of events, the pressure of the 
complexity of modern society, lose some point of contact 
with that tradition of the past in which he was so 
much a personal element in the life of every member 
of the community who came to his establishment. But 
there is a danger of another kind. As I see it, this 
constant pressure of change and of complexity in 
modern living does threaten this profession with two 
other things which I would like you to think about— 
you young ones particularly who must eventually carry 
on the work of those who are today the pharmacists 
of the nation. There is a possibility because of the 
development of medicine, medical ideas, ideas of public 
health, that the profession of pharmacy could become 
a mere instrument in the hands of Governments and 
other forms of public control; and that brings me back 
to the point that I mentioned—it would mean that he 
was abdicating that role of personal adviser in the 
community. There is, too, another danger that in the 
effort to avoid such a contingency, and there is, I am 
glad to say, evidence that such an effort goes on, he 
may be rather forced to the position of making his 
profession one in which self-interest becomes the domi- 
nant feature. Far be it from me to say that anyone’s 
profession should not be the means of promoting his 
self-interest; but professions of this kind stand in a 
relationship to the public that others devoted to purely 
commercial interests can never quite occupy. It is 
therefore a plea for that ideal of your service to the 
community even before your service to yourselves that 
must remain pre-eminent with you. 


I hope I have said enough to make it clear to you 
that I have for this profession and for those who 
practise it, the greatest respect, the greatest admiration, 
born of close association with men who have exercised 
within their communities the greatest possible influence 
for good. You who are young today have so much 
more to learn than the mere technique of your work. 
All of that human side of it, which is the only side 
upon which I have touched, will come to you gradually 
rather than in one piece within the College. You will 
feel it coming through from the men who lecture to 
you. Many of you will have inherited it from parents 
who are members of this profession, because it is one 
of the glories of this and other professions that it does 
pass from father to son, so that it grows in personal 
value as well as academic value. 


If you carry on under the new and trying circum- 
stances that face you in this century in the same way 
that your parents or those who were the contemporaries 
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of your parents carried on, then you will have nothing 
to bring to this College but great honour and great 
distinction. 

To me it is delightful that so many of you are women, 
girls like myself. It is very fine to believe that women 
as well as men will continue to carry on a work such 
as this, and I wish to every one of you in the year 
that is now open a distinguished academic career, a 
constant and growing sense of the tremendous respon- 
sibility you will have within the community, and the 
wonderful opportunities that you will have. 


Some of you will be doing wonderful things in this 
country. I wonder if I might tell you a story. A week 
or so ago in Canberra a ball took place at Parliament 
House. It was one of the most wonderful functions 
that I have ever attended, and it has been my great 
honour to attend many remarkable functions in many 
parts of the world. A gentleman who sat next to me 
at supper said, showing me two of the dance pro- 
grammes, “I am taking these as souvenirs, one to be 
sent to my home capital and one to be sent to a friend 
in London. I want to show them that Australia can 
do now in 1954 what Vienna did in 1854.” 


What he was saying really was that in a sense those 
arts and graces which are the hallmark of civilisation 
are shifting their centre in the world, and I don’t think 
Australians yet realise how far we have advanced and 
how far we can go yet in bringing the very heart of 
civilisation south of the line. That is to be left in your 
hands, so I leave it to you, as we all do who are older, 
with pride, the great future of this continent.—(Sus- 
tained applause.) 


Presentation of Prizes. 


After the conclusion of the address, Dame Enid pre- 
sented the prizes to successful students of 1953 who 
were introduced to her by the Dean of the College, 
Mr. A. T. S. Sissons. [Prize List published in February 
issue, ‘p. 178.—Ed.] 


The Gold Medal. 


Mr. Ian P. Walker, winner of the Gold Medal for 
the Final Examination and Kodak Prize of £25, was 
specially introduced by Mr. A. W. Callister, who said 
he had great pleasure in introducing I. P. Walker to 
Dame Enid Lyons and to the assembly. Walker had 
done a very sound course, was a very reliable worker, 
had won the Scott-McGibbony Scholarship in his second 
year, and had completed the course by winning the 
coveted Gold Medal of the Fourth Year. 


Presentation to Dame Enid. 


After the prize giving was completed, Mr. Sissons 
said he would like to add a few words to the welcome 
given by the President. To the College staff it was 
a very real pleasure to have Dame Enid Lyons present 
for the ceremony, and they felt indebted to her for 
coming. Mr. Sissons then presented to Dame Enid as 
a memento of the occasion a copy of Margaret Preston's 
book ‘“Monotypes’—the work of one distinguished 
woman to another. 

Dame Enid suitably expressed her thanks, and said 
she would cherish the book as a reminder of a very 
pleasant morning.

It is with much pleasure that I welcome you to the 
Fifth Annual Graduation Ceremony of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Western Australia.

To those who have not been suc- 
cessful I say ‘Do not be discouraged.’ I extend to you 
the best of good wishes for your success this year. 

To those who have graduated, may I offer a few 
words of advice: Firstly, now that you are qualified, 
don’t give up your reading. Keep yourself up to date. 
Read your Journals, attend the Pharmaceutical Society’s 
monthly lectures, and take an interest in pharmacy 
affairs. 

Secondly, set yourself a high standard of ethical 
conduct, and so help to maintain, nay, raise still higher 
the status of the chemist in the community. And 
thirdly, take an interest in the public life of the com- 
munity that you serve. The Board of the local hospital, 
or the Infant Health Centre, or the Parents’ and Citi- 
zens’ Association, the Roads Board or Municipal 
Council are excellent avenues of service to the public. 

To the parents of the graduates and apprentices, 
may I address myself for a moment. A recent state- 
ment in the daily press by Prof. Thorp, of Sydney 
University, gave the impression that Australian Phar- 
macy courses were inadequate to enable the student 
to learn of the newer drugs and preparations that the 
last few years have produced. If any parent on reading 
Prof. Thorp’s statement had any fear or worry on this 
score, let me allay those fears at once. Our course 
at the Perth Technical College is continually being re- 
vised and brought up to date. The dispensing labo- 
ratory is a model. At the Australian Pharmaceutical 
Conference in Sydney last August a paper presented 
by Mr. E. J. Nicholas on the teaching of practical 
pharmaceutics at the Perth Technical College was an 
outstanding contribution to the Conference. Your son’s 
or daughter’s qualifications will enable registration to 
be made in any Australian State, New Zealand, Great 
Britain, Ireland and Northern Ireland. Furthermore, 
when our graduates have gone abroad, they have been 
sought after by employers. Parents, the Pharmacy 
Council will see that this standard of Pharmaceutical 
Education is maintained. 

And now it is my honour to introduce the Hon. 
J. T. Tonkin, M.L.A., Minister for Education, who will 
address you. We are happy indeed, Sir, for your 
gracious acceptance of our invitation to be our guest 
speaker at our Graduation Ceremony.” 


Address by the Minister for Education. 


The Hon. J. T. Tonkin, M.L.A., said the programme 
for this evening’s function stated that he was going 
to “address” them, but it was not his intention to 
address them on pharmacy. Instead, he proposed to 
talk to them and give them some impressions of educa- 
tional progress in this State, and also some advice to 
the students who were graduating as fully qualified 
and were about to take their places in the economic 
and social life of the community. They had made a 
good provision for their future, but some of the credit 
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must be given to their parents. The course was a 
fairly long one, and he knew that there were many 
times when the student asked himself or herself 
whether it was really worth while to forgo the dances 
and other amusements and study at such length. That 
was true in all branches of study, and it was at such 
times that the parents were able, by their encourage- 
ment, to maintain the interest of these young men 
and women. Ultimately the students reach their goal, 
and they were then very pleased indeed that they had 
stuck to their job and qualified. 


Western Australia could look forward to a very great 
future in which pharmacists would share, and while 
he noticed that quite a number qualified this evening 
and would be available as chemists, he would say to 
those who were still aspiring that with the continued 
development of the State more pharmacists would be 
required. 

Those who had just graduated should offer encourage- 
ment and help to students who were still studying. 
He understood that incomes obtained before graduation 
were not very high, but that subsequently a very good 
livelihood was obtained. Those who later obtained 
their own businesses would enjoy a high standing and 
responsibility in the community. 

He was very glad to hear the President’s remark 
on the high standard of education which the Technical 
College was able to provide. There were people who, 
from time to time, were inclined to give the impression 
that Western Australia was not quite up to the standard 
of other States in the matter of education. Despite 
that point of view, there were frequent examples of 
people who were products of their education system 
in Western Australia being selected for the top jobs 
in the Commonwealth. He well recalled that during 
the war period quite a number of the top positions 
were filled from ihis State. Their Director of Educa- 
tion, Dr. T. L. Robertson, was an example of this. 
He was educated in W.A., and was for many years 
in their education service before being appointed to 
the Commonwealth, where he became _ Assistant 
Director. Later he returned to Western Australia. 
Dr. Coombs, the Governor of the Commonwealth Bank, 
was another example, and Mr. Halliday, who had been 
concerned with national fitness in this State and whom 
the Commonwealth Government wanted during the 
war. They were not able to release him. These and 
a’ great many other examples were tributes to their 
education system. 

It was therefore no great surprise to him to hear 
that in regard to the education of pharmacists the 
Pharmaceutical Council was well satisfied with the 
standard achieved, and he joined with the President 
in congratulating the staff at the Perth Technical Col- 
lege on the excellent standard maintained there. Not 
only are they rendering to the students a service 
which was second to none, but they were also giving 
a very important form of service to the State as a 
whole. Whether qualified chemists were working in 
their own businesses or for employers, they had to 
carry a very great responsibility and one which he 
knew they would regard very carefully. If a chemist 
made a mistake it could entail serious, even fatal, 
consequences. He needed to be sober in his habits and 
very reliable, as well as careful of the ethics of his 
profession. He understood that this year in the final 
examination there was only one failure. This indicated 
the quality of those who were joining the profession. 


Such successes should be matters of great satisfaction 
to those concerned with pharmacy in this State. It 
had been emphasised earlier that, although students 
had received their diplomas, they should continue their 
reading. That was a very important point, because a 
most important part of education followed after one 
qualified. Initial study was necessary in order to equip 
one for a profession, but continued work is also most 
important. In his experience of the teaching profession 


he had found that the most successful teachers were 
those who had worked even harder after they qualified 
than they had worked before. 

He was very glad to hear the successful students 
being urged to play their part in the public life of the 
community. “Man did not live by bread alone,” and 
a chemist was able to give valuable service in such 
organisations as Infant Health Centres, Community 
Centres and Parents’ and Citizens’ Associations. In 
any «community it was found that a lot of people did 
the talking, a lesser number did the work, and a few 
did the thinking. In a democracy such as theirs they 
should increase the number of leaders. 

It was of the very greatest importance that their 
education system should be a well-balanced one. Few 
of the students present would be interested only in 
pharmacy, for there were many other branches - of 
education which were equally important. In Western 
Australia they were maintaining the same standard of 
excellence in other fields as we were in chemistry. 
They were doing well in engineering, and particularly 
well in agricultural science. Primary, secondary and 
tertiary educational needs were being closely watched. 

Much emphasis had been laid, recently, on pre-school 
education—in other words, kindergartens, and there had 
been evidence of increasing general interest in this 
matter. Some people regarded that as the most im- 
portant branch of education because the children at 
that most pliable stage received very lasting impres- 
sions. It might be true, but it would be a very bold 
declaration to say that that was the most important 
stage. Their system was very well divided as to 
emphasis between the three stages. They also boast 
in Western Australia that they had a free University. 
While it is not entirely free, because students at the 
University must still pay certain fees, yet it was free 
to a large extent. He thought they should do their 
utmost to maintain these ideals, but increasing costs 
were making it more difficult to do so. 


Earlier this day it had been his privilege to attend 
a farewell function to a member of the staff of Aus- 
tralasian Petroleum Refinery Co. Ltd. who was going 
to England to get additional experience. The policy of 
that company was to employ Western Australian 
graduates, and Mr. R. B. Summers was the third 
employee from this State to be sent to Europe for 
experience. This young man would return to Western 
Australia better equipped than before. Action of this 
kind was scarcely known when he was a young man, 
and it marked a considerable change in attitude between 
employers and employees. Men were trained for high 
positions and were available when the time came to fill 
those positions. A great deal of advantage could be 
gained by the introduction, of new ideas by such means, 
for it was like the introduction of new blood to industry. 
Otherwise, there was a danger of following the same 
thinking as had been followed for many years. 


He had noted with pleasure the introduction of two 
prizes by Parke, Davis & Co. Ltd., consisting of trips 
to Sydney. They would have enabled those graduates 
to meet other chemists and broaden their outlook. They 
could also pass on their experience to other graduates 
and students. If this idea could be extended to other 
professions, he thought there would be generai benefit, 
and he had no doubt that in years to come that would 
be done. It was a very good thing to rub shoulders 
with one’s fellows, and from the experience of the two 
students who had returned from Sydney much good 
would come. 

He congratulated the successful students and also 
their lecturers on the high standard of work achieved. 

The real reward of those who had obtained their 
diplomas was that they would be able to go out into 
a useful livelihood. 

He trusted that the numbers taking this course would 
increase because the need for pharmacists would con- 
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tinue as the State developed, and they should prepar: 
now for future requirements. 

In conclusion he thanked the President for the inv) 
tation to Mrs. Tonkin and himself. It had been a 
pleasure to be present. 


Vote of Thanks to Minister. 

Mr. R. I. Cohen proposed a hearty vote of thanks 
to the Hon. J. T. Tonkin, Minister for Education. At 
these prize-giving functions it was always hoped to 
have as guest speaker some prominent person whose 
discourse would be interesting and helpful to those 
present, and the speaker tonight had been an inspiration 
to all. The Education Department was responsible fo! 
the maintenance of the laboratories at the Perth Tech- 
nical College, and they were a credit to the State. The 
dispensing laboratory was a model It was recognised 
to be one of the best in the world, and there were 


certainly no better in Australia. The interest shown 
by the Minister, the Education Department and the 
Principal and staff of the Perth Technical College was 
admirable, and those present had every reason to thank 
them. 


Mr. G. J. Tucker said it gave him very great pleasure 
to speak on behalf of the students in similar terms to 
Mr. Cohen. All graduates owed a great deal to the 
Education Department for its administration of the 
Perth Technical College, and also to the teachers and 
lecturers. He would like to thank the Pharmaceutical 
Council, the Registrar and those who had arranged 
that function; the Minister and Mrs. Tonkin for their 
attendance; and the donors of the various prizes for 
the encouragement they gave to students by that means 


The ceremony closed with the singing of the National 
Anthem. 


As Good As Its Employees

Satisfied employees mean satisfied customers. 

_ That is the opinion of many leading business execu 
tives today. 

In short, so far as the chemist is concerned, his store 
is only as good as its personnel, and satisfied employees 
are the only ones capable ot giving the service which 
customers expect and deserve. 


These words are not written in defence of the shop 
assistant, of the worker in general, or of any particular 
section of the community. They are written because 
it is now becoming an accepted fact of business that 
the question of human relations is a most important 
one which the employer must study with care. 


As one who was brought up in the old-fashioned 
school, a school which was mighty hard for the indi- 
vidual worker, the writer of this article has seen many 
changes in the past half century. These changes, 
whether the employer likes them or not, have come to 
stay. 

In the old days in England the chemist could rule 
his employees with a rod of iron. He could expect 12 
hours’ work a day from each and every one of them. 
He could make many stipulations regarding their con- 
duct during working hours (and sometimes even out- 
side them) that they must never question a customer's 
statements; that they must wear a certain type of collar 
and tie; that they must or must not do his, that and 
the other. 

But during the immediate post-war years just past 
the position was reversed. The employee held the 
upper hand, and if he felt like being rude to either 
customer or employer he was rude. If he wanted to 
arrive late in the morning he did arrive late. If he 
wanted his own way he got his own way. (And the 
she’s were as bad as, if not worse than, the he’s). 

Today we are coming into more normal times. We 
are also coming into times which are likely to be 
extremely competitive. Therefore it is necessary that 
employee and employer get together as closely as pos- 
sible for mutual benefit. 

For, make no mistake about it, the employer needs 
the employee, and the employee needs the employer. 

To get the best results the employer needs workers 
who will do their utmost on his behalf. To make sure 
of security the employee needs a boss who will study 
his interests. If they can pull together they can make 
an unbeatable team. 
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One leading American drug store concern bases its 
policy concerning employees on the assumption that a 
“get-together” is essential. To that end it has institu- 
ted a number of schemes which, while some of them 
might not be applicable in Australia, have the merit 
of being worthy of consideration. 

In the first place this U.S. organisation endeavours to 
impress upon all of its executives the necessity of being 
fully aware of the importance of human relations. The 
firm’s welfare programme has a wide range of benefits 
aimed at stimulating contented employees. Employees 
have a five-day week, paid vacations and full pay when 
a worker stays at home because of a death in the 
family. When an employee is.called up for service 
training the store provides the difference between his 
store and service pay. In addition there is a bonus for 
him when he enters camp. Each employee receives 
a Christmas gift. 

Credit vouchers are given employees for their store 
purchases, and they can borrow money from the firm 
at low rates of interest. They can open a savings bank 
account with the firm and obtain liberal interest 
Bona fide dependants of employees can obtain dis- 
counts when purchasing from the store. 

The firm runs a group insurance scheme, a blood 
bank and many other group activities. 

Old-time employers will say, no doubt, that the world 
is going crazy. “Why should I spend money on such 
things?” they will ask. Well, this American firm gives 
one reply to such a question. That reply is that its 
staff achieves outstanding results. Staff turnover is 
extremely low (and staff turnover here in Australia 
can be mighty expensive), and as a result there is high 
efficiency. 

That, after all, is what counts in your store today 
YOUR staff must be highly efficient. Your workers 
should enjoy working for you. Moreover, they should 
be interested in helping you build up vour business 
and in making greater and greater profits and success 

Will they do this if they are dissatisfied? 

Of course not. 

By aiding them you will aid yourself. That is 
certain.

After the business meeting, Mrs. Roush, one of our 
members, entertained with the following impressions 
of London during Coronation year: 

Although many people have asked the age-old ques- 
tion, “What did you like best?” I found many more 
have asked—quite naturally, “How far did your £900 
allowance go?” 

I am going to combine my answers to those two 
questions, and I hope it will prove interesting and 
helpful. 

Firstly, I booked a reasonably priced flatette for my 
sister and myself for the first three months (that is for 
April, May and June). During this period of spring we 
toured the South of England and London itself, and 
then as far north as Yorkshire. For Queenslanders who 
know only a sub-tropical climate, spring is a never- 
ending delight. We visited the colourful Kew Gardens 
—the apple orchards of Kent, the hop fields, and the 
glorious fields of bluebells and buttercups in Devon 
and Cornwall and Somerset. We were in Helsden for 
the festival of Cornish Floral Dance. We saw the coast- 
line of those Western counties, where every harbour 
brought to memory the pirate stories from the books 
of Daphne Du Maurier, with all the thrills of smug- 
gling. We were not blase in spite of a surfeit of scen- 
ery. We loved all the picture post card places like St. 
Ives, Clovelly, and Ilfracombe. We drove through the 
Lorna Doone country, and were appalled by the damage 
at Lynmouth, where the river broke its banks. All 
this time spring was with us. Britain in spring is just 
like one huge parkland. For economy we did not 
travel by any organised tours. We obtained a list of 
the Trust Hotels from the Overseas League, and with 
only a change of nylon, etc., we used the local buses. 
We purchased a map and made out a rough plan, and 
then wherever night found us we stayed at a Trust 
Hotel, or failing that. a hotel recommended by some 
kind soul who had willingly chatted to us on the bus 
ride. We found in this way that we made contact 
with the people themselves, and without fail we found 
people were always anxious to tell us what to see and 
how to see it. 

No one could hope to visit all the towns or the 
glorious cathedrals because history touches every foot 
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of this lovely old country. So we chose Oxford as a 
University City—and how well worth while it was. The 
days spent there were unforgettable. We were there 
at Whitsuntide and were invited to attend the Head 
of the River and see the students wearing their dis- 
tinctive house blazers and hear the chant of the bar- 
rackers and see hundreds running along the path, 
cheering their boat on. It was a glorious sunny after- 
noon, and I felt that I had absorbed some of the atmos- 
phere which surrounds these traditional events. Ox- 
ford with its many colleges is a sightseer’s paradise, 
and we thoroughly enjoyed it. 

Westminster Abbey, Canterbury Cathedral, cathedrals 
it Bath, and at Wells, St. Paul’s Cathedral, York Min 
ster, Chester Cathedral, St. Giles Church (Edinburgh) 
were all visited, and they could all be listed as “musts.” 

In London itself there was the Coronation, but every- 
ye is so familiar with that wonderful event that I 
need only say it was grand to be part of it. I gloried 
in the Buckingham Palace Garden Party for the British 
Commonwealth Nations. It was thrilling to see repre- 
sentatives from every British country and Crown 
Colony gathered to pay homage to our Queen. Every 
member of the Royal family was present, and what a 
feast that was for us overseas folk! 

It would take at least five years to see London pro 
perly, but we did see all the historic places. We at 
tended three or four shows a week, including B.B.C 
performances of “Take It From Here,” “Much Binding’ 
and a television, production. We visited the British 
Industries Fair, of course, and the Festival Hall with 
its perfect acoustics. Naturally, we went to all th: 
sentimental places—Kensington Gardens (with Pete: 
Pan), saw the Albert Memorial and went to Albert 
Hall, and even listened to the speakers in Hyde Park 
In London we saw an old Vic. performance (we also 
went to Stratford-on-Avon later). We simply lapped 
up ballet at Covent Garden, sat bewitched at the period 
plays, particularly “The Way of the World,” and the 
performance by the Mermaid Theatre Group, who 
built in the courtyard of the Mansion House a replica 
of an early English theatre, which provided the authen- 
tic setting for early Shakespearean plays. I would like 
to add here that we found our policy of having one 
meal at home (usually breakfast), travelling by bus 
and tube where possible, taking ourselves about Lon- 
don, not bothering with guided tours, was quite eco- 
nomical, and so we always were able to have the best 
seats at all performances. 

The next period of nine weeks we spent on the Con- 
tinent: We planned this tour with the help of the 
travel department of the Bank of New South Wales. 
We flew to Stockholm, a wonderful city on many is- 
lands, and very like Sydney’s atmosphere. Then on 
we went up the Baltic Sea. to Lulea, travelling by bus 
through Finland. Lapland, North Norway to North Cape 
and back through Hammerfest, Tromso, Narvik, Trond- 
heim and many‘ small lovely places like Geiranger, 
Loer, to Bergen, across to Oslo. on to Gothenberg. 
Copenhagen, across the Kiel Canal to Hamburg, and 
through those devastated war areas of Dortmund, 
Cologne, Aachen to Bopvard on Rhine, down the Rhine 
to Bingen, up through Black Forest to Triberg, to Salz- 
burg for the Mozart Festival, to Innsbruck. to Switzer- 
land. staying at Vitznau on Lake Lucerne. then at 
Grindelwald. Being luckv enough to have fine weather 
we made the ascent of Jungfrau. On to Paris for the 
strike, but those 12 davs were thrilling all the same. 
Then we flew into Amsterdam and staved with a Dutch 
family who had been mv neighbours during the war, 
and home to London by the end of Auvust. which just 
gave us three weeks in Edinburgh for the festival. Of 
course these glorious weeks could not be given in 
detail. but take mv word for it thev were insviring. 

Following this absolute feast of music and drama and 
ballet, we motored north through Scotland, through 
the autumnal heather and bracken up and round to 
Isle of Skye, to the Trossachs. south via Lake District 
to Liverpool, through the Mersey Tunnel and across 
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that lovely country of Warwickshire to Oxford and 
back to London. 

By now it was the end of September, and as we were 
returning in a Swedish cargo ship from Oslo, we hur- 
riedly packed our three pieces of luggage for the return 
journey. We saw Oslo in all its golden glory of 
autumn, and then on to the ship. After a roll or two 
in the channel it was a smooth trip, and in no time we 
were at the Canary Islands. On then to Cape Town, 
Durban, Lourenco Marques, Beira (Portuguese East 
Africa) and then direct to Melbourne, which, inci- 
dentally, was a complete change from our journey over 
via the Suez Canal. 

And now that I am home and settled, I realise just 
how much we did see in nine short months. The glories 
of the Old World are so different, but as much as we 
enjoyed the culture and the tradition of those countries 
on the other side of the world, we also realised the 
frustration from their standard of living, and in many 
cases the hopelessness of making an individual success 
of life. It’s wonderful to be home again in a young 


country where all our problems are mostly those of 
expansion. Truly it may be said that nowhere in the 
world is the way of life equal to ours. May we have 
enough sense to realise it and not be led astrav by any 
travellers’ tales which paint “those distant places” in 
glowing colours. 

Verily, there is no place like home and Australia.

WHAT IS A PLACEBO? 


What is a placebo? Those admirable people, the 
doctors and pharmaceutical chemists and the pharma- 
cists, will tell you that it can be shortly described 
as a medicine given more to please than to benefit the 
patient, and that recently it has been under fire in 
the technical press. 

For the record, the arguments in favour of the 
medical placebo have been that it can bring peace of 
mind in incurable cases, that it can restore confidence, 
particularly in neurotic cases, and that it can keep 
occupied the mind of a patient in hospital for pro- 
longed investigation. The arguments against it are 
that it can become an easy way out of a difficult medical 
problem, that false claims are made for certain medica- 
ments, that in many cases there is a correct treatment 
which can replace the placebo, that some patients like 
taking medicine, and that the treatment can be unduly 
prolonged. 

But those are medical questions. There is such a 
thing as a placebo of the mind or conscience. It is 
possible that if we are worried or uneasy about some- 
thing, we take the easy way out. We take advaritage 
of advice given more in kindliness than sincerity. We 
deceive ourselves or think ourselves into believing that 
we are right. 

A moral placebo can be more dangerous than a 
medical one. No medical man or pharmacist worthy 
of his profession would dream of supplying a placebo 
that is actually harmful. The ethics of these profes- 
sions are strict and exacting. But in matters of the 
mind and conscience ethics are not so exacting. 

It is said that the greatest battle of today is the 
struggle for men’s minds. Terms like “brain-washing,” 
“indoctrination” and “dialectic materialism’ have 
become commonplace. To steer one’s mind and con- 
science through the wiles and pitfalls of the moral 
placebo requires strength of will and honesty with 
oneself.

THE VETERINARY CODEX 


An editorial note in The Pharmaceutical Journal. 


The publication of the British Veterinary Codex 
marks a significant advance in the history of veterinary 
medicine and pharmacy. The absence of established 
standards for veterinary drugs and medicines has long 
been viewed with concern by the veterinary and phar- 
maceutical professions. This unsatisfactory situation 
has come into greater prominence in recent years with 
the increased importance that has been attached to the 
maintenance of an efficient and prosperous livestock 
industry and with the rapid advances in veterinary 
science that have led to the introduction of many new 
and more efficient prophylactic and therapeutic agents 


A suggestion that the production of a veterinary 
counterpart to the British Pharmaceutical Codex would 
be a material contribution towards the solution of this 
problem was enthusiastically supported in veterinary 
and pharmaceutical circles, and with this object in view 
the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society, with the 
help and advice of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons and the British Veterinary Association, ap- 
pointed the British Veterinary Codex Committee in 
April, 1950. This Committee was instructed to proceed 
with the compilation of “a book which would recom- 
mend standards for substances and preparations used 
in the prophylaxis and treatment of animal diseases, 
and which would give authoritative information on 
the action and uses of these substances and prepara- 
tions.” Six sub-committees of experts in various 
branches of veterinary medicine and pharmacy were 
appointed to deal with the several aspects of the work, 
and its scope was extended by the appointment of a 
number of eminent veterinary surgeons in different 
parts of the world as corresponding members of the 
committees. The British Veterinary Codex is the pro- 
duct of 34 years’ work of these committees, and 
prescribes standards for over 800 substances and prepa- 
rations used in the treatment of animals. A description 
of its contents and general arrangement is given on 
another page. 

The most serious criticisms of the unsatisfactory 
position relating to the manufacture and supply of 
veterinary medicines has been directed at the lack of 
established standards for the large number of widely 
used veterinary antisera and vaccines ¢nd at the absence 
of any effective legal control over their manufactur« 
and distribution. This latter criticism will be largely 
met by the Diseases of Animals (Therapeutic Sub- 
stances) Order 1952, which comes into operation on 
January 1, 1954, and which provides for effective con 
trol over the manufacture and distribution of these 
products. Beyond specifying certain sterility and 
abnormal toxicity tests, however, this Order does not 
provide for the effective standardisation of these pro- 
ducts, and it is here that the British Veterinary Codex 
has an especially valuable contribution to offer by 
supplying, for the first time, detailed standards for a 
comprehensive range of the antisera, vaccines and 
related products used in veterinary medicine. 


The British Veterinary Codex represents a majo! 
achievement in veterinary medicine and pharmacy, 
and is an excellent testimony to the efficiency of the 
British Veterinary Codex Committee and its sub-com- 
mittees. To have accomplished this formidable task 
in the space of 33 years is a splendid tribute to thei: 
assiduity. Besides being an indispensable work of refe- 
rence to all engaged in the manufacture, control and 
supply of animal medicines, this elegant and attrac- 
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tively bound volume should find a place on the book- 
shelves of practising veterinary surgeons.

Pharmacy and Therapeutics in the Age of Elizabeth I. 
by E. A. Underwood, M.A., B.Sc., M.D., D.P.H., F.L.S.. 
Director of the Wellcome Historical Medical Museum 
and Library, pp. 18 with 7 black and white plates: 
price 2/6 sterling. (Pharmaceutical Press, 17 Blooms- 
bury Square, London, W.C.1.) 

This concise survey of the pharmaceutical and medi- 
cal literature of the first Elizabethan era is a reprint 
from the Coronation number of the Pharmaceutical 
Journal of May 30, 1953. 

The booklet indicates why this period may be re 
garded as an awakening in the field of medicine as a 
whole and evaluates the rise of the English herbal. 
er particular reference to John Gerards’ work in this 
field. 

Emphasis is also laid upon the new processes of manu- 
facture which arose as a result of the appearance of 
the works of Paracelsus in print for the first time; and 
upon Baker’s treatise “The Newe Jewell of Health”’—a 
volume dealing with the distillation of “oils” from 
plant and animal substances. 

A list of 31 types of remedies in common use in the 
16th century includes many strange items, e.g.: 

noduli—a type of suppository; 

sacculus—a bag of herbs to lay on a painful part; 

frontalia—anodyne plasters applied to the forehead, 

apophlegmatismi-—preparations to cause vomiting of 
phlegm. 

The struggle of the champions of chemical remedies 
with the herbalists (“between the Helmontians and the 
Galenists”) which started in this period of flux and 
continued until the late 17th century is sharply focused 
by Dr. Underwood throughout the booklet and his 
comment on the “much-needed yardstick,” which 
materialised with the publication of the Pharmacopoeia 
of the College of Physicians in 1618, points surely to 
the outstandingly deficient factor in Elizabethan 
medicine. —F.H.B.

EDITORIAL IN “THE PHARMACY STUDENT” 


Sir,—I draw your attention to a letter, written by 
a fourth year student in Victoria, which was published 
in the January, 1954, issue of the “A.J.P.” 

The writer is quite at liberty to criticise the Editorial 
Comment to “The Pharmacy Student,” but he has no 
right to assume that the views expressed therein are 
the views of the National Union of Pharmaceutical 
Students of Australia, for indeed they are not entirely 


so. 

The Editorial Comment expresses only the views and 
opinions of the writer, Mr. Lowry, and naturally some 
of his views may be also those of N.U.P.S.A. Perhaps 
if Mr. Fourth Year Student took more interest in 
student activities he would be in a position to recognise 
which statements are endorsed by N.U.P.S.A. 

Too many pharmacy students are content to sit back 
and criticise and direct their few fellows who devote 
themselves (on a level of “compulsory unionism” as 
our fourth year student suggests) to the task of im- 
proving the status, rights and privileges of all phar- 
macy students. They are so blatantly apathetic in 
their views that they are the first to accept (or should 
I say seize) any concessions which may come their 
way, and the first to grumble or complain if activities 
are not to their personal tastes. 

The Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Aus- 
tralia has never been criticised by N.U.P.S.A., and there 
is no reason why it shou'd be. The Guild has en- 
couraged arid supported “he students through N.U.”.S.A. 
in the past, and has often expressed its appreciation 
of the student’s point of view. The future promises 
an even closer liaison between the Guild and N.U.P.S.A. 
per media of talks together on a Federal basis. How 
then could criticism of the Guild emanate from 
N.U.P.S.A.? 

The mere fact that Mr. Fourth Year Student prefers 
to remain anonymous implies that, although ready to 
criticise others, he is not man enough to face honest 
criticism of his own views. 

It is true, within certain limits, that pharmacy today 
cannot survive without some commercialism of the 
profession. That unlimited commercialism is choking 
true pharmacy is beyond any doubt very apparent. 
Does Mr. Fourth Year Student honestly think that any 
pharmacist, no matter how brilliant, can stock and sell 
washing machines, breakfast crockery and _haber- 
dashery, perhaps manage a dry cleaning agency, and 
AT THE SAME TIME faithfully and honestly fulfil 
his proper obligation to the public, and this with 
courtesy and accuracy? In short, does our well- 
informed student regard this state of affairs as a 
BALANCED blending of commercial and professional 
pharmacy? I think not. 


And yet it is the growing tendency of many modern 
so-called pharmacies to not only stock the above 
sundries and many more besides, but also to display 
them so efficiently that the layman pauses to wonder 
whether such premises are really equipped with a 
dispensary at all! If our fourth year student has failed 
to notice this fact, then I suggest that he visit more 
pharmacies in and around Melbourne and take note 
of what he sees. 

We are the first to complain when the grocer over 
the road advertises and displays patent medicines, but 
who are we to criticise them if we in turn stock his 
cheese and his butter? 

I think Mr. Fourth Year Student is missing a salient 
point and a startling truth in saying “One rotten apple 
in a case does not mean that the whole case is rotten.” 
He may be right. I think he is. But can we be blind 
to the fact that, unless that one rotten apple is tossed 
out, the whole case will surely be rotten in a short 
time? An embryo is affected entirely by its environ- 
ment, which in turn is formed and maintained by its 
parent. It is the student who is the embryo of future 
pharmacy, and his environment is influenced by his 
tutor and all his contacts. Unless the student is pre- 
pared to open his eyes for himself and realise the 
terrible transformation taking place in pharmacy, due 
to the greed for money and the desire not to be incon- 
venienced by anyone, then pharmacy as an ethical and 
trusted profession is going to disappear entirely, to be 
replaced by nothing more than a storekeeper with few 
extra privileges above the grocer or butcher. 

Finally I suggest that Mr. Fourth Year Student read 
the REST of “The Pharmacy Student,” and in particular 

1. Ask himself the questions on pages 14 and 30. 

2. Read the South African definition of a student 

on page 38. 
3. Study carefully the article “Paths into the Future,” 
page 47. 

Perhaps then he may better understand what he is 

criticising so strongly, and DO something rather than

VICTORIAN DANGEROUS DRUGS REGULATIONS 
Medical Practitioner Fined. 


A medical practitioner was fined £10 on each of two 
charges, with £5/3/6 costs, in the Melbourne City Court 
on March 3, for the issuing of prescriptions for Dan- 
gerous Drugs which did not comply with the require- 
ments of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

The doctor was William Fenton Bowen, of Melbourne 
and Toorak, defended by Mr. R. H. Dunn. 

Mr. A. Hunt, of W. E. Pearcey & Ivey, prosecuted on 
behalf of the Pharmacy Board. Det. Sgt. DeLany, for- 
merly in charge of the C.1L.B. Drug Bureau, gave 
evidence concerning interviews with Dr. Fenton Bowen 
and inquiries relating to the matter. He said he had 
presented an M.S.A. prescription to Dr. Bowen, who 
admitted having written it. The doctor said he could 
not recall where it was written. Usually he wrote 
prescriptions on his own paper. He did not realise 
that he had omitted the address of the patient and his 
own address, both of which were required by the 
Regulations. 

Det. Sgt. DeLany said that the doctor had telephoned 
an address for the patient to the Drug Bureau, but there 
was no such person at the address. 

Mr. Dunn: When you were on the Drug Bureau, did 
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you find a large number of prescriptions which failed 
to comply with the Regulations—this is the first 
prosecution. 

Det. Sgt. DeLany: It is the only prosecution. 

Mr. Dunn: I do not propose to contest the case except 
in regard to penalties. I can call evidence that he has 
been in practice for very many years. He did have 
forms for Dangerous Drugs, but he had no forms in his 
surgery when Mr. DeLany found these in the chemist’s 
shop. It should be realised that it was not in connec- 
tion with the supply of Dangerous Drugs to people 
who should not have them, that my client is charged. 
He was entitled to give the prescriptions and did so. 
He is being made to pay for the sins of his fellow prac- 
titioners. Both happenings with which he is charged 
took place on the same day when he did not have his 
prescripuon forms. The reason he was singled out for 
prosecution was that the people for whom the pre- 
scriptions were issued were not found. There had been 
other prosecutions in regard to one of the persons. 

Dr. Fenton Bowen was called and, in reply to Mr. 
Dunn, stated that one of the persons for whom the 
prescriptions had been given was suffering from pul- 
monary T.B. The prescription given was a normal 

rescription for that type of case. The other person 

ad carcinoma of the breast. He had his two addresses 
and telephone numbers printed on the prescription 
blanks which he normally used. Generally if he omitted 
a detail the chemist would ring him, but in this case 
did not do so. 

Mr. Hunt (for the Pharmacy Board): You saw both 
these patients for the first time? 


Dr. Bowen: Yes. 
Mr. Hunt: You gave both patients six tubes containing 


a Dangerous Drug—rather a large quantity. 

Dr. Bowen: I usually order only one. 

Mr. Hunt: Why did you order six this time? 

Dr. Bowen: Unfortunately, I usually order fairly large 
amounts for this type of case, to stop them coming too 
often. 

Mr. Dunn: Where carcinoma is obviously showing, is 
there anything else to give? 

Dr. Bowen: Nothing so effective. I try to get them 
into an institution, but cannot always do so. 


Further Victorian Cares. 


In the Collingwood (Vic.) Court on November 26, 
1953, Mr. W. L. Hilyard was proceeded against on infor- 
mations made by the Pharmacy Board on several 
charges relating to breaches of the Dangerous Drugs 
Regulations. Mr. W. O. Harris, instructed by Messrs. 
W. E. Pearcey and Ivey, prosecuted for the Board, and 
Mr. Hilyard was defended by Mr. J. T. Ryan. 

For failure to store Dangerous Drugs apart from 
other goods he was fined £3 with £4 costs. 

For failure to record transactions in a Dangerous 
Drugs Register fine and costs were imposed. 
Hilyard was also fined £3 and £4 costs on the charge 
of failing to endorse Dangerous Drugs prescriptions in 
accordance with the Regulations. 

The charge of having failed to show in the Dangerous 
Drugs Register the balances of Dangerous Drugs in 
stock with withdrawn. 

The cases were heard before Mr. Horan, S.M. 


In the Hawthorn Court on November 25, 1953, before 
Mr. Cuthill, S.M., Mrs. D. S. Langley was proceeded 
against for breaches of the Dangerous Drugs Regula- 
tions. 

On a charge of failure to store Dangerous Drugs 
apart from other goods she was fined £3 with £7/15/6 
costs, and for failing to record transactions in connec- 
tion with Dangerous Drugs in a Dangerous Drugs Re- 
gister a fine of £3 with £3/5/6 costs was imposed. 

A charge of failing to keep Dangerous Drugs locked 
up while not being actually used was withdrawn. 

Mr. W. O. Harris, instructed by Messrs. W. E. Pearcey 
and Ivey, prosecuted for the Pharmacy Board. 


PHARMACEUTICAL BENEFITS 
Two Doctors and Chemist on Conspiracy Charge. 


The Crown alleged in the Special Court, Sydney, on 
March 8, that two doctors and a chemist had conspired 
to defraud the Commonwealth of between £4000 and 
£5000 by false claims for pharmaceutical benefits. 

The men charged were: Dr. Morris Seiffert, of Taj 
Mahal Flats, Bay street, North Bondi; Dr. Rellee George 
Skinner, of Enmore road, Newtown; and Ronald Mc 
Kenzie Beesley, chemist, of Enmore road, Enmore. 

They were remanded until May 17. 

Mr. J. O’Brien, for the Crown, seeking the remand, 
said there would be many witnesses, and the hearing 
would last at least a week. 

The Crown alleged that from January to December, 
1951, Dr. Seiffert and Dr. Skinner had an arrangement 
between themselves and the chemist, Beesley. 

The doctors wrote false prescriptions for pharma 
ceutical benefits, stating that they had given various 
drugs to patients. The Crown said they had not given 
these patients the drugs claimed for. They were ex- 
pensive drugs under the free medicine scheme. 

“It is alleged that various prescriptions were written 
by Dr. Seiffert for patients who did not exist,” Mr 
O’Brien added. 

Mr. Adrian Twigg, for Beesley, objected to any 
further disclosure of the Crown allegations, saying that 
ex-parte statements, which could not be answered, 
might influence a future jury. Beesley had been ques. 
tioned and his books investigated. He was interrogated 
first y November, 1951, and a summons had just been 
issued. 

Mr. M. S. Meagher, S.M.: An application has been 
made for substantial bail for Dr. Seiffert. I must hear 
the basis for the application. 

Mr. O’Brien said the three persons were charged 
under Section 86 of the Crimes Act, which carried a 
penalty of three years’ gaol. It was alleged that 
between £4000 and £5000 was involved. 

“These proceedings were brought on urgently today 
because we learnt that Dr. Seiffert was leaving Aus- 
tralia in the Strathnaver tomorrow,” he said. “I ask 
for substantial bail in Dr. Seiffert’s case.” 

Mr. A. V. Maxwell, for Dr. Seiffert and Dr. Skinner. 
said he had been instructed that Dr. Seiffert had in- 
tended leaving Australia to do a refresher course in 
England. 

Mr. O’Brien: The only reservation made by Dr 
Seiffert was for Bombay and not England. We ask for 
a strong assurance that Dr. Seiffert will be here to 
answer the charge. 

Mr. Maxwell: Dr. Seiffert intended visiting friends 
in Bombay before proceeding t« England. He has can- 
celled his passage, and gives an assurance that he will 
be here to answer the charge. 

Mr. Meagher then fixed bail at £2000 for Dr. Seiffert

Aitack on Costs 

The Department for Health in Scotland has launched 
a two-pronged attack on the cost of prescribing in 
Scotland. ln future each doctor’s prescrioing costs per 
prescription form will be determined three times a year 
and compared with the average costs both for the area 
in which he practises and for Scotland as a whole. If 
necessary, local medical committees will then investi- 
gate the prescribing of specific practitioners with high 
averages. This system existed in National Health In- 
surance days, and on occasion practitioners were sur- 
charged when their prescribing costs appeared exces- 
sive. 

The second side of the attack has been the publica- 
tion of a booklet showing the cost of a number of com- 
monly prescribed preparations from the National For- 
mulary and also of proprietary products. Against the 
proprietary product, whenever possible, the equivalent 
or substance reputed to have an analogous therapeutic 
effect is named, and its price given. This booklet is 
on similar lines to that already issued in England, but 
about 100 more proprietaries are given, approximately 
350. Of these, 49, when dispensed in the quantities 
stated, are in fact cheaper than their equivalents, 31 are 
the same price and 111 are dearer. For the remainder 
no equivalent is given. The biggest difference is in 
proprietary inhalants, where quantities costing 13/2 
and 15/4 have officially equivalents at 4/34 and 4/3 
respectively. English pharmacists are chagrined to 
note that in many cases their Scottish colleagues .obtain 
about 1/4 more for 8-o0z. mixtures of the same prepara- 
tion than they do. This is accounted for by the higher 
dispensing fees ruling in Scotland. 


No Increase for Pharmacists 


Since the last News Letter there has been a Confer- 
ence of Pharmaceutical Committee representatives to 
report progress, or perhaps lack of progress, in the 
negotiations with the Ministry for an increased dis- 
pensing fee. These negotiations have dragged out for 
almost two years now, and although the Chemist Con- 
tractors’ Committee has been authorised to take their 
case to the Whitley Council—as up till now discussions 
have been between the advisers only—it seems un- 
likely that there will be an early settlement. There 
has been no agreement on the basis on which costs 
should be apportioned between the dispensing side and 
the counter side of retail businesses, and the Commit- 
tee of Public Accounts has stated that no increase in 
the scale of remuneration for work under the N.H.S. 
should be considered, unless the fullest facilities are 
given for the inspection of books and records from 
which the facts as to past remuneration can be deter- 
mined. A fact-finding investigation seems to be fore- 
shadowed. 

Containers are still paid for 14d. per prescription, and 
the Ministry have refused to increase this sum, al- 
though the allowance was 24d. in the earlier years of 
the Service. In the negotiations the Ministry have 
been anxious to have the container allowance regarded 
as part of the general remuneration. The conference 
was strongly opposed to this suggestion of the Ministry. 


Doctors in Group Practice. 

One of the aims of the Health Service has been the 
establishment of health centres and the encouragement 
of doctors to practise in groups. Now it has been 
arranged that £100,000 a year will be set aside to pro- 
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vide interest-free loans towards the cost of consulting 
premises for those practitioners who wish to act in 
groups. No hard and fast detinition of group practice 
has been laid down, but a Ministry memorandum indi 
cates the type of arrangements which would be favour- 
ably recognised. It states: “Group practice appiled to 
general medical practice means that the medical prac- 
tice is carried on by several general practitioners work 
ing togetner in close association, consulting one anothe: 
about their patients, and doing their ‘surgery work’ 
in whole or in part in a common building controlled 
by the doctors. All members of a ‘group’ should 
work in the common surgery premises, even if on 
occasion they also work at separate branch surgeries 
A group practice should employ ancillary help to tne 
extent of one or more persons who can provide services 
of the secretarial, nursing, receptionist, or almone! 
type. Normally a group should consist of three, four, 
five or six principals. The group may or may not be a 
partnership, but if not, there must be a proper under- 
standing between the members of a group on the shar- 
ing of the earnings of the group, and particularly as 
to the sharing of expenses. Patients must continue to 
be the responsibility of the doctors of their choice in 
the group. The group should provide a 24-hour ser- 
vice to patients and also proper off-duty and holiday 
relief for the members.” Normally loans will be ad- 
vanced through executive councils and repayments 
made by deduction from remuneration over a ten-year 
period. Loans may be advanced either for the acquisi- 
tion of land and erection of premises or for the pur- 
chase and conversion of existing buildings. 


Storage of Penicillin Tablets. 


In an earlier News Letter the results of an examina- 
tion by the Birmingham analyst of the deterioration of 
penicillin tablets on storage were noted. According 
to a report in the Pharmaceutical Journal of a meeting 
of the Birmingham Pharmaceutical Association, Dr. H. 
Davis, Chief Pharmacist of the Ministry of Health, said 
that the Department had called a meeting of manu- 
facturers and asked for information on the keeping 
properties of the tablets. Taken collectively, Dr. Davis 
said, the manufacturers’ results seem to show that: 

(1) There is no significant loss of potency in oral 
penicillin tablets stored in a cool, dry place for one 
and a half years, and probably longer, provided the 
initial moisture content is low. 

(2) There seems to be no objection to the use of bulk 
containers in the general practitioner service provided 
the contents are used within the currency period shown 
by the experiments, the stopper is tightly replaced, and 
storage is in a cool, dry place. 

(3) Large bulk containers, of the order of 250 to 
500 tablets or more, are generally unsuitable for the 
conditions of the general practitioner service. 

(4) A low initial moisture content (probably below 
1 per cent.) seems an important factor in manufactur- 
ing a stable tablet. 


Pocket Inhalers Examined. 


Mr. H. H. Bagnall, the Birmingham analyst, whose 
findings on penicillin storage are mentioned above, has 
now issued a report on five popular brands of pocket 
inhalers containing amphetamine. In all 64 inhalers 
were examined, equivalent to an average of 13 for 
each brand. The first, which was the original put on 
the market, showed that the amphetamine content was 
in excellent agreement with the declaration printed on 
the container. The variation found was from 319 to 
346 mgm against the stated figure of 324. Three other 
brands did not show quite the same high standard of 
accuracy, but were reasonably in accordance with thé 
given formula. 

The last examined presented a different picture. Of 
13 samples each one was deficient in amounts varying 
from 31 to 90 per cent., with an average shortage of 
nearly 60 per cent. in a quantity of 330 mgm. There 
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was little demand for this inhaler, and the makers 
suggested it was simply evaporation. Stocks issued 
prior to 1952 are being recalled. In conclusion, Mr. 
Bagnall says in his report: 

“This appears to be yet another case where certain 
pharmacists have retained stocks of a preparation long 
after the time when they should have been destroyed 
or returned to the suppliers. Some of these inhalers 
still remaining on their shelves must have been five 
years old, and it should have been obvious that an 
article of this kind containing a volatile substance such 
as amphetamine was bound to deteriorate seriously in 
that time. Would it not be advisable for some of our 
pharmacist friends to take the several times reiterated 
advice of the Editor of their professional weekly, ‘The 
Pharmaceutical Journal,’ and from time to time exa- 
mine their stocks with a view to removing preparations 
which have, so to speak, reached retiring age?” 


Conspiracy to Defraud. 

An unusual case came before the Chelmsford Assizes 
recently. A pharmacist and a medical practitioner 
were accused and found guilty of conspiring to defraud 
the Essex Executive Council and of causing by false 
pretences certain sums to be paid to the chemist. It is 
alleged that the ‘doctor had written bogus prescrip- 
tions, payment for which was received by the chemist 
Several of the doctors’ patients gave evidence that 
items mentioned on prescriptions were never in fact 
received by them. The doctor concerned told the 
Court that he had often supplied drugs from stock and 
later sent prescriptions to the chemist to replenish his 
stock, and sometimes the chemist would inform him by 
telephone that a patient required a repeat. The 
patient was supplied and the prescription made out 
later. The chemist said that he believed that all the 
prescriptions he had, which had been issued by the 
doctor, represented drugs and requisites received by 
patients. Mr. Justice Sellers, in passing sentence of 
twelve months’ imprisonment on both the accused, 
said that the National Health Service required the 
utmost honesty on the part of medical practitioners 
and chemists. They were professional men, and this 
meant disaster for both of them, and he would take 
that fact into consideration. 


Barbiturates in Eire. 


Barbiturates can now only be supplied on prescrip- 
tion in Eire, which brings them into the same position 
as in Northern Ireland and the United Kingdom. 


Warning on Chloramphenicol. 


The Ministry of Health has issued a memorandum 
describing the results of a two year enquiry on blood 
dyscrasia following the administration of chloram- 
phenicol. A paper is summarised showing that of 31 
patients studied 28 had aplastic anaemia, and in 24 of 
these “very high” dosage had been given. Half of the 
cases were receiving treatment for chronic infections, 
for which it seems that chloramphenicol is probably 
unsuitable. It is recommended that the total dose 
given to adults should not exceed 26 gm. without care- 
ful consideration of the risks. For children the equiva- 
lent of 100 mgm. per kilo body weight daily for seven 
days should not be exceeded. The Ministry memoran- 
dum states: 

“It is impossible from this investigation to deter- 
mine the frequency with which blood dyscrasia follows 
chloramphenicol, since the total population at risk is 
unknown, and this enquiry was by no means com- 
prehensive. It is apparent that the incidence is low. 
since the condition is usually fatal and cases would, 
therefore, come to notice. When excessive dosage is 
avoided the incidence must be verv low indeed: thus no 
cases heve arisen during the Medical Research Council’s 
controlled therapeutic trials in pneumonia, whooping 
cough and infantile gastro-enteritis. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasised, however, that the use of chloram-

administration (especially of large doses) should be 
avoided, particularly in conditions such as chronic re- 
spiratory and urinary tract infections.” 


Chloramphenicol Patents. 


A case is before the House of Lords in which Parke, 
Davis and Company have appealed from a judgment 
of the Court of Appeal, which in effect refused to pro- 
hibit the Comptroller-General of Patents from con- 
sidering an application by the British Drug Houses 
Ltd. for a compulsory licence to enable them to manu- 
facture and sell chloramphenicol. Counsel for Parke, 
Davis were heard, but the Lord Chancellor said that, 
as present advised, he would not require to hear Sir 
Hartley Shawcross, who is the leading Counsel for the 
British Drug Houses. Judgment has been reserved. 


Hospital Costs. 


The cost of keeping a patient in a hospital bed is 
still rising. In the statistics published in February for 
the year ended March 31, 1953, the average weekly 
cost in general hospitals was £15/4/9 per bed, com- 
pared with £14/5/11 and £13/10/3 in the two preceding 
years. For teaching hospitals the London figure was 
£24/18/8, and the provincial £18/13/9. Both these 
figures show an increase on former years. The amounts 
attributable to drugs, dressings, and medical equip- 
ment varied from 2d. per week in one mental hospital 
to £5/2/6 per week for each bed in a London eye hos- 
pital. This latter sum is large, as in calculating figures 
five out-patients are considered equivalent to one in- 
patient, and in this particular hospital there were 
many out-patient attendances. The highest average 
cost per bed per week was over £45. Generally the 
cost is lowest where the need is for care and attention 
rather than for medical or surgical treatment, e.g., in 
hospitals for the chronic sick or for epileptics and 
mental defectives, for whom treatment can do little.

SOUTH AFRICA 


New Building will Bring Problems. 

The old year has gone and in bidding it farewell, the 
President of the S.A. Pharmaceutical Society announces 
that the Headquarters Building Fund is growing apace 
and that the financial goal is in sight. It is probable 
that building will start in 1954, a year which will mark 
the resignation of the Honorary Secretary. Despite 
the growth of the South African Society and the vast 
amount of work which falls on the officers, the onerous 
duties have always been carried out by honorary offi- 
cials. Running as they do their businesses, it is remark- 
able that they have found the time to devote to Society 
interests and that under this part-ime direction the 
Society has developed to such an extent. 

Now comes the time when a paid secretary must be 
appointed—no easy task, for his duties will be multi- 
farious, including producing the Journal, and his salary 
will not be commensurate with his responsibilities. With 
a membership of approximately 2000, this appointment 
will mean an added financial burden upon the members. 

This is nothing compared with the burden which 
will rest upon the shoulders of the Secretary; for the 
Society, although a fusion of the several constituent 
societies, is only a loose federation, for each society 
retains its autonomy and usually chooses to make this 
known when complete unity is most essential. Any 
new secretary can have only one battle cry if he wishes 
to operate the Society successfully—“Autonomy of 
Branches must go!” 

My readers will doubtless remember that the S.A. 
Society is a purely voluntary organisation, having only 
such powers as are contained in its By-laws, these 
powers being only enforceable upon its members—and 
resignation is simple! 


The Society’s Powers. 


Just how much power the Society has is now before 
the courts. Four Johannesburg members are petition- 
ing the Supreme Court for an interdict to restrain a 
chemist from opening an after-hour dispensary. The 
grounds of the ——s are that it is in contravention of 
the By-laws of the Transvaal Society which fix the 
nature and extent of advertising of after-hour services. 
It is maintained also that the need for after-hour ser- 
vices is adequately met by the Society’s own emergency 
dispensaries, of which several are established in the 
area. The matter being sub-judice, no comment is 
possible until judgment is given.

Licences. 

The chemist who proposes to start the new dispen- 
sary has already applied for and been granted a licence 
by the City Council, despite opposition at this stage. 

In other provinces the matter of getting an apothe- 
cary’s licence is simple—part with £12/10/- and you 
have it! Several unofficial dispensaries do already exist 
in the country but it is contrary to the ethical rule 
laid down by the Board for them to advertise their 
dispensing services and they must just sit down and 
wait for business. About the only course open to them 
is to incorporate themselves with such a title as “Night 
and Day Chemists Ltd.” 

Strangely enough, under the Companies Act it is 
possible to register a trading title which the Board 
can refuse to register as offending against the Ethical 
Rules. 

Board Election. 

The election just held has resulted in the same Board 
members being elected as formerly. Opinions on the 
matter are mixed, many would prefer to see new mem- 
bers to replace the present “wise old men of Gotham” 
and to keep pharmaceutical affairs abreast of the times. 


Professional Advertising. 

This new Board will have, as one of its first tasks, 
a new Ethical Rule designed to replace the existing 
Rules 12 and 13. At the moment the proposed Rule is 
being circulated to all chemists and comment is sought. 
The new rule will, if accepted, read—‘Advertising or 
allowing advertisements to be published in a news- 
paper, periodical, poster, circular, letter or place of 
public entertainment or by any other means or by 
visual or sound medium or by use of any trading or 
descriptive title or by use of terms other than those set 
out in Section 37, in a manner suggesting or calculated 
to suggest 
(1) That his professional skill or ability or his facilities 

for dispensing or professional services are of a 
higher order than those of any other chemist and 
druggist, or in a manner reflecting adversely on 
the skill or ability of, or professional services ren- 
dered by, other chemists and druggists. 

(ii) That his hours of business at the pharmacy are in 
excess of such trading hours as are permitted, and 
in the terms as set forth by the law or regulations 
of any local authority, province and/or of the Union 
of South Africa: Provided (a) that this shall not 
apply to the Pharmaceutical Society of South 
Africa, or any branch thereof, acting as a co- 
operative body, in respect of the dispensing services 
and dispensary owned or operated by such body 
and/or dispensing services rendered collectively by 
its members and (b) that a chemist and druggist 
may indicate on his letterheads, invoices or account 
forms, when used as such, or on a notice not 
exceeding 4 sq. ft. in area affixed at the pharmacy, 
his hours of business at the pharmacy and the 
address and/or telephone number at which the 
public may contact him after such hours for the 
purpose of dispensing and professional services.” 


Practical Training of Apprentices. 


_ At its last meeting the Board had on the carpet before 
it a chemist charged with not having carried out the 
Board’s Regulation in that his apprentice had not 
entered the correct number of prescriptions in his record 
book. This book must contain details of 1000 scripts 
dispensed by the student, these scripts being of various 
types, thus ensuring that the apprentice has covered 
the entire field. 

If the dispensing of the scripts is properly supervised 
a the master, it forms a valuable help for the would-be 
pharmacist. Unfortunately, in many cases the book is 
not a record of work done, except in the imagination. 
_It is obvious that many chemists take their appren- 
tices as cheap labour, giving them the base minimum 
of training to enable them to dispense the ordinary pre-

scriptions. This forms a vicious cycle, for the chemist 
sees no reason for giving his apprentice any more 
instruction than he got and finds himself also unable 
to practise his profession adequately. 


I should in all fairness say that in this case the 
chemist was acquitted since the duty of keeping the 
record of prescriptions done falls upon the apprentice. 
not the master. 


Poison Certificates. 

The Department of Health has been moved to action 
over the issue of Poison Certificates to general dealers 
and has issued a circular letter to all magistrates, 
asking that greater care be taken in issuing them 
General dealers are permitted to sell only a restricted 
number of poisons, but it seems farcical that they are 
allowed to do so if there is a chemist’s shop next 
door! 

In one trade publication there has been appearing 
a series of articles on dispensaries, illustrated by photo- 
graphs of named pharmacies. All unwittingly it be- 
comes clear that the Ethical Rule declaring that a 
chemist may not claim that his facilities are better 
than his competitors is being broken. A circular letter 
will warn chemists to be careful in permitting journals 
facilities for taking photographs and especially in giv- 
ing interviews to reporters. 


Sales After Hours. 

Pharmacists are permitted to sell after the normal 
trading hours, articles which can be regarded as emer- 
gency medical or surgical requirements. This has often 
been stretched to include all sorts of things and in the 
Johannesburg courts recently, four chemists were fined 
for contravening the Shop Hours Ordinance; the matter 
becomes serious when it is realised that the Pharmacy 
Board can take cognizance of such convictions. The 
main annoyance to the chemist is that he must close 
while shops selling perishables can remain open and 
sell anything. This is not the law as these shops are 
supposed to sell only the perishables, but this is 
honoured more in the breach than in the observance. 


Dispensing by Doctors—Amendment Sought. 

At the last meeting of the Society’s executive the 
members agreed to press the S.A. Pharmacy Board to 
fight for the inclusion in the Amendment to the Phar- 
macy Act of a Section which will limit dispensing by 
doctors. It is said that this Amending Bull will be 
brought before the House at the beginning of the next 
session. It is a Bill so long and eagerly awaited by all 
that its eventual introduction will be in the nature of 
an anti-climax. Besides introducing the newer restric- 
tion on the sale of drugs, it will modernise the educa- 
tional system in pharmacy. Since it was first mooted 
some years ago the Colleges have been trying to get 
into a state of preparedness for the three year full-time 
course. The introduction of this three year course 
means at least increasing laboratory space, staff and 
equipment by one-third—a task not to be undertaken 
lightly. Staff will be the major problem, since most 
teachers of pharmacy are imported products. There 
will be little period of grace, since the course must 
begin at once if a period during which no graduates 
are produced is to be avoided. 


Revision of Dispensary Tariff. 

The Society has been busy of late revising the Dis- 
pensing Tariff in accordance with the advanced costs 
of carrying on business. This tariff will be submitted 
to the Pharmacy Board, which will decide whether it is 
reasonable or not. This is necessary since it can be 
regarded as a professional crime to overcharge. 


That there have been some murmurings about the 
cost of medicines is clear from the fact that the Phar- 
maceutical Journal is offering for sale leaflets entitled 
‘Do Your Medicines Cost Too Much?” This leafiet 
explains why cost of medicines is rather high, but the 
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WEEKLY 


sets a world record circulation figure of 


900,000 


COPIES EACH WEEK 


Sales have averaged this 20% increase for 
the last seven issues 
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explanation is not likely to satisfy the average customer 
who cannot balance his budget. 

The reasons advanced in the leaflet do not satisfy 
the requirements of logic, however, since they do not 
stress that most materials are imported and that South 
Africa is not sufficiently self-reliant in the matter of 
producing medicines. It is hoped that when the new 
graduates begin to flow into industry the picture will 
gradually change—indeed, this is one of the reasons for 
expanding the curriculum. 

The maintenance of prices is a problem in the Union; 
in the face of an increasing number of pharmacies 
there has been a tendency here and there to cut prices. 
Some time ago there sprang into being the S.A. Retail 


* Chemists’ and Druggists’ Association, a body especially 


designed to protect the retailers’ interests. Whether 
it is legally possible to enforce a minimum price is a 
moot point since the S.A. laws protect the man-in-the 
street before all else. It is rendered the more difficult 
by the fact that the great distances which products 
have to be transported from the ports makes the costs 
—and thus the retail price—different from town to town. 
It is an old, old problem and solution seems as far 
away as ever—a solution not brought any nearer by 
the average pharmacist’s weakness in arithmetic! 

There have been moves in other trades to even prices 
out—i.e.. make the inhabitants of the coastal areas 
pay in part the cost of transporting goods inland; 
however, it is a step not likely to be popular at the 
coast! 

However, close liaison between the Society and the 
South African Retail Chemists and Druggists’ Associa- 
tion is to be worked out—a liaison necessary in view 
of the fact that the Society publishes a price list, which, 
however, it is absolutely impossible to keep up to date. 


Licence Fees and Taxes. 

With the New Year comes the annual payment of all 
the multifarious licences which fall to the chemist’s lot. 
In some areas this year chemists will find themselves 
having to pay an extra municipal tax because they sell 
foodstuffs—baby foods! 

When an action was brought against some chemists 
who refused to pay this tax, the magistrate decided that 
the tax was properly imposed and it came out in 
evidence that there was much that was not clear to the 
chemists about the scope of the various licences. Even 
now it is not clear what may be sold under the autho- 
rity of an apothecary’s licence and if municipalities 
see the possibility of increasing their revenue by limit- 
ing the scope of the apothecary’s licence, then more 
and more chemists will take out a General Dealer’s 
Licence—and become General Dealers in fact. 

Whatever it may be in law, it seems nonsensical in 
fact that a baby food should come under the scope 
Foodstuffs, just as nonsensical as that a general dealer’s 
licence permits the sale of medicines. 


A New Wage Determination has already been 
Gazetted, giving new salary scales for apprentices and 
chemists. These are: 


Chemist Apprentice— 
Unregistered Assistant— 


These figures all sound very nice, but only in the 
cases of apprentices are they observed: in some areas 
even apprentices are offered more. Immediately they 
are out of their apprenticeship they demand from £45 
per month. It used to be possible to get a qualified 


chemist for £70 a month, but the figure seems to have 
crept up until £90 a month seems to be the minimum 
asked. If a qualified assistant is to be attracted to show 
any semblance of permanency, then a proprietor must 
begin to think in terms of £120 per month or so—plus 
perhaps a share of the profits! 

Where will it all end? It is pleasant to see employed 
pharmacists properly paid, unless you are on the paying 
end! It has, of course, the effect of driving young 
pharmacists away from the hospitals and dispensaries, 
a condition which only will be remedied when the 
supply exceeds the demand! 


Market Report 


LONDON MARKET REPORT. 
March 10, 1954. 


Markets have continued to be on the quiet side dur- 
ing the past four weeks. 

The most interesting feature has been the sharp 
advances in both African and Jamaican ginger. The 
former variety has gone up to 145/- per cwt., while 
Jamaican No. 3 is 195/-, and No. 2 200/- per cwt, Little 
material of either kind is available for shipment; it is 
believed that there has been heavy buying by users 
within the dollar area. 

Among the other spices, pimento is now worth about 
4/3 per lb., and 400/-, c.if. The spot price has almost 
doubled since the year began. 

Zanzibar cloves have settled down around 4/7} per 


In the pharmaceutical gums, acacia has gone up on 
account of the changing political situation in the Sudan; 
clean Kordofan sorts are worth about 122/6 per cwt. 
in London, with shipment rates 10/- below this figure. 

Karaya is scarce, with No. 1 whole gum quoted at 
210/- per cwt. 

The higher price for cascara bark in the U.S., noted 
last month, has been reflected in holders’ rates, which 
are now between 325/- and 335/- per cwt. 

Buchu is still scarce on the spot, but new crop is 
available at 2/3 per Ib., c.i-f. 

Senega root is firm at 16/9 per Ib. 

Florentine orris root is difficult to find for immediate 
delivery and forward rates vary from 200/- to 250/- 
per cwt. 

Colombian ipecacuanha is easier at 50/- per Ib., with 
Nicaraguan at 54/- to 55/- per Ib., both on the spot. 

Natural quillaia bark has gone up to 150/- per cwt. 

Canada balsam has dropped to 21/6 per lb., but tolu 
is firmer at 22/6 per lb. 

Menthol has been sold at 30/6 per lb., duty paid, for 
the Chinese variety. 

Among the essential oils, Chinese peppermint has 
drifted down to 19/14 per lb. and 18/6, c.i.f. 

Lemongras has been very firm, with holders asking 
10/14 per lb. 

Ceylon citronella has been changing hands on the 
spot at 3/10 per lb., but the replacement value is 
around 4/3. 

Little Javan and Formosan oil is on offer. 

Aniseed is firm at 9/6 per lb., with forward rates at 
9/3. 
Clove bud oil is now being distilled in small quanti- 
ties, and 50/- per lb. is regarded as a fair average price. 

Pharmaceutical and fine chemicals have been very 
stable. 

Caffeine and theobromine are dearer by around 1/6 
per lb., but prices are largely by arrangement. 

Mercury in flasks is higher, but so far there have 
been no changes in mercurial compounds.

Pricing.—Mr. Chater suggested a recommendation to 
Federai Office that Sections (e) and (f) under Notes in 
the Guild Drug List be altered to conform to the P.M.S. 
method of pricing. Mr, Chater said he also recom- 
mended that a Ready Reckoner be printed on good paper 
for circularising to members, which would suit both. 
He moved accordingly. Seconded by Mr. Martin. 

Mr. Chater ‘also recommended that Federal Office be 
requested to include Ol. Pini Syl. in the Drug List. 

Mr. Chater tabled up-to-date complete dispensed 
prices for A.P.F. preparations which are listed in the 
Tablet List and the Secretary was requested to have 
these printed and circulated to members. 

After discussion it was agreed that a list of those 
ethicals which are peculiar to Queensland be prepared 
and forwarded to the Federal Secretary for inclusion 
in the Prescription Proprietaries List and also in the 
Drug List, showing the prices for various quantities of 
ethicals. It was suggested that Etiphos Plain and 
Etiphos with Phenobarb be included in this list.

Report on Combined Meeting of Guild Committee and 
Society Council—The President reported that a very 
successful combined meeting of both bodies had been 
held on March 2, when 17 were present. All were in 
agreement with the proposals for improving the present 
course of training for pharmaceutical students in 
Queensland. The meeting decided that every registered 
pharmacist in Queensland should have an opportunity 
to express his or her views on the proposals and it was 
unanimously agreed that a copy of the proposals should 
be submitted to each registered pharmacist, with a tear- 
off portion asking them to advise, after p2rusal, if they 
were in favour of the proposals which it was proposed 
to submit by deputation to the Government. Mr. Lene- 
han said this would be attended to in a few weeks after 
the executive of both bodies had met and decided on 
the form of presentation to members. 

Emanating from that meeting, the Guild and Society 
Committees were asked to discuss at their meetings 
the suggestion that a letter be written to the Technical 
College, requesting the establishment of post examina- 
tions to assist those students who fail in their first year 
examinations. It was pointed out that the Central Tech- 
nical College had stipulated that if a student failed in 
a subject or subjects in the first year examinations, the 
student would be required to re-do the year’s study. 
The Guild and Society were anxious for the Technical 
College to establish a supplementary examination to 
be held a few weeks before the commencement of the 
second year course, to give the student a chance to 
continue with the second year’s studies. 

Members of the committee considered this an excel- 
lent suggestion and on the motion of Mr. Noble, sec- 
onded by Mr. Munro, it was unanimously resolved that 
a letter be sent to the Principal of the Central Tech- 
nical College, urging the establishment of a supplemen- 
tary examination, as suggested. 

It was also suggested that a copy of the communica- 
tion to the Technical College be made available to the 
Pharmacy Board for its information.

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The trunks of the dead trees were removed last 
month and submitted to the Government Analyst, who 
found quantities of arsenic round auger holes drilled 
in the butts. 

Other trees in the same street have also died, but 
these were found to have been killed by escaping gas 
from leaking gas mains. 


EARTHQUAKE DAMAGE. 


The severe earthquake which shook Adelaide in the 
early morning of March 4 was a terrifying experience 
for many people. Damage in the aggregate was 
immense and sufferers numerous. Fortunate indeed was 
the fact that injury to life and limb was negligible. 

Among those who sustained loss was Mr. H, C. Martin. 
Secretary of the Pharmaceutical Society of South Aus- 
tralia and Registrar of the Pharmacy Board, whose 
home was extensively damaged. We have no reports 
of heavy damage from loss, to pharmacists, but give 
below a summary of the reports received. 

E. H. Highman, Cumberland Park, said: “I could not 
believe my eyes when I ran into my shop. Bottles 
and drugs had crashed from the shelves, and broken 
glass was everywhere. We were lucky. Some bottles 
of valuable drugs had fallen, but were not broken. It 
took my wife, my daughter and myself an hour to tidy 
up. My loss was about £10.” ‘ 


J. Bird, of Fullarton: The wall behind the shelves 
carrying stocks of some proprietary lines in the shop 
was badly cracked and the stock precipitated in a mass 
on the floor. We started with the shovel and buckets 
to move the debris, and then used mops and water. 
The rugs ran into the dispensary and made an awful 
mess. three-hour job before we got reasonably 
straight. 

Rex Daniel, Blackwood: The’ steel shelving in the 
storeroom which was not attached to the wall stood 
the shock well, but the wall in the shop to which 
shelves were fixed was badly damaged, and-so the staff 
were faced with a carpet of stock which took four 
people most of the day ‘to sort out. In the dispensary 
the Pulv. Trag. Co. was broken and the powder well 
distributed.’ A. bottle containing 5000 phenobarbitone 
tablets smashed, distributing the contents throughout 
the whole of the dispensary, and debris in the shop 
even to the front door. ., 

H. Flaherty, Plympton: The deep shelves in the dis- 
are had the bottles perched on the extreme edge, 

ut not displaced, but the shop floor was strewn with 
stock and a mess made up of the contents of bottles 
of Lournay Beauty Mask, Petrolagar and. Laurence’s 
Emulsion. 

M. Robinson, Erindale: Miss Sue Martin, a third 
year student, supplies the following details:—. 

Even burglars, vandals or a clumsy apprentice could 
not have created as much havoc as Mother Nature did 
in the short space of 20 seconds. The floor was littered 
with bottles of all shapes and sizes, many of which 
were broken, and from them pools of various hues had 
spread out to stain and saturate everything within 
reach. However, as everything from complicated emul- 
sion creams to earthquakes comes under the category 
of “Good experience for the apprentice,” so we poor 
unfortunates set to to restore order from chaos. They 
say disaster brings out the best and worst in man, 
and even here this could be applied, as a first year 
apprentice unknowingly exposed his ignorance by trying 
to wipe up a pool of Friar’s Balsam with hot soapy 
water! 

Customers entering the shop dodged the broken glass 
and sidestepped a pool of Bay Rum, looked amazed at 
the wreckage, and made sympathetic noises, while the 
poor apprentice painstakingly picked up a bottle—a 
rather difficult task when the bottle is in fully 100 


extremely small, extremely sharp pieces. The day was 
not without its lesson, however, for we noticed that 
the Infants’ Corrective Cordial very effectively enrolled 
the Complexion Lotion! 

Having removed the broken glass and wiped those 
bottles which were not broken, the apprentice then 
set about scrubbing the floor, which was sticky with 
an effective mixture of D.D.T. emulsions; cough syrups, 
oils and simple creams. That task completed, all the 
goods remaining on the shelves had to be straightened, 
for there was hardly anything that was not either 
dislodged or disturbed. Many were so precariously 
balanced that another shake would have sent them to 
join their fellows on the floor. Finally, with duster 
in hand, the apprentice faced the pleasant task of 
removing the fine powdering of ceiling plaster which 
covered everything, and in many cases quite large pieces 
were adorning the counters. 

The earthquake, of course, formed the universal topic 
of conversation for several days, and there was no need 
to resort to “Nice day, isn’t it?” when serving cus- 
tomers, for quite some time. However, like all things, 
it was a seven days wonder, and now all that remains 
to remind us of the fateful day is the sticking plaster 
on the apprentice’s finger and a fading green stain by 
the front counter. 

Ross Daniell, Blackwood: We were faced with a 
shocking mess with the smaller bottles from the shop 
shelves broken on the floor. In the dispensary the 
Tinct. Iod. Mit. was broken, but the Acid. Hydrochlor. 
Cone. and Mortochloracetic Acid, although on the floor, 
had managed to reach there without disaster. 

H. G. Collyer, Brighton: The shop suffered a broken 
show jar, but a peculiar thing happened in the garage: 
there an empty winchester quart standing on the 
cement floor was lifted and: dropped’ just enough to 
crack off the base, but leaving the whole standing 
upright and apparently in good condition. 

Strempel & Jolly, Adelaide: Mr. G. Kinnear, an ap- 
prentice of Strempel & Jolly, reports that eyes showing 
signs of interrupted sleep betrayed more than unusual 
interest as they reported for work on that memorable 
Monday. The first symptoms of damage were barri- 
cades placed across a lane adjoining the pharmacy. 
A disturbed gable of masonry threatened to descend 
from the third floor in awful conformity to Newton’s 
Law of Gravity. The dispensary appeared to be very 
slightly the worse for wear. A lone jar had deposited 
its powdery contents on the bench, and apart from 
a disarrangement of once neat rows of tinctures, syrups, 
infusions, etc., the sight was satisfactory to the pros- 
pective debris remover. 

But, alas, he had not yet inspected the basement. 
Here a grim prospect greeted his eye. The rows of 
shelving holding the pharmacy’s stock had a drunken 
and disorderly demeanour. 

The intermingling of sweet syrupy vapours and harsh 
antiseptics arose from the bewildering morass on the 
floor of broken glass. 

Pausing in his work, the apprentice breathed a prayer 
of thankfulness that he did not serve his time in Japan 
or other quake-ridden countries. 


SOME IMPRESSIONS ON HEARING A READING OF 
SIR HUGH LINSTEAD’‘S COMMEMORATIVE PLAY, 
“JACOB BELL AND OTHERS.” 


(Read at the Half-Yearly General Meeting of Members 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of South Australia, March 
4, 1954.) 


“Of the future,” says G. M. Trevelyan in his History 
of England, “the historian can see no more than others. 
He can only point like a showman to the things of the 
past, with their manifold and mysterious message.” 

_ Recently (on March 4, 1954) at the Half-Yearly Meet- 
ing of the Pharmaceutical Society of South Australia 
a group of student pharmacists gave a convincing read- 
ing of Sir Hugh Linstead’s commemorative play Jacob 
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Bell and Some Others. Mr. Linstead, as he was then, 
wrote this play in 1941 in honour of the centenary of 
the founding of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain. 

Without a doubt there were a number of messages 
which the play conveyed—messages which, I suspect, 
the older generation appreciated far more than the 
younger members of the audience. For instance, Jacob 
Bell’s insistence that “our Society must be based on 
our responsibilities and not on our rights.”

Again, Phyllis Macleod’s assertion (in respect of Wil- 
liam Allen as a suitable first President): ‘“’Tis the busy 
men that find time for new work.” 

And one’s attention was caught by Jacob’s tribute to 
a. piece of worth-while advice which William Allen 
gave him as a lad: “My boy, much time is lost in 
desultory indecision; when this comes on, catch up the 
nen thing that comes to hand of those that must be 

one.” 

About 1830 standards of drug milling were deplorably 
low, and adulteration was a regular practice of the 
trade. Allen continually sought to counter the evil, 
and we noted references to this in the play. “We must 
make our people ashamed to sell the adulterated drugs 
that pass today for good.” “There is no trade where 
there is more scope for the knave than the drug trade” 
was another of his comments. 

Opposition to the forming of the new Society there 
certainly was. The character of Dangerfield, who typi- 
fied “the opposition,” is very well drawn by the author. 
One was also amused at the hotel porter’s reaction to 
news of the inaugural meeting of the Society: 

“That means put up prices. . . . No Society that 
starts on tea is any good. Tea means you’re sober. To 


do good you want porter. .. . No, they’re all for making 
you and me pay more.... They wants us ill... .” 

And what had led up to the formation of this new 
Society? 


For at least 50 years before its foundation in a Strand 
tavern on April 15, 1841, chemists and druggists (as 
they were then known) had been without an organised 
scheme of education and qualification by examination. 

This made them particularly vulnerable to allegations 
such as those levelled against them in 1794 by the 
apothecaries. 

In 1812 the latter framed a bill designed to prohibit 
the practice of medicine, surgery, midwifery and phar- 
macy by uneducated persons. (In 1794 they referred 
to the chemists’ lack of a classical education.) This 


bill was withdrawn and replaced by that of 1814 which 
eventually became the Apothecaries Act 1815. °. This 
gave apothecaries certain privileges to practise medi- 
cine, and gave chemists and druggists statutory recog- 
nition for the first time of the position they had gained 
as dispensers and vendors of drugs and medicines. 

Subsequent attempts by the apothecaries to control 
pharmacy were made in 1830 and 1839. By 1841 events 
reached a crisis. The apothecaries attempted to brin 
down a bill “to amend the laws relating to the Medica 
Profession.” This bill sought to bring pharmacists 
under the jurisdiction of a body which would examine 
them, but on which they would not be represented. 

It was Jacob Bell, among others, who realised that 
the pharmacists could not maintain their position in- 
definitely unless they became organised, unless they 
had legal recognition, a uniform system of education, 
and qualification by examination. In short, they must 
attain “protection and increased respectability.” And 
we, Bell’s successors, know only too well the value of 
being organised against adversity. 

Sir Hugh Linstead’s play proceeds to show how Jacob 
Bell moved towards his goal. 

A sidelight of interest is the reference to the contro- 
versy which surrounded the pronunciation of the word 
pharmaceutical. _ Today we are quite surprised to hear 
anyone use the hard C or K sound. There are, how- 
ever, some current books of reference which give the 
K sound as second choice, e.g. M.A. Pink’s A Dictionary 
of Correct English (Pitman). But Mr. Pink does: hasten 
to add that the B.B.C. prefers the S to the K sound. 
(The Shorter Oxford English Dictionary of 1947 does 
not recognise the K sound at all.) Bell and Redwood, 
of ‘course, mention that the pronunciation ‘once 
occupied a learned judge and counsel in the latter half 
of last century, and it is this which no doubt inspired 
Sir Hugh to direct our attention to the controversy. 


It is fitting to recall some of the events that occurred 
in England before and after 1840. 

Great economic distress (1815 to 1820) had followed 
the Napoleonic War; the slave trade had been abolished 
in 1807, and William Allen had been a strong advocate 
for its abolition; the Regency of 1811 to 1820, with its 
emphasis on profligacy and unbridled extravagance

which brought public regard for the monarchy to a 
very low ebb; the coming of macadamised roads; the 
sailing of the first steamer, The Comet, down the Clyde 
in 1812; Stephenson’s first locomotive with a top speed 
of 3 m.p.h.; Waterloo in 1815; Humphry Davy’s safety 
lamp in the same year; the opening of the first railway 
in 1825, followed five years later by the Liverpool to 
Manchester line; the preparation of chloroform by 
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Liebig in 1832, and its use as an anaesthetic by Simpson 
in 1847; the passing of the Anatomy Act which per- 
mitted bodies to be dissected for pathological purposes; 
the first successful blood transfusion by obstetrician 
James Blundell in 1829; the beginning of the State’s 
interest in education by the passing of the Factory 
Act 1833, which required that all children employed 
in cotton mills must have two hours’ instruction per 
day; the working week of 68 hours for children; the 
colonisation of South Australia in 1836; the Registration 
(of births and deaths) Act of 1838; the first crossing 
of the Atlantic by steam power alone in 1838; the 
introduction of penny postage in 1840 at the instigation 
of Rowland Hill; the weekly delivery of letters and 
the coming of the envelope; the appalling ignorance 
among the populace of England and Wales—at least 
50 per cent. of children of 13 to 14 years could not 
read and 75 per cent. could not write; the founding 
in 1842 of “The Illustrated London News”; Queen Vic- 
toria’s first rail journey in 1842. 

In 1828 Wohler had synthesised urea and laid the 
foundation of organic chemistry. Between 1818 and 
1821 Pelletier and Caventou of France had isolated 
strychnine, quinine and caffeine. 


Quinine was one of the four alkaloids admitted for 
the first time to the London Pharmacopoeia 1836, which 
was the standard for drugs when the Society was 
founded. The first British Pharmacopeia was to 
appear in 1864. Other drugs official in 1836 were ergot; 
iodine and bromine and their salts; mercuric iodide; 

hosphoric and hydrocyanic acids; creosote; chlorinated 
ime; and French brandy, since it was more agreeable 
and more wholesome than the local, adulterated brew. 


The London Pharmacopoeia of 1836 had been revised 
and edited by Richard Phillips, F.R.S., who had been 


closely associated with William Allen. Notes on the

physical properties of chemical substances were in- 
cluded for the first time, together with tests for im- 
purities and means of detecting adulterants. Imperial 
weights and measures of the 1824 Act were adopted. 
But in 1840 there wasn’t a Pharmacy Act. This 
followed 12 years later (in 1852), one year after the 


Sale of Arsenic Act in 1851. It wasn’t until the suc- 
cession of criminal poisonings of 1855-56 by nux vomica 
that the question of the sale of poisons became a matter 
of public concern. This eventually led to the Schedule 
attached to the Pharmacy Act 1868 which listed potent 
poisons saleable only by pharmacists. 


When Jacob Bell served his apprenticeship there 
were no newspapers and no radio. The telephone 
came long after Bell was dead, viz. in 1884, some 14 
years after the institution of a telegraph service. From 
about 1850 pharmacies were oil-lit or gas-lit; it was 
not until the late 80’s and the 90’s that electric illu- 
mination was introduced. 

Bell’s apprenticeship to his father meant an 8 a.m. 
start until 11 p.m. No one was allowed to leave the 
premises at night without special permission; but those 
off duty could, if they chose, go out in the morning 
before breakfast. No conversation was allowed at 
breakfast or at tea time, as all were busy with regular 
half-hourly readings of suitable books. 


“It was the practice,” says Redwood, “to take books 
of substantial information and read them through in 
this way. No better system of study by reading could 
be devised. The mind was never wearied, nor was 
the continuity of the subject too much broken up.” 
(There’s a hint for the modern student.) 


But Bell’s studies were not confined to pharmacy. 
He had a taste for the fine arts, including music, and 
especially for drawing. Dickens and Thackeray were 
known to him personally as was Edwin Landseer. 


He founded “The Pharmaceutical Journal,” to which 
he faithfully devoted himself for 18 years. He was a 
member of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society 
from the day it was formed, and was President at the 
time of his death (June, 1859). 


The Crown and Anchor Tavern stood in the Strand 
on the south side facing St. Clement’s Church. It had, 
in its day, been the meeting place for Dr. Johnson and 
his followers. Richard Brinsley Sheridan, politician, 
wit and playwright, as well as Sir Joshua Reynolds 
must often have joined Johnson in this tavern. 


But the house as Dr. Johnson knew it had been 
pulled down in 1790 and rebuilt with its large assembly 
room where the druggists met. This room was inaugu- 
rated in 1798, and lustre was added to the occasion by 
a banquet to the Whig statesman Charles James Fox, 
whose statue stands in the gardens of Bloomsbury 
Square immediately facing No. 17, the Society’s offices. 


_ Of Bloomsbury Square it is of interest to recall that 
it was at one time a fashionable quarter of London 
favoured by nobility and gentry, “insomuch as the 
place is esteemed the most healthful in London.” 


Of famous men who have lived in Bloomsbury Square 
we can name Disraeli, Sir Richard Steele, Colley 
Cibber, and Sir Hans Sloane who succeeded Sir Isaac 
Newton as President of the Royal Society and was 
founder of the British Museum and President of the 
College of Physicians. 


William Allen, the Society’s first President, was a 
Quaker who had taken a prominent part in the cam- 
paign to abolish slavery. He was a man who was 
“sanguine in everything he undertook,” and his interests 
were many and varied, being divided between science 
and benevolence. “There was hardly a Royal person 
in Europe or an ambassador that he had not inter- 
viewed”—he had made no less than eight missionary 
journeys to the Continent—and he was the confidant 
of Edward, Duke of Kent, the father of Queen Victoria. 


At the age of 22 he began work as a clerk at the 
Plough Court Pharmacy, which was then known as 
Timothy Bevan and Son, Druggists and Chemists. 
Within three years Allen had become a partner in the 
firm, and later, after his marriage to Charlotte Han-

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bury, he took his wife’s nephews into partnership, so 
that in 1856 the firm became known by its present-day 
title of Allen and Hanburys. It was one of the tragic 
happenings of World War II that the centenary of the 
Pharmaceutical Society coincided with the destruction 
by German incendiaries of Allen’s historic Plough Court 
Pharmacy in Lombard street. 

At the early age of 37 he had been elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society. For 25 years he was lecturer on 
chemistry and experimental philosophy at Guy’s Hos- 
pital. He was indeed a man of accomplishment. He 
was over 70 when elected President of the Society, and 
died within three years of its foundation.

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“I would also like to draw your attention,” he said, 
“to the prizes for students which have again been made 
available by the courtesy of Parke, Davis & Co. Ltd 
These prizes are to be awarded to the two students 
obtaining the highest marks in the third year examina 
tion. In November, Messrs. K. B, Glastonbury and I. N 
Hennessy were successful in gaining the Parke, Davis 
award, which was an educational and entertainment 
visit to Sydney, and this visit was made during Janu 
ary of this year. 

“It is with very sincere regret that I have to report 
to the members the loss sustained by pharmacy in 
in the passing of Mr. W. Upton, who was for very 
many years a member of our Society, and also of th: 
death of Mr. P. T. Martin, who was a Past President 
of the Board, in addition to having served as a membe! 
of the Council and on the committee of F.P.S.G.A. 
(S.A. Branch). The loss of these two members is very 
much regretted and our sympathy has already been 
extended to the members of their families. 

“As no doubt you are aware, in recent years an 
organisation known as the Pharmaceutical Employees’ 
Association was in existence. This organisation late: 
became defunct and its functions were taken over by 
the Miscellaneous Workers’ Union. We claim that 
pharmacy is a professional calling and it therefore 
appears to your Council to be undesirable that this 
section of pharmacy should be dealt with on the same 
basis as ordinary trade organisations. Your Council 
suggests to any members concerned as employees that 
thought should be given to the re-constitution of the 
Pharmaceutical Employees’ Association, apart from 
trade sections.” 

Mr. Holloway then stated that arrangements were 
well in hand for a number of lectures to be given in the 
evening during the winter months. The first talk would 
be in April, probably on antibiotics, and would be 
followed by similar talks on B.P. 1953 and on dispensing 
problems, if the present arrangements were carried out 
At these gatherings it is proposed to introduce a new 
feature of organising panels of members to answer ques 
tions about prescriptions which members might like to 
send in for general benefit. 

During his remarks, the President congratulated and 
welcomed the 27 new members who had joined the 
Society as a result of passing the November examina 
tions, and similarly the four who had passed the Feb 
ruary series. He further congratulated each of the 
yearly prize winners and those who topped the evening 
class dealing with pharmaceutical services in presenting 
inscribed books to each of the following students:

The President presented the undermentioned prizes 
and congratulated the recipients: 

W. Patterson Prizes.—First Year Miss H. B. Smith: 
Second Year, Miss D. M. Henrie; Third Year, Mr. K. B

Pharmaceutical Services.—Mr. J. M. Lloyd, Mr. K. I 
Haddy. 

Under the usual item of “any other business,” Mr 
D. McLaren enquired regarding the restrictions on 
médicines designed to alleviate seasickness. Mr. K. S. 
Porter, President of the Pharmacy Board and a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Committee on Food and Drugs, 
gave the reply that clinical evidence indicated that 
the restrictions were advisable but that Mr. McLaren 
could with advantage direct his enquiry to the Central 
Board of Health. ; 

As this concluded the formal business the President 
declared the meeting closed. 

Students in the Pharmacy course under the direction 
of Mr. S. A. Downie then presented a reading of the 
play “Jacob Bell and Others,” by Sir Hugh Linstead. 
Although this play had been previously read in class 
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as a portion of the new courses of instruction—in 
particular the section dealing with the History of 
Pharmacy—the sponsors, Messrs. S. A. Downie, H. C. 
Martin and E. F. Lipsham, were pleasantly surprised 
to find that the audience followed each incident with 
very keen interest and that the subject matter provided 
a large number of mirthful moments. Most of these 
were due to the skill of the author in selecting and 
developing to the best advantage incidents in the 
lives of pharmacists, which must always be topical, 
irrespective ot the period or age. The play dealt with 
the formation of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain. The applause at the conclusion indicated the 
appreciation of the members for the manner in which 
the play had been submitted. 

At this stage supper was provided and then followed 
a talk on Photography, together with slides to illus- 
trate various points. The talk was given by Mr. F. A. 
White, A.R.P.S. of Kodak (A’asia.) Pty. Ltd. 

Mr. White attacked the subject from the pharmacists’ 
angle of the selling of cameras and stressed the factors 
he considered more important to tell customers when 
endeavouring to make sales in photographic equipment. 
He pointed out that the amateur ge ened could 
be a valuable customer, and as the pharmacist was 
agent for cameras, developers, etc., the potential buyer 
expects the “man behind the counter” to possess suffi- 
cient knowledge to answer his queries. It is necessary 
always to ensure that when a sale is made the customer 
fully understands the working of the camera, so that he 
may take pictures with confidence. A satisfied customer 
will return to the pharmacy for his films and develop- 
ing equipment, if he feels his confidence can be placed 
in the pharmacist’s advice. 

Mr. White briefly introduced the subject of picture 
composition, illustrating the points he made with 
the aid of black and white slides. 

A number of colour slides were then shown. Ques- 
tions were asked by a number present and Mr. White 
concluded by reminding members that the service of 
Kodak’s technical advice bureau was always available 
should any queries arise. 

The President thanked Mr. White for his interesting 
talk and for the trouble which had been taken in pre- 
senting it to members. The President’s remarks were 
seconded by Mr. Russell, thus bringing to a close a 
happy evening.

By notification in N.S.W. Government Gazette No. 
30, Tuesday, February 23, 1954, drugs and pharmaceu- 
tical prescriptions are decontrolled. 

Decontrol follows action by the Guild, supported by 
the N.S.W. Drug Group. 

The declaration in the Gazette reads— 


Prices Regulation Act 1948-1949. 
Declaration No. 114 (N.S.W). 

I, ABRAM LANDA, being the Minister for the time 
being administering the Prices Regulation Act, 1948- 
1949, in pursuance of the powers conferred upon me 
by section 19 of the aforesaid Act. do hereby amend 
Declaration No. 111 (N.S.W.) dated the twenty-ninth 
day of October, 1953, as amended:— 

1. By omitting from Schedule “A” thereto the fol- 
lowing items, namely— 

“13. Drugs and chemicals whether packed or soid 
under any brand, trade or proprietary name (but not 
including drugs and chemicals used solely for veteri- 
nary purposes, medical gases, olive. oil and all ethicals 
other than insulin) of not less than the standard pre- 
scribed by any one or more of— 

(a) British Pharmacopoeia. 

(b) British Pharmacopoeia Codex. 

(c) United States Pharmacopoeia. 

(d) Australian Pharmaceutical Formulary. 

(e) The Extra Pharmacopoeia (Martindale). 

16. Pharmaceutical prescriptions.” 

2. By omitting from Schedule “B” thereto the follow- 
ing item, namely— 

“131. Any rights under an agreeme ‘nt for the dispen- 
sing of pharmaceutical prescriptions.’

AGENTS IN ALL STATES. 
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PHARMACY BOARD OF NEW SOUTH WALES 
Fifty-Seventh Annual Report. 


The 57th annual report of the Pharmacy Board of 
New South Wales covering activities for the year ended 
December 31, 1953, summarises the main work of the 
Board for the year. 

Reference is made in the report to the Pharmacy 
Amendment Act 1952 and it is stated that, although the 
Act has not yet come into operation, advice was 
received that the Government had set aside a substan- 
tial grant of money to enable the University to provide 
the necessary buildings, staff and equipment to imple- 
ment the new scheme of training. 

The report adds, however, that it would be some time 
before this is possible. 

Under the heading “Foreign Chemists” it is stated 
that the Board considered the position of persons who 
hold qualifications in other countries whose certificates 
were not recognised by the Board. The Minister for 
Health subsequently recommended that the Pharmacy 
Act be amended to give the Board power to assess such 
qualifications and to determine the courses of study or 
examinations which must be passed. A decision had 
not yet been reached. 

Referring to the new Poisons Act 1953, the report 
states that it is wide in its application and has brought 
many problems of interpretation. Prescription control 
of “restricted drugs” is introduced for the first time into 
Poisons legislation of New South Wales, although it 
exists in other State Acts. Policing of the Act will be 
the en of the Board and of the Police Department 
jointly. 


Deaths from Poisons. 

Poisons responsible for fatalities are classified under 
three headings: 

(a) Drugs available on the authority of a doctor’s 
prescription; 

(b) Poisons used in agriculture or as fumigants; 

(c) Other poisons. 

In group (a) barbiturates were responsible for 31 
deaths; morphine 1; digitalis 1 

In the agriculture group, arsenical poison accounted 
for 10 deaths, and strychnine for 12, cyanide 3, nicotine 
3, and hexaethyltetraphosphate 2. 

In the third group (Other Poisons), thallium was 
responsible for 4: lysol for 5; chloral hydrate 9; and 
open chain ureides 4; which with others made a total 
of 31 deaths from this group. 

The report states: “It is of interest to note the steady 
increase in the number of deaths from the barbiturates. 
They represent approximately one-third of the total 
deaths recorded.” 


KODAK DINNER, 1954. 


The 1954 Kodak Dinner was held at Ushers Hotel, 
Sydney, on March 1, when Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Allen, Mr. 
Lloyd and Mr. Burke (Kodak) entertained the Presi- 
dent and members of the State Branch Committee of 
the Guild, and the President of the Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

The guests were Mr. L. W. Smith (President, Guild), 
Mr. E. G. Hall (President, Pharmaceutical Society). Mr. 
O. C. V. Leggo (Federal Delegate and Vice-President, 
N.S.W. Branch of the Guild). Mr. W. F. Pinerua (Trea- 
surer), Mr. K. E. Thomas, Mr. C. D. Bradford, Mr. R. 
W. Feller, Mr. W. G. Sapsford, Mr. J. N. Young, Mr. 
K. Jordan, Mr. R. S. Leece and Mr. A. E. Conolly. 

The loyal toast was honoured. 

Mr. Mitchell said he valued these informal meetings 
with the leaders in pharmacy. He respected those who 
laboured to help others. It was Kodak’s policy to 
market the company’s goods through the chemist. The 
Kodak dinner each year permitted discussions and ex- 
planations regarding the solution of problems. At the

previous dinner Mr. Smith was going overseas; he had 
recently returned, and it was appropriate to welcome 
him back at the Kodak dinner. (Applause.) 

Mr. Mitchell said he would like Mr. Smith to tell 
of some of his experiences overseas. 

Mr. Smith said: “Firstly I thank you for your kind 
words of welcome, secondly, the road to Tophet is 
paved with good intentions. I have not yet made a 
report of my overseas activities.” 

Mr. Smith detailed some of the items which needed 
correction in various countries of the world. In the 
United States people suffered from a phobia that they 
were in a great hurry, and this caused them not to 
answer questions civilly. The “big black stick of 
liquorice” on a railway station, when asked “which 
platform,” answered laconically, “straight along, first 
to the left.” The Americans imagined they were in a 
hurry and being an alien did not improve matters. 

Mr. Smith said he had been told in Chicago that they 
could not understand his “foreign” accent. 

Mr. Smith said he looked forward to another trip 
get when he would “do” the British Isles properly. 

Smith said, “We are here tonight to introduce 
giedieien and I open up by saying we look to you for 
better attention on the D. & P. side.” 

Mr. Smith said the “Gilseal News” was to be im- 
proved to carry more information to members. Every 
ten years there was a new growth of pharmacists, and 
they should be educated to understand what Kodak 
was doing for them. The Kodak story should be told 
in the columns of ‘“Gilseal News.” Further, the Guild 
Service Bulletin went direct to Guild members: the 
people selling Kodak merchandise. A 24 hours D. & -P. 
service was really necessary. 

Mr. Mitchell said, “We will think seriously of your 
suggestions. Thank you all for coming along.” 

The function terminated after Mr. Hall had proposed 
a toast to the health of Mr. Mitchell and the executive 
members of the Kodak organisation. 


CHEMIST FINED AFTER TRADING 
OURS, 

On March 8, in the Chief Industrial Magistrate’s 
Court, Stuart Vickers, 27, of 300 Oxford street, Pad- 
dington, pleaded guilty to a charge of having failed to 
keep his shop closed in the prescribed hours. 

Mr. H. Isles, S.M., the Chief Industrial Magistrate, 
was told that a Department of Labor Inspector, E. J. 
Slattery, had watched a woman enter Vickers’ shop on 
December 3. 

She asked that a prescription be made up. 

Vickers told the court that doctors in his area had 
night surgeries starting at 6.30 p.m., and it was essential 
that chemist should be open to dispense prescriptions. 

Mr. Isles: Is there one chemist shop there only? 

Vickers: There are five. 

Mr. Isles: A law of this kind must be universal, 
otherwise one trader obtains an absolute advantage 
over others. 

Mr. Vickers said it was essential that one chemist 
should be open. He had traded after hours to give 
service to the sick, not to make money. An “anti- 
quated law” prevented many sick people obtaining 
medicine after 7 p.m. 

Vickers was fined £3 for having failed to keep his 
shop closed outside legal trading hours on December 3. 

Prosecution evidence showed that Vickers’ shop was 
“open and well illuminated” at 8.10 p.m. on December 3. 
The Factories and Shops Act fixes the week-day closing 
time at 7 p.m. 


Chemists on Roster for Late Dispensing 
The President of the British Medical Association, Dr. 
J. Hunter, is reported in the press as saying that 
chemists operated an organised roster vlan to dispense 
urgent prescriptions after normal trading hours. 
Dr. Hunter’s statement arose out of the conviction 
of Mr. S. Vickers, for having failed to keep his shop

closed outside legal trading hours on December 3. Dr. 
Hunter said that the chemists kept police stations sup- 
plied with confidential lists of chemists in each area 
who would be on call throughout the night to make up 
urgent prescriptions. The B.M.A. had advised its mem- 
bers of this, and doctors prescribing for urgent cases 
could authorise patients to contact the police for infor- 
mation on where to obtain a chemist. Chemists were 
anxious to ensure that they were called only in 
genuine emergencies. 
Chemist's View. 

Mr. Vickers, commenting on his fine for keeping his 
premises open, said he believed present after-hours ar 
rangements by chemists were inadequate to meet 
emergencies. He said most chemists did not live on the 
premises, and many lived great distances away from 
their shops. In all the trading he had done after hours, 
less than one per cent. of sales had been of trivial 
items. The demand had been chiefly for sulpha drugs, 
antibiotics, penicillin and other drugs. 

“The chemists’ trading hours are not only unreal. 
they are unfair to the public,” he said. 

“Chemists’ shops aren’t grocers’ shops. Chemist trad« 
in medicines which might make the difference between 
life and death if they aren’t provided speedily. 

“I think chemists should be prepared to give some- 
thing to the profession. Surely it hasn’t degenerated 
to a mere commercial venture that you make as com- 
fortable for yourself as possible, no matter how the 
public suffers.” 

The Secretary of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
N.S.W. (Mr. A. E. Conolly) said his Society opposed an 
extension of trading hours. It felt that the present 
hours were sufficient for all normal public require- 
ments. Most people knew where they could get in 
touch with a chemist in an emergency. There were 
chemists in each area who would make up urgent 
prescriptions at any hour.

Mr. Robinson welcomed the Sydney visitors after 
which the meeting plunged straight into business. 

C.R.M. Medicine Scheme.—Mr. Robinson said the 
C.R.M. had a medicine scheme. Members subscribed 
to the fund which reimbursed them for moneys spent 
for medicine. The patient pays the chemist in full, 
who gives the patient a receipt and also returns the 
prescription. With dangerous drugs prescriptions the 
C.R.M. fund had agreed to accept a D.D. Card in lieu 
of the prescription, which had to be retained by the 
chemist for cancellation and filing. 

Mr. Robinson then asked Mr. Hall to address the 
meeting. 

Mr. Hall said he had two or three matters for refer- 
ence. 

Compulsory Unionism.—Managers and assistants 
must join the Shop Assistants’ Union. It was not pos- 
sible to form and register a separate union for regis- 
tered pharmacists. The question would be asked, “Why 
did they not seek to form their own union prior to the 
introduction of compulsory unionism?” 

Poisons Act and Regulations.—The Council had done 
all it could to secure sensible amendments to the 
Poisons Act 1952, and the regulations thereunder. It 
would be difficult to get an amendment to the Act, but 
the regulations were due for amendment in quite a 
number of respects. 

The regulations were now being enforced by the 
Pharmacy Board, and seventeen prosecutions were 
pending. A chemist could not sell over the counter the 
“restricted” drugs, which included dexadrine, penicillin, 
the sulpha group, etc. 

New Drug Register.—The new D.D. Register made 
provision for the keeping of a “running” balance. The 
column previously headed “authority” had been altered 
to “prescriber.”’ In that column there should be ertered 
the doctor's name, not the old, erroneous and ambigu- 
ous “script.” Where the entry related to consumption 
of a drug under the limit, the name of the person “do- 
ing the prescribe” should be entered. 

Annual General Meeting.—Mr. Hall invited all who 
might be in a position so to do, to attend the Society’s 
annual general meeting, to be held at “Science House,” 
on March 31

BUTTURINI VU. Treatment of Dupuytren’s 


contracture with a-tocopheryl acetate. 
Minerva. Med. 41, 1235-7 (1950). 


Of 6 cases with Dupuytren’s contracture, 5 
had completely favourable results with reso- 
lution of the fibrosclerotic process, and 1 
case had partial improvement. Treatment 
consisted of oral administration of 100 to 
300 mg. tocopherol daily for 3 to 6 months 
or longer. 


deGRACIANSKY P. and BOULLE §&. Treat- 
ment of sclerous hypodermitis of the legs 
with tocopherol. Bull. soc. franc. dermatol. 
syphilig. 57, 213-4 (1950). 

Ten of 13 patients treated with vitamin E, 
300 mg. of tocopherol daily for 60 to 100 
days, were definitely improved. Collagenous 
infiltration stopped, ulcers healed, pliability 
of the skin and subcutaneous structures 
returned, and adhesions disappeared. Im- 
provement usually occurred by the 15th day, 
but in some patients 4 to 6 weeks were 
required. Oral administration was preferred 
because intramuscular injection induced un- 
desirable local reactions. 

KESSLER M. M. Vitamin E therapy in 
treatment of myopathies. J. Med. Soc. New 
Jersey 48, 164-5 (1951). 

Traumatic myositis (22 cases) yielded most 

satisfactory results. Improvement occurred 
within one or two days. Treatment con- 
sisted of vitamin E applied topically with 
or without diathermy. Tenosynovitis (3 
cases) also showed improvement in three 
days. Acute cases of bursitis (3 cases) 
showed prompt reduction of swelling and 
increased range of motion. Fibromyositis 
(28 cases) was favourably influenced by 
tocopherol treatment; spasm and pain were 
reduced, and also time lost from work was 
about halved compared with results of con- 
ventional treatments. Patients with arthritis 
(5 cases) and sciatica (2 cases) were also 
benefited. Subsequent experience with 
vitamin E indicated that oral administration 
plus topical application was superior to 
topical treatment alone.

Administration of 200 mg. tocopherols 
daily, in addition to other fat-soluble vita- 
mins and fat supplements, markedly im- 
proved the condition of 18 of 24 patients 
with multiple sclerosis. Five patients showed 
no improvement, and one became worse.

In the new Price List of Prescription Proprietaries, 
Hypodermic Tablets, etc., issued by the Federal Council 
of the Guild all preparations falling within the scope 
of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations in Victoria are 
indicated by a special symbol. 

In view of the attention given by the Police and 
Pharmacy Board Inspectors in recent months to the 
administration of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations the 
information thus supplied should be of considerable use 
as a reminder to the chemist of his obligations in this 
regard. This is the first step towards providing a list 
of all drugs and preparations controlled by the Regu- 
lations—a project which the Guild has been sponsoring 
for some time. 

The compilation of the identifying marks in the new 
price list has been handled by a committee of the 
Directors of Pharmaceutical Defence Ltd., pursuant to 
an undertaking given at the Guild Annual Meeting in 
August last. 


VICTORIAN COLLEGE OF PHARMACY. 
Government Aid. 

Victorian chemists are greatly heartened by the an- 
nouncement made by the President of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, Mr. I. J. Thompson, at the Annual! 
Meeting held on March 22, 1954. 

Mr. Thompson told members at this meeting that, 
after several years of negotiation, the Premier had 
informed him that the Victorian Government was to 
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make a very substantial sum of money available fo: 
the erection of a new College of Pharmacy on the site 
which is owned by the Society in the vicinity of the 
University of Melbourne at Parkville. This momentous 
announcement was received with great enthusiasm, 
and the Society is now awaiting confirmation and 
details. One aspect emphasised by the Premier was 
that the Society would be expected in the project to 
help itself by the provision of some finance. The 
history of this Society, which has from its own re- 
sources placed a building valued at some £80,000 on 
the land at 360 Swanston street indicates that it knows 
something of self-help and will rise to the occasion. 


DISCUSSION GROUP. 


On March 10 a successful meeting was held at the 
College on “P.B.A. and P.M.S. problems,” the discussion 
being led by Mr. Farnbach, of the Commonwealth 
Health Department. 


The attendance was good, 70 members being present. 
Mr. Farnbach covered an extensive field and clarified 
a number of doubtful points arising from Free Medicine 
and Pensioners’ Prescriptions. For any further infor- 
mation regarding problems of this nature, chemists are 
advised to contact Mr. Simmons re P.M.S. Scripts, Mr 
Farnbach for P.B.A., and Mr. Benson for information 
regarding payments. 

A vote of thanks was moved by the President, Mr. 
Oxley, and a round of applause was given in apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Farnbach’s talk. 


A committee meeting was held on March 18, at which 
it was decided to change the night of the Group meet- 
ing from the first to the second Wednesday of each 
month, commencing with May. Accordingly, the date 
of the May meeting will be May 12, and the topic 
chosen is “Forensic Pharmacy,” embracing dangerous 
and specified drugs. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT TO ENFORCE LAW 

RELATING TO SLIMMING PREPARATIONS. 
Several city chemists have been visited by inspectors 
of the Public Health Department and samples of slim- 

ming preparations have been purchased from them. 


Under the provisions of the Regulations and Stan- 
dards for Foods and Drugs it is clear that chemists are 
liable to prosecution if they sell preparations which 
are described or labelled contrary to the Regulations 


Because the provisions have not been strictly enforced 
in the past, nor brought prominently to the notice oi 
distributors, representations were made by the Guild 
to the Health Department requesting that penal action 
should not be ae in regard to existing stocks in 
the hands of retail chemists. 


The relevant Regulation is 76 (6) of the Regulations 
and Standards for Foods and Drugs which are made 
under the Health Act. The Regulation reads: “No 
person shall use in the inscription of the label attached 
to any drug, medicine, or medicinal preparation for 
sale, or to any package containing the same, any words 
which direcily or by implication . . . indicate or suggest 
that it is suitable, recommended or effective for slim- 
ming.” 

Other prohibitions under the same Regulation forbid 
the use on labels of words which directly or by impli- 
cation— 

(a) indicate or suggest that it will prevent, cure or 
alleviate baldness, Bright’s disease, blood pres- 
sure, blindness, cancer, cataract, consumption. 
corpulence, cholera, diabetes, diphtheria, dropsy. 
drunkenness or the drink habit, epilepsy, fits. 
irregularities and weakness of the generative 
organs, glaucoma, gallstones, glandular conditions. 
goitre, heart complaints, hernia, head noises, in- 
fantile paralysis, lupus, lung diseases, locomoto: 
ataxia, lest vitality, meningitis, paralysis, prema- 
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ture old. age, pyorrhoea, scrofula, tuberculosis, 

ulcers (duodenal, stomach, gastric or rodent), 

varicose veins, venereal diseases; 

indicate or suggest that it will prevent or cure 

acidity, asthma, bladder weakness or irritation, 

bronchitis, catarrh, eczema, gout, haemorrhoids, 

influenza, neuritis, rheumatism, whooping cough, 

varicose ulcers; 

falsely indicate or suggest that it is recommended 

or favoured by the medical, dental, nursing or 

pharmaceutical professions, or by any individual 

members or sections of these professions, or by 

any hospital; 

(e) indicate or suggest that it is an abortifacient. 

(d) indicate or suggest that it will develop the bust. 
raise the height, or eradicate wrinkles;

Thompson could be assured of a very warm welcome 
at Bloomsbury Square, headquarters of British phar- 
macy. In a humorous vein he spoke of the prowess 
displayed by pharmaceutical leaders frorn Victoria who 
had visited Great Britain in recent years, specifically 
Mr. Gavin Williams and Mr. Leonard Long. In Great 
Britain, he said, he ‘had gathered that members of the 
fraternity found themselves unable to keep up with 
the activities of Eric Scott, and so merely sat back 
and enjoyed him. (Laughter.) He thought that Mr. 
and Mrs. Thompson would find the experience of attend- 
ing the British Pharmaceutical Conference at Oxford 
as representatives of Australian pharmacy an exciting 
experience, and knew that they would be worthy repre- 
sentatives. He was happy to support the good wishes 
expressed by Mr. Johnson. 

Mr. F. N. Lee, President of the Victorian Branch of 
the Guild, said he was happy to join in the expressions 
of goodwill, and supported the toast. He spoke par- 
ticularly of Mr. Thompson’s outstanding work for the 
Guild and for the Public Relations Secretariat, paying 
tribute to the manner in which Mr. Thompson could 
alwavs be relied upon to resolve a difficult problem 
and his outstanding capacity for dealing with a delicate 
situation. He had pleasure in supporting the toast 
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which he now handed back to the proposer. 
The toast was honoured with obvious enthusiasm. 


Presentations._Mrs. Scott, on behalf of the Council 
of the Society, then presented to Mrs. Thompson a 
leather-bound trip book suitably inscribed and to Mr. 
Thompson a travelling clock. These gifts, he said, 
were expressions of affection and esteem from Mr 
Thompson’s colleagues of the Council, who were sincere 
in their good wishes for a very happy trip. 

In responding Mr. Thompson said that at such times 
one was apt to be a little overwhelmed. He felt that 
some of the flattering remarks which had been made 
were not deserved, but he had always been interested 
in the welfare and advancement of pharmacy. He felt 
that this evening he was in a gathering of friends. 
and it was always a delight to him to have friends 
around and about him. He regarded it as a very high 
honour indeed to be the President of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of Victoria, and to have been entrusted 
with the responsibility of representing the Society and 
Australian pharmacy in conferences overseas. On 
behalf of Mrs. Thompson and himself he wished to 
thank all present for their very good wishes and for 
the presentations which had been made. The night 
would long live in their memories as a very happy 
occasion. 

Mr. Keith Attiwill then made presentations on behalf 
of the Federal Office of the Guild. After a witty intro- 
duction to his remarks, he spoke of the inspiration he 
had derived from the leadership and guidance of Mr 
Thompson as Chairman of the Public Relations Secre- 
tariat. He had much pleasure on behalf of the Federal 
Office in presenting Mr. Thompson with a travelling 
outfit and Mrs. Thompson with a handbag. Mrs 
Thompson responded in appropriate terms, thanking 
Mr. Attiwill and the Federal Office for the gifts and 
all for the hospitality and good wishes which they had 
expressed. 

A very happy evening terminated at 11.15 p.m. 


INQUIRY BY THE PHARMACY BOARD. 


Chemist Called on to Show Cause Why Name Should 
not be Erased from Register. 

Mr. Leslie George Knapman, a_ pharmaceutical 
chemist carrying on business at Wodonga, Victoria, was 
summoned to appear before the Pharmacy Board of 
Victoria at an inquiry on March 10 to show cause why 
his name should not be erased from the Pharmaceutical 
Register following prosecutions for various offences 
under the Poisons, Dangerous Drugs and Pharmacy 
Regulations in 1952. 

The inquiry was presided over by the President of 
the Board, Mr. H. A. Braithwaite. Mr. W. O. Harris 
instructed by W. E. Pearcey and Ivey, assisted the 
Board. Mr. J. F. Moloney appeared for Mr. Knapman 

Formal evidence was given by the Registrar of the 
Board concerning convictions on the following charges 
at the Wodonga Court on July 9, 1953:— 

1. Supplying a Dangerous Drug without a prescrip- 

tion; 

2. Dispensing a specified drug without a prescription 

3. Failing to record all transactions in Dangerous 

Drugs; 

4. Failing to make an inventory of Dangerous Drugs 

upon acquiring a business; 

5. Failing to store all Dangerous Drugs apart fron 
other goods; 

Failing to cancel prescriptions for Dangerous Drugs: 

Failing to cancel a prescription for a specified drug: 

. Selling a liniment which contained poison other- 
wise than in a bottle complying with the Regu- 
lations; 

9. Failing to endorse prescriptions as required by 

Regulation 77 (h) of the Pharmacy Regulations. 

After hearing formal evidence Mr. Moloney contended 
that the Board was not competent to proceed, as it was 
the informant in the charges against Knapman, and 
was now acting in the capacity of judge. After brief 
consideration the Board decided that it would proceed 
with the inquiry. 
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Circumstances relating to the convictions were out- 
lined by Mr. W. O. Harris, and evidence concerning 
certain conditions at the pharmacy in relation to dan- 
gerous and specified drugs was given by Sgt.-Det. J. 
E. De Lany, formerly Chief of the C.I.B. Drug Bureau. 
This evidence was corroborated by Senior Det. D. S. 
Ritchie. 

Mr. Moloney on behalf of Mr. Knapman claimed that 
there was no case to answer. The Board, after con- 
sidering this submission, ruled that there was a case 
to answer, and after further argument the inquiry was 
adjourned until March 24. 

At the adjourned hearing Mr. Knapman was called 
upon to give evidence. Admissions were made by him 
in regard to failure to keep proper records of transac- 
tions in Dangerous Drugs. He pleaded pressure of 
business and inability to obtain adequate staff in miti- 
gation. He contradicted a statement of Sgt. De Lany 
that pethidine ampoules had been outside of the Dan- 
gerous Drugs cupboard, but admitted that heptalgin 
was not locked up at the time of the inspection. Failure 
to cancel and endorse prescriptions for Dangerous Drugs 
and Specified Drugs was admitted. It was claimed that 
a conviction had been wrongly recorded in respect of 
a charge of supplying a Dangerous Drug (linctus 
heroin) without a prescription, although it was acknow- 
ledged that a specified drug had been counter pre- 
scribed. 

Mr. Moloney asked the Board to deal leniently with 
his client who, he said, had been in ill health and 
subject to much pressure and business worry. Charges 
brought against him, he suggested, were not such as 
would justify the Board in holding him unfit through 
improper conduct to be allowed to continue to practise 
as a pharmaceutical chemist. Mr. Moloney pointed to 


the provision in section 89 of the Medical Act Part III 


that the Board should not erase or remove the name 
of a chemist from the Register by reason of any offence 
or conduct which either from its trivial nature or from 
the surrounding circumstances did not in the public 
interest disqualify that person from carrying on a 
business. He tendered a number of character refe- 
rences in favour of Mr. Knapman. After the hearing 
of the case, the counsel and Mr. Knapman withdrew 
from the Board room, and the Board considered the 
evidence submitted and the pleas which had been made. 

It was resolved that Mr. Knapman be severely cen- 
sured, but that his name be not erased from the Phar- 
maceutical Register. 

Mr. Knapman and the legal representatives were 
then readmitted, and the President addressed Mr. Knap- 
man in the following terms:— 

“The Board has considered the subject matter of this 
inquiry. It has considered the various matters pre- 
sented to it, and has decided not to erase Mr. Knap- 
man’s name from the Pharmaceutical Register, but, Mr. 
Knapman, there are some things I should like to say 
to you. 

“You were properly taught in this establishment 
quite some time ago, and over a period you have 
had opportunities of being in contact with capable, 
qualified men practising their calling. There came 
a period where you seemed to us to disregard com- 
pletely the requirements of the law set down for 
public safety, and we expect that you will prove that 
you can stand up with us and other pharmaceutical 
chemists to these requirements that are set down for 
us all. This Board, despite comments that are made 
in some ways, has never been in authority to punish 
anybody. We are given authority to protect the public 
from improper practice. A lot of things have been said 
about things you have done, and you know as wel! 
as we know the things you should have done. 
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“We want you to go back to your business and set 
yourself out to function effectively. We want you 
immediately to start a completely fresh Dangerous 
Drugs Register, and we would like you in the near 
future, maybe a month, to submit that register with 
your old one to the Board for some checking. In spite 
of difficulties such as not sufficient help, pressure of 
business, and that sort of thing, remember that in 
your calling professional things are first — selling 
sundries and extra profits are a minor consideration 
for professional men. I think that if you will go away 
from here and think of those things, all will be well, 
but if you go away from here and again it comes 
to the notice of the Board—matters such as this—I 
believe that the Board will be in a position to use 
again what has been presented in this inquiry as part 
and parcel of a further inquiry. 

“IT would make the best of it if I were you, and live 
up to your responsibilities if you can.” 


GUILD MEETING AT SALE. 


No. 17 Guild District Annual Meeting was held at 
the Club Hotel, Sale, on Saturday, February 29. It 
was attended by Messrs. F. N. Lee (State President), 
L. A. Hamon (Country Vice-President) and K. G. Atti- 
will (Federal Director of Pharmaceutical Public Re- 
lations). 

The following members were present: Messrs. K. L. 
C. Davies, Maffra (retiring President); J. B. Robinson 
(Traralgon); A. J. Montague (Sale); J. Riddiford (Tra- 
ralgon); E. N. Broberg (Sale); G. C. White (Traralgon); 
V. R. Weymouth (Heyfield); J. A. Johns (Maffra); J. 
W. Findlay (Sale); A. D. McKinnon (Traralgon); R. 
Fairley (Traralgon). 

Mr. J. B. Robinson was elected President of the 
district in succession to Mr. Davies, and Mr. Riddiford 
succeeds Mr. Montague as Secretary. After other 
formal district business had been dealt with, Mr. Lee 
reviewed problems on the Federal front. 


He paid a tribute to the work of the Federal Pre- 
sident (Mr. Eric Scott) and the Chairman of the Guild 
Statistical Bureau (Mr. L. J. Thompson), the Executive 
Secretary (Mr. A. C. Fraser) and other members of 
the Bureau, as well as Mr. Attiwill. Mr. Scott, Mr. 
Attiwill and Mr. Scott’s other Federal representatives 
had travelled between Melbourne, Sydney and Can- 
berra in the last 12 months on behalf of the chemists 
of Australia, more than in all previous years put 
together. They had performed a colossal amount of 
work. “These men,” said Mr. Lee, “are using them- 
selves up on our behalf.” 


Mr. Lee dealt with the new P.M.S. agreement, which 
he said was now closely linked with P.B.A. in the 
Consolidated National Health Act. Any chemist who 
did any volume of prescriptions under P.M.S. must 
realise that the return on the new basis of: payment 
was very satisfactory. Under the new agreement 
chemists would be paid according to the drug tariff 
for what they dispensed less 10 per cent. discount. 

Mr. Lee traversed the new Act. The problem of 
ensuring that pharmaceutical benefits were supplied 
only by approved chemists (except where a doctor was 
approved in a remote area) was wholly satisfactory 
and again reflected great credit upon the Guild nego- 
tiators. Mr. Lee referred to the inspection by Com- 
monwealth Officers of chemists’ records of prescrip- 
tions, and said that the Victorian Branch of the Guild 
had drawn up a list of information setting out mem- 
bers’ rights in relation to the Federal and State laws 
affecting pharmacy. 

Mr. Lee referred also to the matter of chemists-only 
contracts. Most members were aware of the fact that 
Ipana was “chemists-only” by contract, and that Frede- 
rick Stearns had marketed their new tooth paste as 
“chemists-only” without a contract. He reminded 
members that a manufacturer, in taking out a ‘“chemists- 
only” contract with the Guild, restricted his sales by 
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because your wholesale distributor is authorised ye replace it without 
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been making surgical hosiery 
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that contract to the chemists in return for certain 
services by members, who promised to give activé 
support in marketing the “chemist-only” contractor's 
product. 

Dealing with the expansion of State Guild services 
to members, Mr. Lee mentioned the appointment of 
Mr. E. Davies, formerly of Felton, Grimwade’s, as 
administrative officer. The Guild was preparing a 
composite drug list with the manufacturers, and he 
strongly recommended every Guild member to sub 
scribe to the weekly alteration sheet. 

Following the last State Branch Committee meeting. 
the Executive had gone as a deputation to Mr. 
Lewis, Director of the Hospital Benefits Association of 
Victoria, and presented a summary of members’ com- 
plaints against delays in handling H.B.A. subscribers’ 
books and forwarding refund cheques for claims. Mi 
Lee said that Mr. Lewis had explained the various 
factors that had caused the delays, including the diffi 
culties of obtaining extra accommodation. H.B.A. was 
handling about 75 per cent. of the hospital and medical! 
benefit business in Victoria, but it expected that the 
delays would be overcome by the end of March. 

Mr. Broberg: Is it a fact that the Nyal lines are not 
“chemist only by contract”? 

Mr. Lee: Yes, since September, 1952. The Federal 
Council would not accept the conditions under which 
Nyals were preparcd to renew the old contract. 

Mr. Hamon said that he was present as Country 
Vice-President of the Victorian Branch of the Guild. 
He was also a member of the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Victoria, which controlled the edu- 
cational and professional aspects of pharmacy. Guild 
chemists would never survive in the struggle for 
existence if they were interested only in commercial 
problems. That was why they must always have a 
strong Society. Country chemists were very fortunate 
compared with their city brethren. Competition was 
not so fierce and rentals were lower. But the country 
chemists had many problems, the solution of which 
they were inclined to leave to their leaders. In many 
country centres chemists were not willing to give up 
one night to heip themselves. Problems included the 
need to obtain a better deal in the handling of vete- 
rinary preparations. C.S.L. on Guild representations 
had undertaken to change its policy of sending out 
to farmers copies of its retail price list. Anothei 
problem related to the supplying of veterinary pro- 
ducts to veterinary surgeons. In many districts these 
veterinary surgeons were employed by the butter 
factories, which would mean that the farmer could not 
get a veterinary preparation from the chemist, but 
“from the girl in the office” of the butter factory. 
These were typical of the “live” questions affecting 
country chemists. The Guild’s leaders had done a 
grand job for pharmacy, but they could not help to 
solve the problems of the country chemists unless those 
chemists themselves made their leaders aware of the 
problems. Reguiar Guild district meetings were essen- 
tial: they were the only method by which Guild district 
delegates could take country problems to the State 
Branch Committee. 

Mr. Attiwill said that Mr. Lee was typical of the 
Guild Presidents who waded in fighting against injus- 
tices to Guild members. The Guild had been born in 
strife, and it flourished in striving to raise the status 
of its members. Mr. Hamon had quickly made his 
mark as Country Vice-President. 

Mr. Attiwill said that his own task was to help the 
chemists to find a basis upon which they could co- 
operate with the Government in providing the best 
possible “free medicine” service in the interests, first 
and foremost, of the public. Unless the Guild member 
could provide the best possible service, against the 
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efforts of the Government planners who wanted to 
regiment all services in one clinic, the day of retail 
pharmacy as practised today would gradually pass. 
Irrespective of political party policies, every succeeding 
Federal Government tended more toward embracing 
the idea of the welfare State. Sometimes the process 
was so subtle that the family doctors and the family 
chemists were disposed to forget that an increasing 
part of their income was reaching them from the 
Federal Treasury. The danger to the medical and 
pharmaceutical professions under this “painless” socia- 
lisation that we were experiencing under benevolent 
but not necessarily Labour Governments was that the 
more money the doctor and the chemist received from 
the Government contract the less they were likely to 
recoil from the idea of a salaried health service. 

Guild House was rising as a monument to the Mc- 
Gibbonys, the Eric Scotts, the Rutters and the Fred 
Gulleys and all those who had established and de- 
veloped the Guild as a Federal organisation that knew 
no State boundaries. The younger men, like Mr. Lee 
and those who had recently joined the State Branch 
Committees in the various States, were getting results 
because they were following along the path laid down 
by the leaders who had come from all States to build 
the Guild. The secret of success was constancy of 
purpose. 

Mr. Attiwill then explained in detail many of the 
problems with which the Secretariat, in close associa- 
tion with the Federal Council and all the State Branch 
Committees and Society Councils, was dealing at 
present. Dealing with the vexed question of hospital 
dispensing, he appealed to chemists throughout Aus- 
tralia to advise the Guild of any instances in which 
they considered that a hospital which had been ap- 
proved to dispense pharmaceutical benefits was not able 
to provide a complete service under the direct super- 
Lovee of a medical practitioner or a pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

Mr. Robinson moved and Mr. Davies seconded a vote 
of thanks to the speakers, and the meeting ended at 
12 minutes before midnight.

Intermediate Examination.—The President reported 
that the Intermediate Examiners met on March 9 when 
the results of the examination were determined and 
tabled. 

The conference of examiners had recommended that 
nine candidates who had failed entirely be not permit- 
ted to proceed to the Fourth Year Course and that suit- 
able recommendation to this effect had been made to the 
Council of the Pharmaceutical Society. 

Final Examination —Arrangements for the conduct of 
the Final Examination later in the month were discussed 
and agreed upon. 

Pharmacy of Deceased Chemist.—Further considera- 
tion was given to the circumstances in which the phar- 
macy of a deceased chemist was being carried on. 
Several extensions of time had been granted by the 
Board but up to the present the business had not been 
disposed of, although there had been considerable nego- 
tiations according to advice received by the Board. The 
latest intimation was that it was anticipated that an 
agreement would be reached that afternoon. It was 
resolved that action in the matter be deferred until 
March 12 and that the President be empowered to take 
such other steps as he considered necessary. 

Forged Prescriptions.—Further considerations was 
given to a report from the Police Drug Bureau con- 
cerning the supply of Dangerous Drugs over a con- 
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siderable period on prescriptions, many of which were 
shown to be forgeries. After considering the advice 
of its solicitors the Board recommended that proceed- 
ings against the person responsible for the forgeries 
be conducted by the Crown Law Department. The 
President said proceedings on certain charges —— 
a chemist involved in these prosecutions would 
handled by the Board. 

At 12.55 p.m. the Board adjourned for lunch, and on 
resuming at 2.15 proceeded to hold an inquiry in the 
case of Leslie George Knapman. [A report of this 
inquiry is published elsewhere in this issue.—Ed.]

A.P.F. Report.—Mr. Johnson, chairman of the A.P.F 
Management committee, reported that work on the 
A.P.F. revision was progressing and it was expected 
that the book would go to press during 1954. The 
proposal for publication of a list of B.P. drugs with 
doses and therapeutic notes where appropriate, was 
under discussion with Dr. Stanton and had been favou: 
ably commented on by him. 

It was his opinion that arrangements should be made 
for periodical bulletins along the lines originated by 
Mr. Hornby to be continued and he would report on this 
at a later meeting. He raised the question of the desir- 
ability of attempting to obtain official recognition of 
the A.P.F. in certain directions. 

The President thanked Mr. Johnson for the report, 
which was adopted, and it was resolved that the sug- 
gestions about recognition of the A.P.F. be transmitted 
to the Pharmaceutical Association. 

Hon, Librarian’s Report.—At the recommendation ot! 
the Honorary Librarian, Mrs. Crawford, it was resolved 
that the following books suggested for purchase by M:

Hospital Dispensing.—Mr. Long revorted on a deputa- 
tion to Dr. J. H. Lindell, Chairman of the Hospitals and 
Charities Commission, during the month. 

He said two main subjects were discussed—the dis- 
pensing of Pharmaceutical Benefits for private and inter. 
mediate patients in public hospitals, and a uniform 
agreement for the supply of pharmaceutical services at 
hospitals where no full-time chemist was employed. At 
the deputation, Mr. G. L. Belleville, who had devoted 
a great deal of time to pharmaceutical services fo 
hospitals, had emphasised the high standard of services 
given, and the manner in which individual chemists had 
specialised their business to provide these services, often 
at the sacrifice of other sections of their business. 

Dr. Lindell received the deputation courieously, but 
had expressed the opinion that a public hospital operat- 
ing a Pharmacy Department, provide a ful! 
service for all of its patients. He did not agree with 
the contention that a better service could be given 
by private chemists. Hospital Pharmacy Departments 
should be organised to give a complete and satisfactory 
service to meet all the requirements of the patients of 
the hospital. 

Mr. Long said he had emphasised at the deputation 
the value of the services given by the roster chemists 
and the hardship entailed by the termination of the 
contract with them. 

Mr. Kent had put forward the plea for adoption of 
a satisfactory, uniform agreement between hospitals 
and pharmaceutical chemists, for provision of services 
where a hospital did not have a Pharmacy Department 
A draft agreement had previously been submitted to 
the Commission and Dr. Lindell undertook to have this 
examined and give the proposition his consideration 

Dr. Lindell had intimated also, if it were shown that 
great hardship had been inflicted on chemists who had 
previously been supplying private and intermediate 
patients, he would be prepared to consider the matte: 
with the object of seeing whether any solution could 
be found. 

Mr. Attiwill, at the deputation, had asked that no 
important move in regard to pharmaceutical services 
should be taken without consultation with the pharma 
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ceutical organisations, whose members were deeply 
interested, and Dr. Lindell had agreed. 

Mr. Thompson said he had been present at the deputa- 
tion and was of opinion that everything that could 
possibly be done to preserve the interests of members 
had been done. In his view, changes which were tak- 
ing place were inevitable and, although it was necess"ry 
for them to fight for the rights of their members, some 
of the work which previously had been done in private 
pharmacies, he was afraid, would have to be surren- 
dered to the hospitals. 

St. Arnaud Hospital.—The Secretary submitted a re- 
port of a visit by Mr. F. N. Lee, Guild President, Mr. K. 
Attiwill and himself to St. Arnaud on February 26, when 
they discussed with local chemists and the Secretary of 
the U.F.S. Dispensary, the question of pharmaceutical 
service for the St. Arnaud Hospital. 

The hospital had called for tenders for the work and 
the Council considered this a most unsuitable method. 
The local chemists were desirous of doing the work in 
their own pharmacies, as it was not possible for them 
to find qualified assistants to carry on while they were 
absent. All agreed to present to the hospital a sugges- 
tion for a roster, under which they would all participate 
in the work on equal terms. Advice had not been re- 
ceived of any development since the date of the visit. 
The President said he thought the visit to St. Arnaud 
had been necessary and had attained something of value. 
The reports submitted were received and adopted. 

Dispensing at Pentridge-——Tine Secretary reported 
that this matter had now been amicably settled. Two 
chemists in the area had taken over the service. One 
attended the gaol on Tuesday afternoon and the othe: 
on Thursday afternoon, which fitted in with the arrange- 
ments of the authorities. 

Forthcoming Functions: (a) Presentation of Diplomas. 

-The President reported that Sir Owen Dixon, Chiet 
Justice of the High Court of Australia, had agreed to 
deliver the address to the graduates at the ceremony of 
presentation of diplomas, which would be held in the 
Union Theatre, University of Melbourne, on May 10, 
1954. 

(b) Annual Church Service.—The Secretary reported 
that arrangements for holding a service at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral on the morning of Sunday, May 30, had been 
confirmed with the Cathedral authorities. He had 
been in touch with Mr. Don Crowley who, with his 
committee, was exploring the possibility of arranging 
for a service at St. Patrick’s Cathedral on the same 
day. When arrangements were complete members 
would be advised of them by circular. 

(c) Amnual Meeting.—Final arrangements for the 
annual meeting were discussed and adopted. 

(d) Tutorial Classes, 1954.—A memorandum was re- 
ceived from the Dean advising that because of the 
heavy pressure of other duties. Mr. Manning and Mr. 
Nye were desirous of relinquishing the conduct of the 
Tutorial Classes for the Intermediate Examination. Mr. 
Sissons recommended to the Council that Mr. J. E. 
Aldred be invited to take over the classes in all of the 
subjects, and this recommendation was adopted by the 
Council. 

Donation of Equipment.—The Dean reported that Mr. 
N. C. Manning and Mr. H. A. Braithwaite had jointly 
presented to the College a Retina microscope adaptor. 
retina copying unit, retina 2.8 lens—equipment which 
would be of very great value to the teaching staff. 

Mr. Scott said that the Council should convey to 
these gentlemen its wholehearted and sincere thanks 
for these very valuable gifts. Practical gestures of this 
kind indicated the deep interest of these members, and 
was very heartening to the Council. It was resolved 
that a letter expressing sincere thanks of the Council 
be forwarded to Messrs. Braithwaite and Manning.

the Australian and New Zealand Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

After discussion of the matter it was resolved that 
the Council reply that it did not favour the proposal. 

Society of Hospital Pharmacists.—A request was re- 
ceived from the Society of Hospital Pharmacists for 
representation on committees of the Council dealing 
with education. After consideration of the request it 
was resolved that further information be requested from 
the Hospital Pharmacists as to the reasons prompting 
the request. 

Selection of Students for 1954.—Two requests were 
received on behalf of students not selected for 1954. The 
representations made in both instances were given long 
and careful consideration by the Council, which resolved 
that the earlier decisions could not be varied. 

Requests were received also from three applicants who 
had been selected, that their selection be carried for- 
ward for 1955, but the Council intimated that it could 
not agree to do this. 

Financial—The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement and accounts totalling 
£3,474/19/1 were passed for payment. 

Donation to the Building Fund.—Mr. Baird reported 
that he had received from Mr. and Mrs. Sissons a 
cheque for £52/10/-, representing contributions of £42 
from Mr. and Mrs. Sissons, £5/5/- from Dr. Hubert 
Sissons, and £5/5/- from Mr. David Sissons. With these 
gifts Mr. Sissons made the suggestion that the Council 
should again go out to stimulate interest in the Building 
Fund amongst its own members and friends. It was 
resolved that the very sincere thanks of the Council be 
conveyed to Mr. and Mrs. Sissons and that the sugges- 
tions put forward be given effect. 

President's Trip Overseas.—Mr. Thompson intimated 
that this would be his last attendance at the Council 
meetings prior to his leaving for a trip to Great Britain 
and America. He thanked his fellow members of the 
Council for their support during his term of office 
and said that he looked forward to his return to the 
Council in ten months’ time. He felt it an honour 
to have been the President of the Society. He was 
aware that the election of office-bearers was to take 
place at the April meeting of the Council and he was 
happy to leave the decision as to who should be 
President next year to the members. 

The meeting closed at 11.15 p.m.. 


PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY OF VICTORIA. 
97th Annual Meeting. 


The 97th annual meeting of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Victoria was held in the large lecture room 
at the College of Pharmacy on Mohday, March 22, 1954, 
at 8 p.m. 

The President, Mr. Ivan J. Thompson, presided over 
the gathering of approximately 100 members. 

In opening the meeting, Mr. Thompson expressed a 
welcome to those members who had come, particularly 
those from country centres. . 

Notice of Meeting.—On the suggestion of the Presi- 
dent, the notice convening the meeting was taken as 
read on the motion of Mr. E. E. Nye, seconded by Mr. 
N. C. Cossar. 

Minutes of the 96th Annual Meeting.—The minutes 
of the 96th annual meeting, which had been published 
in “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” were taken 
as read and were confirmed on the motion of Mr. H. 
Brown, seconded by Mr. W. P. P. Knell. 

Annual Report and Financial Statements.—It was 
moved by Mr. A. W. McGibbony, seconded by Mr. J. 
Oxley, that the 97th annual report and financial state- 
ments for the year ended December 31, 1953, be received. 


Carried. 


Mr. Thompson then rose to move the adoption of the 
annual report and financial statements. He said it was 
a privilege to do so. 

The 97th annual report had been sent to all members 
of the Society and once again he thought it was a com- 
prehensive record of the affairs and activities of the 
Society during the last twelve months. There were 
one or two matters in the report that he felt it was 
his duty to bring more forcibly under notice. 

The first was the lectures that were delivered in the 
University of Melbourne on the 1953 British Pharma- 
copoeia. He thought those who attended those lectures 
were well rewarded by the excellent manner in which 
they were presented and the subject matter that was 
given by the vwery fine team of lecturers. It was inter- 
esting to note that there were approximately 1200 
attendances at that series. Following on the interest 
displayed in those lectures, they developed the dis- 
cussion group. From those lectures this group under 
the chairmanship of Mr. John Oxley and a very ener- 
getic committee supporting him had established an 
activity which, in his opinion, would be a very 
important influence in pharmacy in Victoria. 

It was interesting to know that the interest displayed 
in this particular work was most keen. During the 
three meetings close on 100 members of the discussion 
group had met to discuss problems. 

Another important matter during the year was the 
institution of a church service for the pharmacy profes- 
sion. The Council was very pleased indeed at the 
reception of its suggestion that a church service be held. 
Five hundred members and their wives and families at- 
tended the first service in St. Paul’s Cathedral. It was 
proposed to hold the service again this year on Sunday, 
May 30. It was hoped to synchronise a service in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral and he hoped the same support as 
last year would be given. 

The Council last year endeavoured to make some 
change in the old system of presentation of diplomas 
of registration, and so at the University Union House 
last year they had for the first occasion in Victoria a 
presentation of diplomas and he thought on all sides 
that was acclaimed as an outstanding function and 
ceremony. They proposed this year to hold a similar 
ceremony. Sir Owen Dixon, of the High Court, would 
be the speaker to give the oration. 

In the report it would be noticed that some changes 
had taken place in the teaching staff of the College. 
When Mr. Sissons went to England it was necessary 
to provide some assistance in the subject of Chemistry. 
Early in the yea: Mr. Cobcroft was appointed and they 
thought the Council had made a wise choice. They also 
had to accept the retirement of Mr. Alan Callister. 
Most unfortunately, Mr. Callister had had to give up 
his lectureship in Pharmaceutics, but the Council was 
most appreciative of the magnificent work over a long, 
long period that Mr. Callister had done in this regard. 
(Applause.) 

The Council was very appreciative again of the 
efforts of the Victorian Pharmacy Students’ Associa- 
tion. They were very proud indeed of this association 
within this College, and last year once again they 
made a magnificent effort in raising for the Memorial 
Building Fund the sum of £710—truly a remarkable 
effort for these young people. As well as raising that 
money they had undoubtedly made a happy feeling 
within this College—their commencement ball, their 
end-of-the-year ball, and the various activities that 
this organisation had organised were very valuable 
indeed. 

Mr. Thompson said the Council was concerned with 
the problem of selection for entrance into the College. 
This year they had 358 applicants and after a search- 
ing examination could take only 135, plus a few 
entrants like Asian students, repatriation students, and 
those who automatically select themselves. The Coun- 
cil regretted that it had to do it, but under the circum- 
stances there was no alternative. He assured the mem- 
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bers that the selection operated under the best possible 
plans that could ever be conceived, so that fair dea! 
was given to every applicant. He hoped in a very 
short time this selection would not be necessary and 
that would come about if they were able to change 
this College site to the College site at Parkville. 


New College Building—Important Announcement. 

The project of a Memorial College had been before 
them for a number of years. The Council had had 
the problem examined most exhaustively for year afte: 
year. They realised that the facilities of this College 
were quite antiquated for the requirements of phar- 
maceutical education in Victoria today, and so they 
had made every possible opportunity to convince 
governments of the necessity of relieving them of the 
terrific responsibility and financial strain of carrying 
on this teaching problem in Victoria. They had done 
this privately, a magnificent task for the State of Vic- 
toria and he was very happy to announce tonight that 
after a series of long conferences, most exhaustive 
examinations of the financial status of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of Victoria, the Government of Victoria 
only last week had agreed, in principle, to a proposal 
which the Council submitted to it. The proposal was 
to erect a new College costing somewhere in the vicinity 
—totally equipped—of about £300,000. It was his great 
privilege and honour to announce on behalf of the 
Council that the Government had agreed to this and 
at an early date will make money available to proceed 
with the project. (Applause.) 

Of course, there would be some conditions to the pro- 
posal, but they, the members of the Pharmaceutical 
Society, must do everything in their power to honou 
the obligation which the Council would make on their 
behalf. They would not contract to do anything which 
they felt they wouid not be able to fulfil, but they had 
to do something to help themselves. The Council was 
confident that they would be able to fulfil the require- 
ments of the Government. 

“This is our 97th annual meeting,” the President said. 
“Let us hope that with the centenary of this Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of Victoria, the oldest Pharmaceutical 
Society in Australia, they would be in the new College 
building. 

Finally, he said, to bring his short review of the 
report to an end, he would like to thank the members 
of the Council and the teaching staff who, particularly 
last year when the Dean was absent, were called upon 
to shoulder very great responsibility and extra work— 
and they did it in a very creditable manner. 

Further, he would like to thank the administrative 
staff for carrying on the administrative work of the 
Society. It was hard to realise the work involved in 
the administrative work of the Society, but you may get 
some idea if he said that during the year some £80,000 
is administered. So the Council offers its thanks to 
the administrative staff, so ably led by their esteemed 
Secretary, Mr. Kent. 

He had much pleasure in moving the adoption of the 
report. He called upon the Treasurer to submit the 
financial statement. 

In seconding the motion for adoption of the report 
and balance sheet, Mr. Baird said he would like to 
express a great deal of satisfaction that the state of 
the finances of the Society during the last 12 months 
had improved. At this corresponding meeting last year 
he had struck a rather gloomy note. Their financial! 
position at that date was not quite as happy. Extra 
fees and income had resulted in a considerable increase 
in the reserve fund, but with the extra commitments 
which were likely to come their way shortly, they would 
agree that it was not too big. It would be noted, of 
course, that repairs and maintenance were remaining 


at a very high level. Unfortunately, they had been 
forced to spend a great deal of money here from which 
there was no return at all. 

He said if there were any questions which the mem- 
bers would like to ask, he would be happy to answer 
them, but he would like to just make some comment 
on the Building Fund. The income received during 
the year 1953 was £1225, which included the sum from 
the student function. The total funds to the credit of 
the account was £25,900 and out of that is a loan to the 
Society on mortgage of £19,000—so the Building Fund 
was in quite a healthy position. They felt that once 
a few workmen were on the site in Parkville that 
the Building Fund would take on a new lease of life— 
with the help of the members. 

Discussion.—The chairman invited discussion on th« 
report. 

Mr. A. W. McGibbony raised the question concerning 
the need for approving of pharmacies at which appren- 
tices were trained. Mr. H. A. Braithwaite, in reply, said 
that this was a matter for the Pharmacy Board of Vic- 
toria, but nevertheless, one in which the Council had 
an interest. 

There being no further discussion or questions, the 
motion for adoption was put to the meeting and carried 
unanimously. 

After the conclusion of the formal business, Mr. 
A. T. S. Sissons, Dean of the College of Pharmacy and 
guest speaker for the evening, delivered an address— 
“Some Impressions of Pharmacy Overseas.” Mr. Sis- 
sons’ talk was followed by the showing of coloured 
slides depicting personalities he had met and institu- 
tions he had visited. 

A vote of thanks was moved by Mr. Oxley, seeonded 
by Mr, A. L. Hull and carried enthusiastically. 

“Refreshments were served in the Museum before the 
members departed.

Dealing with the resignation he had tendered and 
the subsequent communication from the Directors, Mr. 
Warner advised in a letter to the Secretary that he 
would be willing to accept two months’ leave of absence 
and then consider what he could do. He appreciated 
greatly the understanding shown by his co-Directors.— 
Resolved that Mr. Warner be granted two months’ leave 
of absence. 

To the Australian Provincial Assurance Association 
Limited (A.P.A.), advising that, having regard to exist- 
ing agreements with the M.L.C and the Colonial Mutual 
Life Assurance Society Ltd., the Directors felt that the 
respective terms available would not, at this juncture, 
warrant the Directors making any change. The A.P.A. 
was thanked for the plan forwarded. 

To Mr. F. C. Kent, Secretary of the Victorian Phar- 
maceutical Liaison Committee, forwarding three items 
for the agenda for the next meeting of the Liaison 
Committee. Acknowledgment received. 

To the Victorian Branch of the Guild, advising that 
the Directors were interested in investigating the sug- 
gestion that a Claims Fund be set up, but suggested 
that the Guild should first contact members in Victoria 
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in order to arrive at the approximate number of 
chemists who would be prepared to pay £5 per veai 
into such a fund. 

From the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia, 
conveying suggestion from the Pharmaceutical Society 
of New South Wales that the next P.A.A. Conference 
be held immediately following Section “O” of the 
A.N.Z.A.A.S. meeting to be held at Melbourne in 
August, 1955. After discussion, the Directors resolved 
that they were not in favour of the suggestion. 

To the South Australian Branch, conveying the 
decision of the Directors in regard to the insurance 
plan tendered by the Australian Provincial Assurance 
Association Limited. A similar approach had been 
made in Adelaide. 

First Aid Treatment in Open Shop.—The Secretary 
said a copy of the legal opinion obtained by the New 
South Wales Local Board had been received at Head 
Office, and copies had been forwarded to the Directors. 

Mr. Moore said the opinion was very interesting, 
confirming as it did the views held in Victoria. He 
thought it should be published, subject to the concur- 
rence of the New South Wales Local Board. The 
Directors agreed to this suggestion. 

New Members Elected.—Mr. N. B. Butler, Albert 
Park; Mr. I. W. Day, Ballan; Miss M. J. Dodgshun, 
Warburton; and Mr. M. Graham, Nunawading. 

Legal Advice.—The Secretary reported that a member 
had informed him there had been a number of attempted 
suicides in his district. Ordinary dispensing had taken 
place, and he was not involved, but on each occasion 
the police had asked him for a statement. The member 
had been advised that it would be desirable that he 
should comply, showing that his part in the transac- 
tions had been fully in accordance with the regulations. 

Commonwealth Health Department Inquiries re 
P.M.S. Dispensing.—The Secretary reported that a 
number of members had communicated with him on 
February 25 following communications to them from 
the Deputy Director of Health, Victoria (Dr. Frank 
R. Kerr), alleging that P.M.S. prescriptions dispensed 
in their pharmacies had not been in accordance with 
the prescriptions. Those ,addressed were invited to 
attend at the office of the Statutory Committee of 
Enquiry, 240 Bourke street, Melbourne, at 10 a.m. on 
March 23 and 24. . 

After conference with the Chairman, it had been 
decided to recommend the members to appear before 
the Committee and tender their explanations. 

Articles re Personalities in Pharmacy and History of 
Pharmaceutical Organisations.—A letter was received 
from Mr. K. G. Attiwill (Public Relations Secretariat) 
advising that with the concurrence of the Board of 
Management of the Journal he was about to commence 
gathering material for a double series of articles—one 
dealing with leading contemporary personalities in 
pharmacy, and the other with the organisations. Mr. 
Attiwill had sought assistance in the gathering of this 
material by the appointment of a member of each 
organisation (not a member of the staff) to co-operate 
with him. 

The Chairman said it might be necessary for the 
proposal to go further, to provide for references to 
(a) the founders and past leaders of organisations as 
well as the contemporary leaders; (b) donors to phar- 
macy, such as people who, though not qualified 
chemists, had helped pharmacy considerably in the 
past, either by bequests or donations to pharmaceutical 
work or by the presentation of prizes. 

After discussion, it was resolved that the idea pro- 
pounded by Mr. Attiwill be endorsed and that the 
suggestions outlined by the Chairman be forwarded 
for consideration. 
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Sunday Hours and Trading.—The Secretary reported 
that as instructed at the last meeting legal advice was 
being sought on a number of questions dealing with 
the hours and conditions of trading by chemists on 
Sundays. The Solicitor’s reply was not yet to hand. 
Guild Price Lists (re Marking of Requirements of 
Regulations).—-The Chairman said the new prescription 
proprietaries price list contained the markings. A list 
of items marked similarly for inclusion in the next 
issue of the Australian Dispensing Drug Tariff had 
since been prepared. It was resolved that this list be 
forwarded to the Guild, together with a paragraph fox 
publication in “Gilseal News” indicating the part played 
by the P.D.L. in having these suggestions put into effect. 
Financial.—The Hon. Treasurer presented the monthly 
financial statement, showing a credit balance of 
£894/8/6. Accounts totalling £181/11/4 were passed for 
payment. 
The meeting closed at 1 p.m.

Executive Report: 

Merchandising Competition.—Further to the advice 
that Victoria won this competition for 1953, Mr. Watson 
advised that for the first time Victoria was leading in 
sales of “Ipana” and “Ingrams” for January and Feb- 
ruary, 1954. 

Products Needing Name and Address of Seller.—Mr. 
Bedford, on behalf of No. 10 District, handed the 
President the list of lines in this category prepared 
by members of his District. 

Joint Wholesale-Retail Price List-——-Mr. E. Davies 
amplified the Executive and Pricing Reports on this 
matter in the light of the conference held that day with 
the Wholesale Group. 

The report of the Executive was adopted. 

Federal Report.—Mr. Scott outlined some of the 
Statistical results of the recent Bureau of Statistics 
survey items 186, 188 and 197. 

Mr. Scott reported that probable occupation of Guild 
House will be delayed until September 1, 1954, owing 
to the terms of contract for the lift installation. 

The Federal Report was adopted. 

Trade and Commerce Report: 

Aller-Ban.—The Committee viewed with some con- 
cern the apparently incomplete sales effort by wholesale 
houses in the launching of Aller-Ban. Two country 
members reported that no solicitation of an order 
occurred from any wholesale house. 

Correspondence.—-Felton, Grimwade & Duerdins Pty. 
Ltd. After reading and amplification of this company’s 
policy for sales to chemists from their Assay and Sur- 
gical Department, the details were regarded as ac- 
ceptable. 

Pharmaceutical Association Meeting.—Suggestion that 
the next conference be held in Melbourne in August, 
1955. The Committee resolved that a conference earlier 
than January, 1956, was not favoured. 

_Mr. T. K. G. Sarah Welcomed.—At this stage the Pre- 
sident welcomed Mr, Sarah, who accepted the Execu- 
tive’s invitation to represent District No. 112 for the 
balance of the term for which Mr. Hartley was elected. 
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Geelong Chemists’ Association re Dispensing P.B.A. 
Scripts for Intermediate Hospitals, and Pharmaceutical 
Society Deputation to Hospitals and Charities Com- 
mission.—The President took the opportunity to group 
and report on the deputation to Dr, Lindell and a visit 
to St. Arnaud, where the question of this dispensing 
was also involved. 

The implementation of Government policy appears 
clearly to indicate that the intention is firm to transfer 
this dispensing to hospital dispensaries where they 
qualify as the Act provides. 

In the case of the St. Arnaud Hospital, where tenders 
were invited for dispensing on hospital premises, by 
negotiation agreement reached between the 
chemists concerned and the U.F.S. Dispensary to offer 
to dispense in their respective establishments. 

Public Relations Secretariat.—Mr. Attiwill addressed 
the Committee, advising a proposed dual series of 
articles on Personalities in Pharmacy and the History 
of Pharmacy in Australia, to appear in “The Austral- 
asian Journal of Pharmacy.” The Committee approved 
the proposed articles and the giving of assistance tc 
Mr. Attiwill in the project. 

Federal Office, Proposed Magazine.—Mr. Attiwill then 
referred to a magazine that had been suggested for 
distribution to retail clients of chemists. The Com- 
mittee endorsed the forwarding of a questionnaire to 
all Victorian chemists, seeking their views of the pro- 
ject and whether they would participate in purchasing 
(at least in the initial stages) and distributing. 

New Members Elected.—Messrs. P. G. Gursanscky, 
Dandenong West; G. McWilliam, South Melbourne; M. 
R. Rodd, Bunyip. 

Bon Voyage to Mr. and Mrs. I. J. Thompson.—Mr.

Thompson was attending his last S.B.C. meeting before 
going overseas, the opportunity be taken of wishing 
him and Mrs. Thompson a happy trip, a good holiday, 
and a return refreshed to his labours for pharmacy.

District No. 19.—Position of H.B.A. member with 
subscriptions in advance proceeding overseas.
